Held    October   28,    1851. 


Preamble  and  Resolutions  relative  to  Louis  Kossuth. 

\Miereas,  it  is  understood  that  Louis  Kossuth,  the  illustri- 
ous Hungarian,  patriot  and  exile,  is  about  to  seek  an  asylum 
on  our  shores, — and, 

Whereas,  it  is  believed  that  the  people  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, in  common  with  the  whole  people  of  the  United 
States,  feel  a  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  the  cause  of  free- 
dom wherever  it  is  assailed,  and  entertain  the  most  sincere 
regret  for  the  unfortunate  condition  of  Hungary, — and 

Whereas,  in  the  reception  of  Kossuth  an  opportunity  is 
afforded  of  expressing  our  sympathy  for  the  cause  of  Hunga- 
rian independence,  of  recording  our  detestation  of  the  unholy 
coalition  by  which  that  gallant  people  have  been  crushed,  and 
of  evincing  our  admiration  of  the  noble  conduct  of  the  Turk- 
ish Sultan  in  refusing  to  deliver  to  the  despots  of  Europe 
that  illustrious  exiled  patriot,  whom  it  is  about  to  be  our 
privilege  and  pride  to  receive  as  it  befits  the  chosen  people  of 
Liberty,  one  who  has  nobly  battled  and  suffered  in  that  sacred 
cause, — therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
that  we  look  to  the  arrival  of  Kossuth  upon  our  shores  with 
mingled  feelings  of  satisfaction  and  regret,  satisfaction  that 
we  are  enabled  to  afford  a  safe  asylum  to  an  illustrious  patriot, 
regret  that  the  cause  of  Liberty  should  give  birth  to  such  a 
necessity. 

Resolved,  that  we  sympathise  fully  with  the  Hungarians  in 
their  unfortunate  struggles  for  independence,  but  mindful  of 
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that  Providence  which  crowned  our  own  efforts  for  liberty 
with  success,  we  trust  yet  to  behold  that  glorious  ^^  future  " 
which  their  noble  leader  so  eloquently  predicts  for  his  belov- 
ed country. 

Resolved,  that  we  regard  the  alliance  of  Russia  with  Aus- 
tria, for  the  purpose  of  crushing  the  spirit  of  liberty  in  Hun- 
gary, as  a  fit  accompaniment  in  the  annals  of  time  for  the 
infamous  partition  of  unfortunate  Poland  by  the  same  tyran- 
nical powers,  each  alike  worthy  the  execration  of  the  civilized 
w^orld. 

Resolved,  that  the  firmness  and  determination  of  the  Sub- 
lime Porte,  in  refusing  to  gratify  the  imperious  demands  of 
Russia  and  Austria,  for  the  detention  of  Kossuth  and  his  de- 
voted companions,  merits  the  approbation  and  support  of  ev- 
ery government  that  is  friendly  to  liberty  and  laithful  to  the 
rights  of  man. 

Resolved,  that  we  cordially  welcome  Kossuth  and  his  ex- 
iled companions  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  American  Liberty, 
and  to  an  asylum  beyond  the  reach  of  European  despotism ; 
and 

Resolved  further,  that  a  joint  committee  of  five  from  each 
branch  of  the  City  Council  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor,  in  the  event  of  their  arri- 
val in  our  city,  to  tender  to  them  appropriate  public  tokens  of 
our  esteem  and  admiration  for  their  gallant  conduct,  as  well 
as  of  our  sympathy  for  their  sufferings  and  their  cause.

side  or  corner  of  John  Bear's  brick-house,  the  southern  line 
of  said  street  to  be  parallel  to,  and  twenty  feet  distant  from 
the  said  line  as  above  described.

thirteen  feet  eight  inch  alley  at  A,  on  the  plat  certified  by  the 
committee  on  highways  and  bridges,  to  be  the  plat  to  which 
this  ordinance  has  reference,  it  being  at  a  point  southwardly 
one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  from  East  Baltimore  street,  and 
running  thence  to  B,  at  the  north-east  corner  of  a  two-story 
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brick  house  belonging  to  James  L.  Bates  on  Argyle  alley ; 
which  corner  is  southwardly  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  eight 
inches  from  the  south-west  corner  of  East  Baltimore  and  Ar- 
gy\e  streets  ;  and  beginning  for  the  northernmost  side  of  said 
alley  at  C  on  the  plat  aforesaid,  it  being  northwardly  thirteen 
feet  eight  inches  from  A,  and  running  thence  eastwardly  to  D, 
it  being  at  the  south-east  corner  of  John  Swartz's  two-story 
brick  house  on  Argyle  street.  And  the  said  commissioners 
for  opening  streets  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  ordinance  No.  17,  approved  April  30th, 
1850 ;  and  the  collector  and  register  of  the  city  shall  also 
perform  the  duties  respectively  required  of  them  by  the  afore- 
said ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  that  the  aforesaid 
alley  when  so  opened  and  condemned,  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  Boehme  alley.

more United  Fire  Department ;  and  provided  further,  that 
said  company  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  from  time 
to  time  require  ;  or  that  the  Mayor,  during  the  recess  of  the 
City  Council,  may  deem  proper  to  impose  ;  and  provided 
further,  that  the  said  company  shall  not,  at  any  future  time, 
add  to  their  apparatus  any  spouting  or  suction  engine,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  first  obtained 
to  that  effect;  and  provided  further,  that  said  company  shall 
not  be  entitled,  at  any  lime,  to  any  appropriation  from  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

Amity  street  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
f^P'jbl^c  high-  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  that  part  of  Amity  street  ly- 
ing between  the  south  side  of  Lexington  street  and  the  north 
side  of  Fayette  street  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  public  highway,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  laws,  reg- 
ulations and  ordinances  applicable  to  public  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys,  or  part  or  parts  thereof,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  Office  of  City  Surveyor. 

Preamble.  Whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 

passed  at  the  January  session  1852,  entitled  "An  act  to  car- 
ry into  effect  the  tenth  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the 
Constitution,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Surveyor  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,"  it  is  provided  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  are  authorised  and  required  to  prescribe  by  or- 
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dinaiice  the  duties  and  compensation  of  the  City  Surveyor, 
now  elected,  or  hereafter  to  be  elected  or  appointed,  pursuant 
to  the  tenth  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion,— therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Survey- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  before  entering  upon  the  du-  o""— "»^'>  op- 
tics hereafter  to  be  prescribed  by  this  ordinance,  the  City 
Surveyor  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  before 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  :  *4,  A.  B.  do  solemnly 
swear,  or  affirm,  that  I  will  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability,  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  City  Surveyor, 
whenever  called  thereto,  agreeably  to  the  ordinance  to  regu- 
late the  office  of  City  Surveyor." 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  whenever  City  Commis- 
the  city  commissioner  shall,  in  pursuance  of  the  several  du- sionerduty  of.

the  several  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  entitled  "An

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and

in  the  direction  of  the  south-west  corner  of  Patterson's  old 
wharf,  and  within  said  line  and  a  line  drawn  parallel  with  the 
west  side  of  said  block  prolonged  southwardly,  and  thirty 
feet  westerly  therefrom. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  wharf  on  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  adjoining 
and  east  of  Johnson  street  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised 
to  erect  a  platform  wharf,  projecting  northerly  from  said 
wharf  opposite  to,  and  at  a  distance  of  eighty-seven  feet 
from  the  present  wharf  at  Johnson  street,  as  far  as  a  line 
.drawn  from  the  north-east  corner  of  Reeder's  wharf  and  Henry 
street,  to  a  point  twenty-six  feet  southerly  from  the  north-east 
corner  of  the  wharf  known  as  Hughes'  Quay,  on  the  west  side 
of  Johnson  street,  said  platform  not  to  exceed  in  width  forty- 
five  feet  from  east  to  w^est. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  map 
lately  executed  by  Messrs.  Bouldin  and  Dawson,  and  deposit- 
ed with  the  Register,  and  dated  May  the  24th,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two,  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  furnish  a  true 
representation  of  the  port  warden's  line  herein  indicated,  and 
shall  govern  wherever  there  may  be  difficulty  in  adjusting  a 
location  according  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  all  wharves 
or  platforms  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  removed  within  the 
limits  of  the  basin  and  harbor  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  built  upon 
piles  so  as  to  allow  the  free  flow  of  the  water  underneath  the 
same.

Whereas,  by  a  conveyance  from  Samuel  and  Thomas  p  . .

A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  exer- 
cising certain  powers  vested  in  this  Corporation  in  relation  to  Streets  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,"  approved  April  30,  1850. 

Section.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  whenever  any  owner  or  pos- 
sessor of  ground  or  improvements  within  or  adjacent  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  upon  which  any  damage  or  benefit  has 
been  ascertained  or  assessed  for  the  laying  out,  locating, 
opening,  extending,  widening,  straightening  or  closing  up, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley  within 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  assess- 
ment of  damages  or  benefits  which  shall  be  made  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  for  opening  streets,  and  who  shall 
appeal  therefrom,  as  provided  by  the  ninth  section  of  the  ordi- 
nance to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  every  such  owner  or 
possessor  shall  be  secured  in  the  right  to  have  decided  by  a 
jury  trial,  whether  any  damage  has  been  caused  or  any  bene- 
fit has  accrued  to  them,  and  to  what  amount;  and  the  judge 
of  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  city  shall  direct  the  sheriff 
of  Baltimore  city,  to  summon  twelve  or  more  persons,  quali-

such  appeal,  being  pursued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  ninth  section  of  the  said  ordinance,  and  of  the  acts  of 
Assembly  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

Sec.  2  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that 
whenever  the  commissioners  for  opening  streets,  shall  pro- 
ceed under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  to  lay  out,  locate,  open,  extend,|widen,  straight- 
en or  close  up,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  street,  square,  lane  or 
alley  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  they  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority,  and  are  hereby  directed  to  ascertain  whether 
any,  and  what  amount  in  value,  of  damage   will  be  caused 
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thereby,  and  what  amount  of  benefit  will  thereby  accrue  to 
the  owner  or  possessor  of  any  ground  or  improvements  adja- 
cent to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  well  as  within  the  same,  for 
which  such  owner  or  possessor  ought  to  be  compensated,  or 
ought  to  pay  compensation,  and  to  assess  the  same,  the  same 
proceedings  to  be  had  therein,  in  every  respect,  as  provided 
by  the  ordinances  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  in  relation  to 
the  ascertainment  and  assessment  of  damages  and  benefits  on 
ground  or  improvements  within  the  bounds  of  the  city.

An  Ordinance  supplementary  to  an  Ordinance,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  re- 
lating to  Cleaning  the  Streets,  Lanes  and  Alleys  in  the  City  of  Baltimore," 
approved  March  27th,  1850. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Cleaning  the 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  in  addition  to  the  require-  of^'cont'r'^tora 
ments  of  the  second  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  the  contractor  or  contractors,  and  his  or  their 
securities,  in  all  future  contracts,  shall  bind  themselves,  sev- 
erally and  individually,  in  a  sum  double  the  amount  of  his  or 
their  contracts,  to  pay  all  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by 
the  commissioner  of  health,  in  removing  or  causing  to  be  re- 
moved, street  dirt  and  manure,  ice,  snow,  olfal,  or  coal  ashes, 
at  such  times  as  the  said  commissioners  may  order  the  same 
removed  by  any  other  person  than  the  contractor  or  contrac- 
tors, whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  commissioner,  the  said 
contractor  or  contractors,  or  either  of  them  have  failed  to 
comply,  or  shall  have  neglected  to  execute  the  duties  requi- 
red of  them  ;  and  the  bonds  of  the  several  contractors  shall  Provision  of 
provide  that  the  contractor  or  contractor^  shall  remove  all  bonds, 
street  dirt  and  manure,  ice  and  snow  from  all  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  and  public  wharves,  in  such  manner,  at  such  times, 
and  as  often  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  said  commissioner  of 
health,  or  pay  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  employed  by 
the  said  commissioner  such  sum  as  may  have  been  agreed 
upon  by  him. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  contrac-  Special  duty, 
tors  shall  clean  and  remove  all  snow  and  ice  from  the  front  of 
the  public  schools,  the  footways  of  the  bridges,  all  flag  stones 
and  crossings,  and  all  gutters  crossing  the  public  streets  with- 
in their  several  districts,  so  as  to  keep  them  clean  and  pass- 
able ;  but  this  ordinance  shall  in  no  wise  be  construed  so  as 
to  make  the  contractors  clean  the  snow  from  the  Mayor's 
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office,  the  police  offices,  watch  houses,  or  the  footways  of  the 
several  city  springs — the  porters  and  other  persons  paid  by 
the  city  are  to  be  responsible  for  this  duty. 
Garbage  carts.  Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  several 
contractors  shall  cause  their  carts,  for  the  removal  of  offal  and 
coal  ashes,  to  pass  through  each  street,  lane,  and  alley,  in 
their  several  districts,  at  least  twice  a  week  from  the  first  day 
of  October  to  the  30th  day  of  April,  and  three  times  a  week 
from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  30th  day  of  September,  at 
stated  times  to  be  made  known  to  each  house-keeper,  by  a 
written  or  printed  notice  being  left  with  each  of  the  said 
house-keepers,  stating  the  day  and  the  hour  the  cart  will  pass 
the  premises  occupied  by  them. 
When  to  take  Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  this  ordinance 
effect.  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  existing  contracts  for  cleaning 

the  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  and  for  the  removal  of  offal  and 
coal  ashes,  made  in  conformity  to  the  ordinance  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ma- Valuation, 
ryland,  that  all  the  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  and 
of  all  kinds  and  descriptions  whatsover,  now  by  law  liable  to 
be  valued  and  assessed,  and  chargeable  with  taxes  in  this 
State,  shall  be  valued  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this  act, 
and  shall  be  chargeable  according  to  such  valuation,  with  the 
public  assessment.

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MAYOR'S    COMMUNICATION. 


Mayor's  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  19th,  1852. 
To  the  members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council : 
Gentlemen  : 

On  your  again  assembling  together  as  the  representatives  of  the 
people  composing  this  corporation,  it  becomes  my  duty  in  con- 
formity to  the  charter  of  the  city,  to  lay  before  your  honorable 
body  the  condition  of  the  corporation  with  all  its  various  interests, 
and  to  make  such  recommendations  as  my  limited  experience  and 
brief  acquaintance  with  the  arduous  duties  of  my  position  and  the 
wants  of  the  people  require.  Our  city  during  the  past  year,  for 
peace,  quiet  and  general  good  order,  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  other  city  in  the  Union,  and  but  few  accidents  or  casualties 
of  a  serious  character  have  occurred  to  mark  its  history,  or  to  retard 
its  growing  greatness  and  prosperity.  For  this  happy  state  of 
things,  much,  very  much,  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  recent  increased 
police  force  of  the  city,  and  to  the  highly  commendable  manner  in 
which  they  have  uniformly  discharged  their  duties,  under  the  di- 
rection'of  our  estimable  high  constable  and  his  assistants. 

Indeed,  I  cannot  speak  in  two  high  terms  of  commendation  of 
the  entire  list  of  officers  of  the  corporation,  for  their  strict  atten- 
tion to  the  public  business,  and  their  uniform  willingness  to  comply 
with  the  wishes  and  wants  of  the  people,  and  their  cheerful  desire 
to  meet  the  expectations  of  every  class  of  their  fellow-citizens 
through  whose  kind  preference  they  have  been  honored  w^ith  their 
respective  positions.  The  various  ordinances,  resolutions,  &c.,  &c., 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  council,  have,  as  far  as  practicable, 
been  carried  out,  and  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation 
I  trust,  judiciously  administered.  Among  the  most  important  acts 
of  the  last  council,  was  that  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  make  a  con- 
tract with  the  Gas  Company  for  the  better  lighting  of  the  streets, 
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lanes  and  alleys  of  the  city.  A  contract  has  been  entered  into  at 
the  price  named  in  the  resolution  passed  by  your  honorable  body, 
and  the  Philadelphia  burners  substituted  for  the  old  burner,  and  I 
trust  the  increased  light  thus  afforded,  has  met  public  expectation 
in  this  most  important  and  truly  needful  reform. 

As  I  intimated  to  your  honorable  body  in  my  first  communica- 
tion at  the  special  session  in  November,  1850,  so  I  again  repeat, 
the  lighting  of  the  c  ity  is  of  a  most  defective  character.  And  I 
cannot  forego  the  opportunity  of  again  calling  your  attention 
to  this  most  important  municipal  regulation.  A  comparison  with 
all  large  cities  of  the  Union,  as  well  as  experience,  clearly  dem- 
onstrates the  entire  inadequacy  of  light  with  which  the  city  is 
furnished. 

Moreover,  the  lamps,  in  a  great  majority  of  the  streets,  are  so 
badly  arranged,  and  at  such  a  distance  from  each  other,  as  to  be 
little  better  than  a  mere  apology  for  such  light  as  the  public  wants 
and  safety  require.  This  deficiency  of  lights  in  our  streets,  in  as 
much  as  it  affords  the  violators  of  law  and  the  public  peace  the 
covert  of  darkness,  which  they  always  seek  for  the  perpetration  of 
their  felonious  and  criminal  designs,  is  obviously  one  of  the  most 
prolific  sources  of  crime,  rowdyism  and  lawless  depredation,  to 
which  this  or  any  other  city  could  be  subjected. 

The  darkness  of  the  streets  insures  impunity  to  the  transgres- 
sors of  the  law,  and  effectually  shields  them  in  the  perpetration  of 
their  deeds  from  the  vigilance  of  either  the  watchmen  or  police. 
Not  only  does  the  darkness  of  our  streets  secure  safety  to  offenders, 
but  it  emboldens  and  operates  as  a  constant  temptation  to  crime 
and  misdemeanors. 

To  this  salutary  measure,  and  that  all  our  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
may  without  delay  be  furnished  with  a  strong  burning  light,  so  im- 
periously called  for  by  the  public  wants  and  safety  in  every  part  of 
the  city,  I  ask  for  an  increased  appropriation  for  lighting  and 
watching  the  city,  and  for  such  legislation  as  will  compel  the  Gas 
Company  to  supply  in  a  uniform  manner,  every  street,  lane  and 
alley,  with  such  number  of  lights  as  the  corporation  may  from  time 
to  time  require. 

If  nothing  can  be  accomplished  by  legislation  or  negotiation  with 
the  present  Gas  Company,  to  have  the  city  brilliantly  and  economi- 
cally lighted,  why,  then  I  say,  at  once  establish  a  City  Gas  Works 
under  your  own  control  and  direction ;  but,  perhaps  the  great  ob- 
jection to  such  an  undertaking  will  be  the  heavy  expense  necessa- 
rily incurred.  To  this  I  answer,  will  not  the  profits  to  the  corpora- 
tion be  as  great  as  to  an  independant  company  ?  Most  assuredly  it 
will.  Therefore  it  is  reasonable  to  infer,  that  instead  of  an  expense, 
it  will  in  a  fe,w  years,  be  a  source  of  great  revenue  to  the  corpora- 
tion, whilst  the  benefit  to  the  citizens  by  having  the  city  properly 
lighted,  will  be  beyond  estimation.     And  so  in  regard  to  water:  our 
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city  at  present,  is  but  partially  supplied  ^vith  that  most  desirable  of 
all  beverages.  The  privation  of  this  necessary  article  is  already 
seriously  felt  by  the  mechanic  and  labouring  classes  in  the  suburbs 
and  other  locations,  where  it  will  not  pay  a  stock  company  to  con- 
vey it.  Hence  the  imperious  necessity  for  the  corporation  to  come 
forward  in  this  matter,  and  either  by  a  purchase  from  the  present 
company  or  the  establishment  of  a  new  Water  Works,  prepare  to 
supply  every  house  keeper,  however  humble  or  exalted  his  position, 
with  a  bountiful  supply  of  pure  wholesome  water. 

By  resolution  No.  9,  approved  December  30th,  1850,  the  com- 
mittee on  police  and  jail  were  instructed  to  report  an  ordinance  at 
your  present  session,  for  a  complete  re-organization  of  the  police 
and  watch  of  the  city.  This  contemplated  reform,  will  doubtless 
be  presented  in  a  manner  to  meet  public  expectation,  and  add  ad- 
ditional weight  and  inliuence  to  this  important  and  useful  branch  of 
our  city  government.  I  therefore,  without  comment,  from  my  own 
experience,  leave  this  subject  in  the  able  hands  to  wdiich  it  has  been 
committed  by  your  honorable  body,  with  a  hope  that  early  legisla- 
tion may  be  had  commensurate  with  the  importance  it  demands. 

Whilst  on  this  subject  of  reform,  may  I  be  permitted  to  recom- 
mend to  your  serious  consideration  the  importance  and  necessity  of 
establishing  in  this  city  a  Mayor's  Court,  with  power  to  dispose  of 
all  petty  cases  that  may  occur  from  day  to  day,  and  if  possible, 
thereby  abolish  the  present  odious  system  of  taking  straw  bail,  and 
otherwise  winking  at  the  often  violated  laws  ?  Under  existing  cir- 
cumstances, the  police  and  city  authorities  are  to  a  great  extent 
rendered  a  perfect  nullity  in  their  efforts  to  suppress  crime  and  misde- 
meanors, and  such  will  continue  to  be  the  case  until  a  change  can 
be  effected,  and  the  above  reform  or  some  other  resorted  to,  to 
check  this  growing  evil. 

I  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  the  importance  and 
necessity  of  making  the  principal  officers  of  the  corporation  elective 
by  the  people.  Under  our  present  organization  the  office  of  Mayor 
is  greatly  embarrassed  by  the  numerous  important  appointments, 
and  the  great  difficulty  experienced  in  making  the  proper  selections. 
I  am  free  to  say,  that  I  have  a  strong  confidence  in  the  sound  dis- 
cretion of  the  people,  and  firmly  believe,  were  this  matter  referred  to 
them,  proper  men  would  be  selected  for  the  several  important  trusts, 
and  a  more  sound,  discreet  and  satisfactory  selection  be  made  than 
can  possibly  be  attained  under  the  present  obnoxious  system.  I 
therefore  hope  it  may  be  the  pleasure  of  your  honorable  body  to 
give  this  important  municipal  reform  a  speedy  and  favorable  consi- 
deration. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  is  another  of  equal  importance 
to  every  citizen  of  Baltimore,  and  1  therefore  commend  it  to  your 
most  serious  attention.  It  is  the  thoroue^h  re-organization  of  the 
discipline  and  management  of  the  jail  of  fialtimore  city,  and  I  urge 
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as  a  most  important  reform  that  the  present  jail,  or  a  new  one  when 
built,  should  be  constructed  upon  a  work-house  principle.  Indeed 
the  title  of  work-house  seems  not  to  be  inappropriate,  thereby  com- 
pelling the  inmates  to  aid  in  their  own  support  as  a  mode  of  punish- 
ment to  intemperance,  rowdyism,  and  destitution,  for  which  parties 
are  now  from  day  to  day  committed,  to  drag  out  their  days  and  nights 
of  confinement  in  the  worst  kind  of  idleness.  It  would  assuredly  be  a 
most  happy  relief.  I  am  sure  it  would  also  have  a  most  gratifying  in- 
fluence upon  the  operations  of  the  Alms  house  in  various  ways;  as  a 
matter  of  economy  to  that  institution  it  would  be  very  great.  For 
hundreds  of  adults  who  now  find  their  way  to  the  Alms  house  from 
the  effects  of  intemperance,  idleness  and  destitution,  would  be  sent 
to  the  work-house  for  a  length  of  time  sufficient  to  cure  them  of 
their  pernicious  habits,  and  by  a  strict  course  of  discipline,  by  kind 
and  humane  treatment,  they  could  not  be  otherwise  than  benefitted 
in  their  health,  improved  in  their  morals,  and  in  all  probability,  con- 
tract habits  of  industry  that  would  aid  them  much  in  becoming 
good  citizens,  and  in  many  instances  useful  members  of  society. 
Such  at  least  has  been  the  experience  of  all  our  sister  cities,  where 
this  mode  of  punishment  has  been  adopted.  Carry  out  this  system 
to  adults,  unite  with  it  the  happy  influence  that  may  be  expected 
from  the  operations  of  our  House  of  Refuge  for  juveniles,  when 
completed,  under  the  kind  and  humane  directions  of  the  philanthro- 
pic and  distinguished  gentlemen  that  govern  that  noble  charity,  and 
there  will  be  no  estimating  the  good  to  be  accomplished  to  suffering 
humanity.  May  I  here  invoke  your  most  liberal  aid  in  behalf  of  the 
House  of  Refuge  now  in  course  of  erection.  Its  early  completion 
depends  much  upon  your  liberality,  which  I  feel  confident  will  be 
most  freely  and  liberally  given.  The  special  claims  which  this  in- 
stitution has  upon  the  support  of  the  city,  will  be  more  particularly 
set  forth  in  the  annual  report  and  memorial  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, which  will  be  duly  presented  for  your  consideration,  and  to 
which  I  would  most  earnestly  ask  your  attention,  for  my  official  ex^ 
perience  of  the  necessity  of  the  success  of  the  enterprise,  assures  me 
that  to  no  expenditure  from  the  Treasury  would  the  tax  payers  more 
freely  consent,  than  to  one  so  loudly  called  for  by  public  security 
and  humanity. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  various  improvements  in  the  city, 
as  directed  by  the  last  council,  I  refer  you  to  the  able  report  of  the 
City  Commissioner,  which  is  herewith  submitted,  together  with  the 
reports  from  the  various  departments  connected  with  the  corpora- 
tion, showing  a  correct  statement  of  all  their  operations  since  their 
appointment  in  March  last.  I  commend  to  your  favorable  consi- 
deration, the  numerous  suggestions  and  requirements  asked  for, 
with  a  hope  that,  so  far  as  the  public  interest  demands,  and  your  en- 
lightened judgments  may  dictate,  they  will  be  liberally  responded  to. 
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While  alluding  to  these  reports,  I  cannot  refrain  conrrratulating 
you  on  the  promptness  with  which  the  citizens  generally  have  re- 
sponded to  the  obligations  imposed  on  them  through  the  Collector's 
department.  Although  the  levy  for  18C0,  was  eighty-two  cents, 
and  that  of  1S51  but  sixty-five  cents,  it  will  be  perceived  by  the 
Collector's  report  that  the  collections  have  proved  highly  satisfactory, 
and  bespeak  for  the  tax  payers  of  Baltimore,  an  honorable  reputa- 
tion for  punctuality  and  strict  sense  of  obligation  as  good  citizens, 
that  will  entitle  them  to  a  position  in  the  enjoyment  of  which 
they  may  justly  feel  honored. 

To  our  Public  Schools  I  invite  your  special  attention.  To  what- 
ever suggestions  or  requirements  may  be  made  by  the  distinguished 
Board  of  School  Commissioners,  I  bespeak  your  most  liberal  aid  and 
encouragement,  which  they  will  doubtless  receive. 

As  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation,  the  wants  and 
requirements  of  the  present  year,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  Register's 
report.  I  advert  with  grett  pleasure  to  the  operations  of  the  Finance 
Committee  for  the  past  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  which,  togeth- 
er with  their  report,  is  herewith  submitted  ;  a  glance  at  w^iich  will 
doubtless  be  as  agreeable  to  you  as  it  must  be  gratifying  to  our 
tax  paying  community. 

By  resolutions  No.  124  and  138,  appointing  J.  H.  B.  Latrobe, 
James  Carroll,  Fielding  Lucas,  Jr.,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  the 
Presidents  of  the  first  and  second  branches  of  the  City  Council,  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the  most 
feasible  plan  for  opening,  widening,  extending  and  improving  the 
avenues  around  the  city,  as  laid  down  by  Poppleton's  Map,  and 
providmg  a  like  avenue  on  the  western  boundary  of  the  city,  I  beg 
leave  to  state,  that  the  commissioners  have  given  the  subject  every 
attention,  and  at  an  early  day  w^ill  report  the  result  of  their  labors 
in  detail.  Connected  w^ith  this  contemplated  boundary  avenue  im- 
provement, which  if  carried  out  will  be  of  great  utility,  and  be  an 
ornament  to  our  already  beautiful  city,  is  the  purchase  of  Federal 
Hill  by  the  corporation  for  a  public  walk.  The  location  of  this 
ground,  the  beautiful  view  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country,  to- 
gether with  the  associations  connected  with  that  sacred  ?pot,  render 
it  the  more  desirable  that  it  should  be  ow^ned  by  the  city  and  pro- 
perly protected,  improved  and  embellished  with  shrubbery  and  trees, 
and  thrown  open  to  the  public  as  a  most  delightful  retreat.  The 
easy  access  to  Federal  Hill  by  ferry  boats,  and  from  all  other  points, 
makes  it  a  spot  of  increasing  interest  to  the  more  densely  populated 
portions  of  our  city.  Indeed,'  were  it  possible,  a  number  of  loca- 
tions should  be  secured  by  the  city  authorities,  not  only  to  adorn 
and  beautify  it,  but  also  to  afford  relief  and  comfort  to  the  laboring 
classes  who  are  compelled  with  their  families  to  remain  in  the  city 
during  the  excessive  hot  weather,  whilst  their  more  fortunate  neigh- 
bors may  be  rusticating  at  Capon  Springs,  Cape  May,  or  some 
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other  fashionable  watering  place.  The  utility,  and  indeed  the  ne- 
cessity of  public  parks  in  all  large  cities,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
attempt  to  discuss.  I  therefore  leave  these  suggestions  with  you, 
satisfied  they  will  meet  with  that  attention  and  interest  at  your 
hands  that  I  conceive  their  importance  demands. 

From  the  rapidly  increasing  commerce  of  Baltimore,  the  condition 
of  our  harbor  claims,  and  I  trust  wnll  receive,  your  most  earnest  and 
early  consideration.  Indeed  I  hope  the  city  authorities  will  unite 
with  our  Board  of  Trade  in  urging  upon  Congress  the  necessity  of 
making  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  deepening  of  the  ship 
channel  of  the  Palapsco  river.  The  expenditure  of  millions 
of  dollars  to  draw  the  trade  of  the  interior  to  Baltimore,  will 
be  of  little  avail  without  the  ship  channel  between  our  har- 
bor and  the  Chesapeake  is  opened  and  kept  at  a  depth 
to  allow  the  free  entrance  and  departure  of  merchant  vessels  of  the 
largest  class.  I  look  upon  this  subject  as  one  of  vital  importance 
to  the  interests  of  this  entire  community, tand  one  in  which  we  are 
all  directly  concerned.  Upon  the  success  of  our  commercial  in- 
terests depends  our  future  prosperity,  our  future  wealth  and  great- 
ness. If  nothing  can  be  accomplished  through  Congress,  then  I 
hope  the  Legislature  of  our  own  State  and  the  Corporation  of  Balti- 
more, will  promptly  and  unitedly  act  on  this  important  and  indispen- 
sible  subject.  The  condition  of  the  city  property  on  the  south 
side  of  the  basin  claims  your  early  attention  ;  with  a  very  small 
outlay,  this  desirable  wharf  property  could  be  made  to  yield  a 
handsome  revenue  to  the  city,  whilst  in  its  present  condition  it 
is  worse  than  useless.  The  condition  of  the  harbor  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  Spring  Garden  is  already  attracting  attention,  and 
from  the  rapidly  increasing  interests  in  that  section  of  the  city, 
and  the  daily  accumulating  demands  for  wharf  property  renders  it 
necessary  that  the  city  authorities  should  pay  some  attention  to 
that  hitherto  neglected  portion  of  our  harbor. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pride  and  pleasure  that  I  refer  to  the  beauti- 
ful hall  erected  by  the  Maryland  Institute,  as  authorized  by  or- 
dinance No.  43,  approved  June  6th,  1850.  Too  much  praise  cannot 
be  awarded  to  those  gentlemen  who  have  undertaken  this  noble 
enterprize,  and  who,  by  their  untiring  energies,  have  so  success- 
fully established  its  utility  and  usefulness  to  the  mechanical  and 
manufacturing  interests  of  our  city  and  State.  I  trust,  therefore, 
that  your  honorable  body  will  follow  the  example  so  nobly  set  by 
some  of  our  liberal  and  philanthropic  citizens,  by  settling  upon 
the  Institute  a  yearly  sum,  sufficient  to  insure  the  permanency 
of  their  school  of  design,  school  of  chemistry,  or  any  other  feature 
that  they  may  be  pleased  to  engraft  upon  this  meritorious  Institute. 

Our  Fire  Department  is  one  of  the  most  important  connect- 
ed with  the  corporation.       Its   present   condition    and    efficiency 


commands,  and  should  receive,  the  confidence  and  warm  regard 
of  every  one  who  estimates  the  value  of  the  voluntary  servitude 
rendered  by  the  gallant  firemen  of  Baltimore,  and  I  am  sure  their 
wants  and  requirements  will  be  most  liberally  noticed  by  your 
honorable  body.  , 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pride  that  I  refer  to  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad,  its  present  prosperous  condition  and  future  de- 
velopments. The  road  is  now  completed  as  far  as  Cheat  River, 
a  distance  of  more  than  seventy  miles  from  Cumberland,  and 
we  are  informed  by  the  distinguished  engineer  of  the  company 
that  by  the  first  of  ^lay  next  the  cars  will  be  running  to  Fairmount, 
on  the  Monongahela  River,  and  by  the  first  of  January,  1853, 
to  the  city  of  Wheeling.  The  financial  arrangements  of  the 
company,  as  appears  by  the  annual  report,  are  now  so  far  com- 
plete as  to  leave  but  a  small  amount  still  to  be  accomplished, 
which  it  may  be  presumed  its  own  unaided  credit  will  be  fully 
competent  to  secure.  In  an  undertaking  of  such  fearful  magni- 
tude, unforseen  contingencies  may  be  expected  to  arise,  and  the 
bold  and  determined  policy  heretofore  pursued  by  the  company  in 
reducing  their  money  wants,  in  view  of  the  uncertainty  of  the 
future,  and  the  fluctuations  of  a  varying  money  market,  cannot  be 
deemed  \mwise.  We  may  consider  it  certain  now  that  this  no- 
ble monument  of  the  industry  and  preseverance  of  our  citizens 
will  soon   stand   among  the  finished  works  of  our  State  and  city. 

Its  results  the  future  only  can  determine.  Its  enumerated  liabili- 
ties, when  complete  and  fully  equipped  for  the  first  year  of  its 
operations,  I  am  informed  will  be  as  follows  :

But  if,  in  addition  to  this,  we  allow  §500,000  for  contingencies, 
the  total  liabilities  for  interest  when  the  road  is  completed  and 
fully  equipped,  would  not  exceed  $420,000  per  annum.  Now,  if 
the  road  should  produce,  when  finished,  and  brought  in  contact 
with  the  Ohio  River,  a  gross  revenue  of  $2,000,000,  which  would 
be  only  $650,000  over  the  receipts  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  from 
the  road  between  Baltimore  and  Cumberland,  the  city  rnay 
calculate  on  realizing  a  handsome  return  from  the  large  investments 
which  she  now  holds,  to  say  nothing  of  the  powerful  influence 
it  will  have  upon  our  general   trade   and   future  prosperity. 
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I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the 
North-western  Railroad.  This  road,  as  you  are  aware,  was  incor- 
porated by  the  Legislature  of  Virginia,  February  14th,  1851  ;  the 
act  was  to  take  effect  when  three  thousand  shares  of  stocks,  of  fifty 
dollars  each  were  subscribed.  In  accordance  with  this  provision,, 
books  were  opened  in  Virginia  some  time  in  July  last,  when  the 
necessary  amount  of  stock  was  taken  at  Parkersburg  and  elsewhere, 
and  on  the  second  of  August  following,  the  compnny  was  duly  or- 
ganized by  the  election  of  a  president  and  directors,  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  the  laws  of  Virginia,  and  at  the  same  meet- 
ing Benjamin  H.  Latrobe,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  was  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  work.  To  the  kindness  of  that  officer,  I  am  indebted 
for  the  information  that  surveys  have  been  in  progress  since  the  first 
of  September  last,  and  by  the  last  of  this  month,  January,  1852, 
the  route  will  have  been  so  far  determined,  as  to  enable  Mr.  Latrobe 
to  speak  with  some  certainty  as  to  the  details  and  cost  of  the  North- 
western Road.  The  surveys,  as  far  as  they  have  progressed,  de- 
velope  a  line  even  more  favorable  than  the  friends  of  the  road  had 
been  induced  to  expect. 

The  ascertained  distance  of  the  route  from  Three  Forks,  the 
point  of  divergence  on  the  line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road to  Parkersburg,  by  a  route  already  surveyed,  will  not  exceed 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  miles,  but  in  the  event  of  the  adoption  of 
another  line  now  being  examined,  it  may  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  ten  miles,  and  the  maximum  grade  upon  either  of  these  lines, 
it  is  said,  will  not  exceed  fifty-three  feet  to  the  mile.  Mr.  La- 
trobe assumes  that  the  cost  of  the  whole  work  will  not  exceed 
$3,000,000,  and  that  the  time  required  to  complete  the  whole  line 
will  be  little  more  than  two  years.  With  these  facts  before  your 
honorable  body,  and  the  admitted  importance  of  this  road  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  further  the  prosperity  of  our  great  system 
of  internal  improvement,  is  now  a  matter  of  meritorious  considera- 
tion. The  question  then  very  naturally  arises,  as  to  the  mode  in 
which  this  important  measure  is  to  be  accomplished.  In  the  midst 
of  a  heavy  tax  under  which  w^e  are  now  laboring,  and  the  embar- 
rassments with  which  we  are  surrounded,  it  is  well  calculated  to 
give  rise  to  grave  reflection,  whether  the  City  of  Baltimore  in 
her  corporate  capacity  should  undertake  to  do  more  at  this  time  than 
she  is  already  pledged  to  accomplish,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  great 
works  in  which  she  is  engaged.  I  solemnly  feel  the  momentous 
importance  of  our  position,  and  as  seriously  believe,  if  ever  there 
was  a  crisis  wdiich  called  for  the  exercise  of  all  our  nerve,  and  which 
should  reconcile  our  citizens  to  the  patient  endurance  of  temporary 
sacrifices  in  anticipation  of  a  brilliant  future,  that  period  is  the 
present.  Would  it  not  then  be  unbecoming  in  us  to  shrink  at  this 
day  from  any  responsibility  which  this  crisis  presents  ?  Most  as- 
suredly it  would. 
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Then  the  question  to  be  determined  by  your  honorable  body 
is,  in  what  manner  this  Parkersburg  Road  can  be  constructed 
with  the  least  burthen  upon  the  people.  That  the  road  must 
be  made,  all  seem  to  concede,  but  the  mode  in  which  it  is  to 
be  accomplished  is  the  question  which  gives  rise  to  the  greatest 
anxiety  to  my  mind  just  at  this  time.  It  has  always  seemed 
to  me,  and  is  doubtless  apparent  to  every  one  who  has  given  the 
matter  the  least  reflection,  that  upon  the  success  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  greatly  depends  the  ability  of  the  city 
to  develope  her  further  plans   of  improvement. 

What  I  may  say  in  reference  to  the  Parkersburg  charter  looks 
to  a  union  of  the  city's  interests ;  therefore,  I  would  not  recom- 
mend a  step  which  could  in  any  manner  embarrass  or  hamper 
the  city  during  the  progress  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad. 
Now,  the  plan  which  seems  most  feasable  to  me  is  this : 

1st.  An  individual  subscription,  say,  $500,000. 

2d.  The  city  of  Baltimore  to  lend  her  bonds  to  tlie  North- 
western Company  to  the  extent  of  jj  1,500,000,  the  city  to  have 
a  preferred  lien  upon  the  entire  work. 

3d.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  lend  their 
bonds  to  an  extent  of  $1,000,000,  on  the  completion  of  their 
road  to  the  city  of  Wheeling. 

4th.  The  iron  rails  tn  be  purchased  with  the  bonds  of  the 
company. 

This  would   present  the  following  exhibit  :

Or  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  principal  and  interest  during 
the  progress  of  the  work. 

1st.  Of  the  individual  subscription,  the  Northwestern  Com- 
pany having  authorized  the  opening  of  books  in  this  city,  the 
commissioners  could  proceed  at  an  early  day  to  discharge  this 
duty.  In  case  the  city  should  lend  its  credit  to  the  amount  above 
indicated,  it  would  not  be  necessary  that  the  amount  of  individual: 
subscription   should  be   large. 

2d.  Of  the  loan  to  the  company  of  $1,500,000  of  the  bonds 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore.  It  is,  I  believe,  a  well  ascertainecl  fact, 
that  the  people  of  this  city  would  give  a  decided  prefeitnce  to 
any  plan  which  might  obviate  the   necessity  of    a  direct  tax,    to 
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provide  the  means  necessary  to  complete  this  road.  Now  there 
are  various  modes  in  which  their  wishes  could  be  answered  in 
these  particulars,  but  the  simplest,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be  the 
most  desirable.  The  city  of  Baltimore  represents  at  this  time 
forty-two  thousand  and  forty-eight  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company ;  this,  at  the  pre- 
vailing market  rates,  say  60  per  cent.,  would  be  equivalent  to  a 
capital  of  $2,522,880. 

The  original  subscription  was  thirty-five  thousand  shares ;  the 
excess,  therefore,  say  seven  thousand  forty-eight  shares,  equivalent, 
at  market  rates,  to  a  capital  of  $422,880,  is  what  has  been  suf- 
fered to  accumulate  from  dividends  which  have  been  paid  in  the 
stock  of  the  company,  the  earnings  of  the  road  having  gone  to 
capital.  The  dividend  stock  of  the  company  I  have  always 
viewed  as  a  fund  belonging  to  the  tax  payer,  and  applicable  to 
the  reduction  of  the  taxes  of  the  city,  whenever  it  could  be  ad- 
vantageously disposed  of.  The  low  rate  at  which  the  stock  has 
stood  in  the  market  heretofore  made  it  impolitic  to  force  a  sale ; 
and  until  last  year  no  material  aid  toward  the  reduction  of  the 
internal  improvement  tax  has  been  derived  from  the  city's  interest 
in  this  road,  the  stock  having  been  held  with  a  view  to  a  better 
price  in  the  future.  The  dividend  stock,  then,  in  the  view  which 
I  take  of  it,  is  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  internal 
improvement  tax  incurred  by  the  city's  subscriptions  to  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  stock,  and  should  be  disposed  of,  as 
it  doubtless  will,  whenever  opportunities  occur,  or  hypothecated, 
as  in  the  judgement  of  your  honorable  body  may  seem  most 
advisable.  In  order  to  realize  from  year  to  year,  with  a  view  to 
lighten  the  taxes  to  the  fullest  extent  during  the  progress  of 
our  great  works  of  internal  improvement,  I  would  separate  it  from 
the  Parkersburg  loan  if  made,  and  would  hold  it  as  a  fund,  ap- 
plicable to  this  purpose  alone  ;  the  amount  being  at  this  time 
about  seven  thousand  and  forty-eight  shares,  the  city  might  safely 
calculate  on  realizing  for  the  same,  in  the  next  three  years,  an 
aiDount  more  than  equivalent  to  the  whole  tax  imposed  upon  her 
by  her  interest  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Ilailroad.  The  advan- 
tage, it  will  be  perceived,  by  this  arrrangement,  would  be  to  re- 
duce rather  than  increase  taxation  during  the  progress  of  the 
Northwestern  Railroad,  and  while  her  great  system  of  improve- 
ment is  being  developed.  This  fund  disposed  of,  the  city  would 
then  represent  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  her 
original   capital   of  $3,500,000. 

In  the  next  place,  I  would  transfer  this  interest,  or  such  pro- 
portion of  it  as  might  be  required,  to  the  Northwestern  Com- 
pany, with  a  view  to  the  prompt  construction  of  that  work,  and 
to    prevent  the   liability   of  increased   taxation,   by   the    necessity 
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for  a  levy  to  meet  the  principal  or  interest  upon  the  loan  to  the 
Northwestern  Company.  The  interest  upon  her  $1,G00,000  of 
bond  would  be  $90,000  per  annum.  This  would  be  met  by  the 
Northwestern  Company;  but  in  case  of  a  failure  from  any  un- 
forseen  cause,  I  would  set  apart  as  much  of  the  accruing  divi- 
dends upon  said  stock,  or  of  the  principal,  in  case  of  a  failure  in 
dividends,  as  would  effectually  protect  the  tax  payer  against  the 
liabilities  of  a  levy  for  this  purpose. 

In  this  arrangement,  and  with  a  view  to  reduce  the  indebtedness 
of  the  city  to  the  full  extent  of  her  aid  to  the  Northwestern  Com- 
pany, I  would  recommend  a  sale  from  time  to  time  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  road  to  the  Ohio  River,  of  so  much  of  the  stock  held  by 
the  city  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  as  would 
absorb  an  equal  amount  of  indebtedness,  the  object  being  to  simply 
transfer  the  city  interest  from  one  road  to  the  other,  and  with  as 
little  sacrifice  as  possible.  You  will  perceive  that  by  connecting  the 
city's  interest  in  the  two  roads  in  the  manner  proposed,  there 
could  be  no  dithculty  in  working  these  arrangements  together  in 
such  manner  as  to  give  the  city  the  benefit  which  this  plan  propo- 
ses, and  that  too  without  serious  tax  upon  our  citizens.  It  will  be 
no  more,  in  fact,  than  a  transfer  of  a  portion  of  her  interest,  when 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  reaches  the  Ohio  River  in  a  fin- 
ished condition  ;  when  her  aid  is  no  longer  needed,  and  which  must 
soon  begin  to  show  its  results  to  another  about  which  I  am  sure 
there  can  be  no  difference  of  opinion  among  business  men,  and 
which  our  whole  community  believes  to  be  important  to  the  future 
prosperity  of  Baltimore.  I  am  fully  aware  that  to  carry  out  this 
plan  so  as  to  meet  the  object  contemplated,  and  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prevent  embarrassment,  every  step  must  be  taken  with  caution, 
and  with  a  view  to  the  harmony  of  the  interests  connected  with 
the  two  works  and  the  city  of  Baltimore.  Whether  to  move  delibe- 
rately or  with  rapidity,  must  depend  on  circumstances.  The  financial 
convenience  of  the  city  is  not  to  be  lost  sight  of,  and  the  future  devel- 
opments of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  should  be  kept  steadily 
in  view.  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion,  that  the  Northwestern  Road 
should  be  prompdy  placed  in  the  hands  of  contractors.  Indeed,  the 
law  requires  that  this  should  be  done  in  two  years  from  the  date  of 
the  charter.  It  may  be  policy  to  press  it  to  completion  within  a  few 
months  after  the  time  limited  by  law,  and  a  prudent  foresight,  on 
the  other  hand,  might  suggest  an  extension  of  the  time  for  a 
longer  period.  The  interest  of  the  city  and  of  the  tax  payer  can 
be  the  only  guide,  and  no  plan  should  be  entered  upon  in  which 
this  was  not  the  paramount  consideration.  If  the  results  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  be  such  as  we  have  reason  to  antici- 
pate, the  Northwestern  road  should  be  finished  within  two  years 
from   the   time  of  its  commencement.     From   the  period  when  the 
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road  could  be  ready  for  contract  until  the  opening  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  in  January,  1853,  it  is  believed  by  the  friends  of 
this  measure  that  less  than  $500,000  would  be  expended.  After 
that  period  the  labor  now  employed  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  could  be  transferred  to  the  Northwestern  Road,  and  the 
work  prosecuted  with  the  utmost  vigor. 

If  your  honorable  body  can  suggest  or  devise  any  other  more 
feasible  plan  by  which  this  great  charter  can  be  made  available  to 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  I  am  sure  it  will  be  most  gratifying  to  the 
friends  of  this  important  measure.  But  I  am  free  to  say,  after  much 
reflection,  I  can  see  no  other  mode  by  which  this  road  can  be  se- 
cured to  the  city  of  Baltimore  without  such  a  derangement  of  her 
financial  plans  as  I  should  not  be  w^illing  to  encounter.  It  seems 
to  me,  therefore,  that  by  a  united  effort  to  render  the  city's  interest 
in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  productive  to  her  by  the  prompt 
completion  of  that  great  work,  there  would  not  be  the  slightest  diffi- 
culty, on  its  reaching  the  Ohio  River,  to  make  available  the  credit 
of  the  city  and  company  to  any  extent  that  might  be  required,  and 
w^ithout  serious  tax  or  burthen  upon  our  citizens. 

I  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  statement 
of  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Railroad.  The  business  of  this  road  for  the  past  fiscal  year, 
shows  a  most  gratifying  result,  the  gross  revenue  amounting  to 
$349,874  78,  having  exceeded  that  of  last  year  $68,278  86  ;  being 
an  increase  on  passengers  of  fourteen  per  cent.,  and  on  tonnage  of 
tw^enty-seven  percent.,  and  an  average  increase  of  twenty-two  and  a 
half  per  cent.

On  the  14th  of  April  1851,  through  the  unremitting  exertions  of 
the  friends  of  the  measure,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
Pennsylvania,  incorporating  the  Susquehanna  Railroad  Company 
with  authority  to  construct  a  Railroad  leading  from  the  terminus  of 
the  York  and  Cumberland  Railroad  at  Bridgeport,  opposite  Harris- 
burg,  to  Williamsport,  Lycoming  county,  Pennsylvania. 

The  importance  of  this  work  to  our  city,  will  in  my  humble 
judgment  justify  me  in  alluding  to  some  of  the  many  inducements 
for  its  prompt  and  early  construction.  The  route  of  this  proposed 
railway  connection  is  highly  favorable,  and  opens  to  the  enterprize 
of  Baltimore  a  rich  and  fertile  prospect  in  the  future,  following  as  it 
does,  the  Valley  of  the  Susquehanna  River  the  entire  distance,  say 
ninety  miles,  with  an  average  grade  of  two  feet  and  a  half  to  the 
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mile.  Within  the  first  six  miles  of  its  line,  it  consummates  a  direct 
and  perfect  connection  between  the  York  and  Cumberland,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroads,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Susquehanna 
River.  This  division,  when  completed,  will,  besides  saving  the  ex- 
pense and  avoiding  the  risk  of  crossing  that  river  twice,  give  to 
Baltimore  over  Philadelphia  an  advantage  of  thirty  miles  in  the  dis- 
tance to  and  from  Pittsburg,  the  great  emporium  of  western  trade. 

The  next  important  feature  is  of  a  local  character,  being  connec- 
tions with  four  distinct  railroads  leading  to  as  many  coal  districts, 
namely  :  the  Dauphin  and  Susquehanna,  Lykens  Valley,  Mahoney 
and  the  Shamokin.  These  roads  penetrate  the  heart  of  the  great 
Southern  Anthracite  Coal  field,  and  are  all  completed  and  only 
await  the  construction  of  the  main  line,  to  pour  the  rich  treasures 
of  that  region  into  the  lap  of  our  city. 

The  next  division  of  this  proposed  work  is  through  a  highly  cul- 
tivated agricultural  portion  of  the  State,  densely  populated,  and  all' 
along  its  line  are  several  large  and  important  towns,  which  alone,  it 
is  believed,  would  afford  trade  and  travel  sufficient  for  its  support. 
At  Northumberland  the  road  connects  with  the  North  Branch  Canal, 
and  at  Williamsport,  its  northern  terminus,  with  the  West  Branch 
Canal,  the  Williamsport  and  Elmira  Railroad,  and  also  with  the 
projected  line  of  railroad  to  the  city  of  Erie. 

Its  direct  railway  connections  al  Elmira  in  New  York  State, 
with  all  the  great  commercial  thoroughfares  leading  from  the  city  of 
New  York  to  the  Lakes,  must  be  regarded  as  the  great  feature  in 
this  enterprise,  one  that  opens  up  to  us  the  rich  harvest  of  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  the  Lakes,  the  extent  of  which  is  to  be  limited 
only  by  the  enterprise  and  energy  of  our  own  citizens. 

The  connections  at  this  point  may  be  enumerated  as  follows, 
namely :  the  great  New  York  and  Erie  Railroad,  terminating  at 
Dunkirk,  the  Hornellsville  Railroad,  with  its  terminus  at  Buffido, 
and  with  the  New  York  and  Erie  Canal  through  the  Chemung  Ca- 
nal and  Seneca  Lake.  By  this  route  Baltimore  possesses  an  ad- 
vantage over  the  city  of  New  York  in  the  contest  for  the  trade  of 
the  Lakes  of  forty  miles  in  her  favor;  Elmira  being  that  much 
nearer  to  Baltimore  by  the  proposed  route  than  it  is  to  the  city  of 
New  York  by  any  of  her  lines  of  communication.  Besides  this,  it 
J)resents  a  line  more  favorable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  a  railway,  and  with  a  local  trade  for  its  support  unsurpassed  in 
extent  and  value  by  that  of  any  line  of  intercommunication  in  this 
country. 

I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  I  shall  have  the  honor  to  present 
to  your  honorable  body  a  map  now  in  course  of  preparation,  ex- 
hibiting the  connections  and  relative  position  of  all  the  })oints  of 
this  work,  by  a  glance  at  which,  you  will  be  able  to  realize  the 
true  position  of  our  city   towards  it.      As  a  line  for  travel  between 
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the  north  and  south,  and  to  and  from  the  seat  of  our  national 
government,  its  importance  cannot  be  over-estimated,  while  the 
vast  coal  trade  which  must,  as  a  matter  of  necessity,  seek  this 
work  as  its  most  profitable  outlet,  will  place  our  city  far  ahead 
of  Philadelphia  as  a  market  for  that  article,  and  make  it  in  fact 
the  great  coal  depot  of  the  country.  This  alone,  I  conceive,  should 
be  a  sufficient  incentive  to  induce  the  building  of  the  road.  It 
would  be  deemed  superfluous,  perhaps,  for  me  to  add  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  Baltimore,  in  justice  to  herself,  must  make 
extraordinary  efforts  to  secure  the  great  advantages  of  her  geograph- 
ical position,  and  contest  with  her  eastern  rivals  her  claims  to  the 
trade  of  the  west  and  of  the  great  lakes. 

In  this  work  above  referred  to,  she  possesses  a  powerful  lever  to 
liie  accomplishment  of  that  great  object.  I  have  been  waited  upon 
by  some  of  our  most  active,  enterprizing  and  influential  citizens, 
w^ho  give  every  assurance  that  steps  will  be  taken  to  immediately 
organize  a  company  under  the  act  referred  to,  to  secure  the  early 
completion  of  this  most  important  line  of  communication. 

These  gentlemen  further  assure  me,  and  I  cheerfully  commend  it 
to  your  honorable  body,  that  a  subscription  to  the  work  on  the  part 
of  the  city  of  $500,000,  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the  work,  after  an 
expenditure  of  the  same  amount  by  individual  enterprize,  would 
insure  the  speedy  completion  of  the  work,  and  thereby  place  Bal- 
timore in  a  most  happy  position,  with  her  great  works  of  internal 
improvement.  The  plan  suggested  in  regard  to  the  Northwestern 
Road  will  apply  with  equal  force  to  this,  and  thereby  relieve  our 
tax  paying  community  from  any  further  burthen  in  forming  and 
completing  this  important  connexion. 

There  has  been  nothing  officially  received  at  this  office,  since 
the  last  session  of  the  council,  in  regard  to  the  munificent  bequest 
of  the  late  John  McDonogh  of  New  Orleans.  Should  any  infor- 
mation be  transmitted  to  me  it  will  be  promptly  submitted  to  your 
honorable  body. 

I  herewith  submit  "A  history  of  Epidemic  Cholera  as  it  appear- 
ed at  the  Baltimore  City  and  County  Alms  House  in  the  summer 
of  1849,  with  some  remarks  on  the  Medical  Topography,  and 
diseases  of  this  region,  by  our  eminent  fellow  citizen,  T.  H.  Buckler, 
M.  D."  The  work  is  certainly  one  of  great  interest  and  useful- 
ness ;  I  therefore  commend  it  to  your  special  notice,  particularly 
that  portion  in  relation  to  water,  found  on  pages  41,  42,  43,  44,  and 
45.  This  subject  merits,  and  will  doubtless  receive,  your  early, 
earnest,  and,  I  trust,  successful  consideration. 

Much  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  from  the  severity  of 
the  winter,  and  the  accumulation  of  the  ice  and  snow  in  the 
streets.  I  am  constantly  called  upon  by  the  people  to  remove  these 
obstructions,  but  cannot',  from  the  fact  that  there  is  no  appropria- 
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tion  for  this  purpose.  I,  therefore,  hope  it  may  please  your  hon- 
orable body  to  make  a  small  appropriation  for  such  contingencies 
during  the  coming  season  and  for  next  winter,  and  tliereby 
relieve  my  successor  from  the  numerous  unpleasant  difHculties  to 
which  1  have  been  subjected. 

\Vm.  P.  Pouder,  Esq.,  having  handed  me  his  resignation  as  Di- 
rector in  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Railroad,  in  September 
last,  Adam  Denmead,  Esq.,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term    of  that  gentleman. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  further  stating,  in  regard  to  the  Boundary- 
Commissioners,  that  the  maps  have  been  completed,  and  with  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  accompanying  them,  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

I  take  occasion,  in  addition  to  the  sanction  which,  as  a  member 
of  the  commission,  I  have  already  given,  most  cordially  to  endorse 
its  recommendations,  and  to  express  officially  my  fullest  approba- 
tion of  the  suggestions,  that  the  work  should  be  undertaken  at 
once  by  the  city,  and  prosecuted  to  an  early  completion.  When 
finished  it  will  not  only  afford  to  the  public  a  convenient  and  useful 
highway,  and  many  pleasant  places  of  resort,  away  from  the  heat 
and  crowd  of  the  city,  but  it  will  enhance  the  value  of  ils  assessa- 
ble property  to  an  amount  more  than  sufficient  to  compensate  its 
cost,  and  it  wuU  be  a  lasting  monument,  more  honorable  by  far 
than  any  marble  that  could  be  raised,  of  the  city's  interest  in  the 
health,  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  poorest  and  humblest  of  its 
inhabitants.  . 

The  suggestions  made  by  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  in  their  report, 
which  is  herewith  transmitted,  claims,  and  J  trust  will  receive,  your 
early  consideration.  That  a  new  assessment  should  he  made,  I  am 
sure  will  not  be  questioned,  and  that  Legislation  should  be  had  to 
reach  the  property  of  many  of  our  most  wealthy  citizens  who  claim 
to  be  residents  of  the  county,  thereby  saving  from  taxation  mil- 
lions oi property,  that  legitimately  belongs  to  the  city^s  assessment,  is 
too  glaring  to  be  passed  by  unnoticed.  The  effect  of  this  evasion 
of  law  operates  seriously  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  small  pro- 
perty holders,  whilst  the  more  wealthy,  under  this  obnoxious  system, 
escape  taxation  with  their  millions,  either  in  the  city  or  county. 

It  will  only  be  necessary  for  your  committee  to  refer  to  the  As- 
sessor's books  for  full  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  this  grievous 
state  of  things.  I  therefore  hope  this  matter  will  meet  with  that 
attention  at  your  hands  that  I  conceive  its  importance  demands. 

By  resolution  No.  135,  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  present  to  the 
city  of  Paris,  through  Monsieur  Vattemarc,  some  suitable  token  of 
our  regard  for  that  city,  and  our  appreciation  of  their  gift  and  the 
spirit  that  prompted  it,  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  at  an  early

day  I  will  furnish  you  with  a  list  of  the  works  purchased,  together 
with  the  cost,  &c. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  HoUins 
Street  Market-house,  and  urge  as  a  matter  of  great  importance  to 
that  rapidly  increasing  section  of  the  city,  the  necessity  of  re-build- 
ing the  present  market  house,  and  the  extension  of  the  same.  A 
very  small  outlay  for  this  desirable  improvement  will  be  more  than 
doubly  paid  by  the  increased  revenue  from  rents  per  diem,  &c.,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  benefit  to  the  citizens,  who  suffer  much  priva- 
tion for  the  want  of  a  market  in  that  thickly  populated  portion  of 
the  city.  The  completion  of  the  tunneling  of  Harford  Run  claims, 
and  I  trust  will  receive,  your  early  consideration  ;  its  importance 
and  indispensible  necessity,  under  existing  circumstances,  is  too 
apparent  to  be  overlooked. 

The  developments  in  the  former  Collector's  office,  which  led  to 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  investigation,  and  the  selection 
of  two  competent  accountants  to  audit  said  accounts,  after  a  close, 
careful  and  impartial  examination  on  their  part,  which  has  occu- 
pied six  months  of  unremitted  labor,  has  resulted  in  the  evidence 
of  a  clear  deficiency  of  $13,106  05,  the  detailed  statement  of  which 
is  herewith  submitted. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  condition  of  the  fencing  around 
the  Eastern  City  Spring.  The  material  of  which  it  is  constructed 
being  constantly  subject  to  decay,  it  frequently  requires  repairing, 
and  at  the  present  time  many  portions  of  it  are  in  a  dilapidated 
condition  ;  and  in  order  I^d  guard  against  such  imperfection,  I  would 
recommend,  that  this  beautiful  Park  be  enclosed  with  a  handsome 
and  substantial  Iron  Railing ;  so  that  it  may  not  only  be  an  orna- 
ment, but  a  permanant  security  against  the  common  imperfections 
and  abuses  to  which  a  wooden  fence  is  constantly  subjected. 

I  have  thus  endeavored,  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  the  various 
matters  to  which  I  have  called  your  attention  would  admit,  pre- 
sented for  your  consideration  their  several  demands ;  many  of 
them  require  immediate  action,  and  indulging  the  hope  that  they 
will  receive  every  attention  at  your  hands,  I  feel  assured  that  the 
necessary  legislation  cannot  fail  conducing  to  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  our  citizens,  as  well  as  to  the  general  prosperity  and 
advancement  of  the  city's  interest.

To  the  Members  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 
of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  his  duty,  as  prescribed  by  ordinance  No.  8  of 
1850,  the  Register  herewith  respectfully  presents  his  annual  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  city  treasusy,  and  also  an  estimate  or 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  current  year. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  1851,  were  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  sixty-three 
cents,  ($767,331  63,) — including  in  this  amount  a  balance  of  four 
thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents,

,273  61,)   standing   to  the  credit  of  the  city  on  the  31st  day  of 
December  1850. 

The  disbursements  for  the  year,  were  eight  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  forty-three 
cents,  ($840,722  43,) — thus  showing  a  balance  against  the  treasury 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  1851,  of  seventy-three  thousand  three 
hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  ($73,390  80.)  Under 
resolution  No.  91  of  1851,  however,  the  balance  of  the  loan  thereby 
authorized,  was  secured  to  be  paid  on  the  5th  instant,  and  this  sum 
amounting  to  forty-two  thousand  and  thirty-five  dollars,  ($42,035,) 
deducted  from  the  above  debit,  leaves  in  fact,  a  real  balance  of  only 
thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  eighty 
cents,  ($31,355  80,)  to  be  provided  for  in  the  levy  of  1852. 

The  foregoing  deficit  is  attributable  to  the  sum  of  arrears  of  taxes 
over-estimated  as'  collectable  during  the  past  year.  By  an  analysis 
of  the  accompanying  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual  re- 
ceipts of  the^e  arrears  was  one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  three 
hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  ($190,390  75,) 
while,  by  the  estimate  of  the  collector,  it  was  anticipated  that  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  and  one  dollars  and  eigh- 
ty-four cents,  ($255,001  84,)  would  have  been  collected  ;  thus,  on 
this  account  alone,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  estimated  income  to  the 
amount  of  sixty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and 
nine  cents,  ($64,611  09,)  a  sum  sufl[icient  to  throw  a  balance  of 
about  the  same  amount  as  the  existing  deficit,  on  the  other  side  of 
the  ledger. 

To  meet  the  payment  of  the  sum  required  as  above  the  rate  of 
levy  as  shown  by  the  accompanying  table  will  be  necessary,  calcu- 
lated upon  a  collection  of  seven-tenths  of  the  taxes  for  1852.  In 
varying  the  rate  of  collection  as  used  in  former  years,  the  Register 
has  been  governed  by  the  estimate  of  the  collector,  (see  D.)  If 
this,  and  the  estimate  of  the  collectable  arrearages  shall  prove  more 
correct  in  their  results  than  those  of  former  years,  and  no  extraordi- 
nary appropriations  be  made,  it  is  believed  that  a  sufiftcient  sum  will 
be  made  available  for  the  wants  of  the  treasury. 
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By  resolution  No.  91  of  1851,  the  Register  was  directed  to  sell 
fourteen  hundred  shares  of  the  dividend  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Raiiroad  company,  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  seventy-eight 
dollars  per  share.  Bids  to  the  amount  required  were  received,  and 
the  proceeds,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  ninety  cents,  were  passed  to  the 
credit  of  interest  on  the  stock  debt  for  account  of  internal  improve- 
ments. 

There  are  now  standing  in  the  name  of  the  city,  seven  thousand 
and  forty  eight  shares,  and  scrip  certificates  for  one  hundred  and 
sixty-three  dollars  for  fractions  of  shares,  of  said  dividend  stock,  say 
at  their  par,  seven  hundred  and  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
sixty-three  dollars.

Should  the  same  stringency  exist  in  the  money  market  as 
at  the  present  time,  the  discount  will  not,  I  believe,  exceed  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  ($12,000)  and  from  the  levy  of  1852,  there  may  be 
collected  about  6-10  per  cent.,  should  the  money  market  get  easy 
2-10  per  cent,  more,  I  think,  may  be  safely  depended  on  for  1852, 
and  on  account  of  interest  about  seven  thousand  dollars,  ($7,000.)

from  commissions  on  paving  tax  three  thousand  dollars,  ($3,000) , 
but  should  I  succeed  in  arranging  the  amount  of  old  commissions, 
amounting  to  six  thousand  forty-two  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents, 
(6,042.61),  for  which  I  have  no  due  bills,  there  will  be  about  seven 
thousand  dollars  from  this  source.

Before  closing  this  statement  I  would  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  late  Collector's  report,  dated  January  14th,  1851.  You 
will  find  the  amount  therein  stated  for  the  year  1848  to  be  fourteen 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents  ($14,587.75)  due  for  that  year.  There  has  been  collected 
during  the  year  1851,  for  taxes  of  1848,  ten  thousand  five  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents,  ($10,559,63),  neet 
amount,  leaving  a  balance  due  on  the  taxes  of  1848,  as  per  his  state- 
ment, of  three  thousand  nine  hundred  ninety-eight  dollars  and  twelve 
cents,  (3,998.12),  showing  a  large  error  in  the  tax  of  that  year,  as 
you  will  perceive  by  the  statement  above  ;  there  being  still  due  for 
taxes  of  1848,  sixteen  thousand  three  hundred  fifty-six  dollars  and 
seventy-five  cents,  ($16,356.75),  which  shows  a  large  discrepancy 
in  the  taxes  of  1848,  of  twelve  thousand  three  hundred  rwenty-eight 
dollars  and  sixty-three  cents,  ($12,328.63.)  I  would  also  state,  as 
far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  there  appears  to  be  a  considera- 
ble difference  in  the  amount  of  taxes  of  1849  and  1850,  which  will 
be  the  subject  of  a  future  report.

To  tht  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : 

We  take  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  following  report 
of  our  labors  during  the  present  year,  and  to  your  serious  consid- 
eration the  suggestions  herein  offered,  the  result  of  our  experience 
and  investigations  during  the  same  period. 

It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  and  a  feeling  of  gratitude  to  the  great 
Disposer  of  all  things  that  we  announce  to  you  that  our  community- 
has  been  signally  protected  from  disease  of  a  pestilential  character, 
and  that  the  entire  number  of  deaths,  as  exhibited  in  our  table  of 
mortality,  designated  as  Table  A,  amounts  to  but  4,539,  which  is 
less  by  86  than  the  number  reported  last  year,  a  circumstance 
which  we  believe  has  never  before  been  recorded  in  the  annals  of 
our  city,  where  the  preceding  year  was  not  one  of  pestilential 
disease. 

Among  the  deaths  we  find  100  reported  from  small  pox,  being 
45  less  than  last  year,  exhibiting  the  gratifying  fact  that  this  loath- 
some disease,  while  still  continuing  in  our  midst,  has  been  kept 
under  an  astonishing  degree  of  control.  And  here  w^e  may  take 
occasion  to  say  that  in  most,  if  not  all,  of  those  cases  in  whom  the 
disease  has  occurred,  it  has  been  traceable  to  a  neglect  to  be  vac- 
cinated. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject,  we  would  again  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  your  honorable  body  to  propriety  of  making  a  change  in  the 
ordinance  relating  to  the  Vaccine  Physicians,  prescribing  for  them 
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more  definitely  their  duties  as  Health  Wardens.  Under  the  present 
ordinance  they  are  utterly  inefficient  in  the  latter  capacity,  whereas 
they  might  be  made  an  exceedingly  useful  adjunct  to  the  Health 
Department. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  the  appointment  of  but  ten  in- 
stead of  twenty  Vaccine  Physicians,  at  salaries  commensurate 
with  the  duties  which  they  are  called  upon  to  perform ;  and  in 
addition  to  what  they  are  now  required  to  do,  let  it  be  their  duty 
to  visit,  in  the  capacity  of  Health  Wardens,  every  house  within 
their  several  districts,  each  to  be  furnished  with  a  book  in  which 
he  will  record  the  date  of  his  visit,  the  street  and  number  of  the 
house,  the  owner's  name  and  address,  the  number  of  stories,  rooms, 
families,  and  persons  ;  also  the  ventilation,  condition  of  yards, 
stables,  and  any  other  matter  which  he  may  be  pleased  to  note. 
Let  him  be  required  to  complete  these  labors  and  deposite  his 
book  at  the  Health  Office  by  a  certain  period,  say  the  first  of  June. 
Thus,  independent  of  the  valuable  statistics  which  would  be  ob- 
tained, the  Board  of  Health  would  be  much  facilitated  in  their 
efforts  to  suppress  nuisance  and  disease.  Many  arguments  might 
be  used  in  favor  of  this  suggestion  were  it  required,  but  it  has  been 
fully  tested  in  the  other  large  cities  of  our  Union,  and  the  good 
results  been  conclusive  of  its  efficacy. 

In  making  these  suggestions,  we  woulil  not  be  understood  as 
intending  to  cast  any  reflections  upon  our  present  superior  corps  of 
Vaccine  Physicians.  On  the  contrary,  we  cannot  too  highly  com- 
mend them  for  their  diligence  in  the  performance  of  those  duties 
which  are  required  of  them. 

The  accompanying  table,  designated  as  Table  B,  exhibits  the 
amount  of  labor  performed  in  the  Vaccine  Department  since  the  first 
day  of  March  to  the  present  time.  It  will  be  seen  that  they  have, 
during  that  period,  called  at  20,140  houses  and  performed  3,738 
vaccinations.  When  it  is  considered  that,  in  the  performance  of 
this  work,  it  becomes  necessary  to  repeat  the  visits  two,  and 
sometimes  three  times,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  labor  performed  is 
of  no  inconsiderable  amount ;  and  the  question  very  naturally  arises, 
should  the  city  of  Baltimore  take  advantage  of  the  necessities  of 
young  men  struggling  for  a  livelihood  to  obtain  for  its  inhabitants 
immunity  from  the  horrible  contagion  of  small  pox  ?  We  therefore 
respectfully  urge,,  in  case  no  other  change  be  made,  that  the  sal- 
aries of  our  Vaccine  Physicians  be  changed  from  fifty  dollars  a  year 
each  to  an  amount  commensurate  with  the  services  which  they  are 
called  upon  to  perform. 

The  expenses  of  the  Health  Department  proper,  as  exhibited  in 
Table  C,  have  necessarily  not  exceeded  the  amount  of  appropria- 
tion, $2,000.  Out  of  that  fund  was  paid  by  and  for  the  old  Board 
$624  31.     We  have  also  paid  out  of  the  same  fund  the   cost  of  an 
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entire  new  fence  around  the  Western  Potter's  Field,  and  a  partial 
new  fence  around  the  Eastern  Potter's  Field.  It  also  became  ne- 
cessary for  us  to  pay  the  incidental  expenses  of  our  olHce  out  of 
the  same  fund,  from  the  fact  that  no  appropriation  was  made  for 
such  expenses.  These  circumstances  lett  us  but  a  very  limited 
amount  with  which  to  defray  tlie  expenses  naturally  accruing  under 
the  head  of  Health  Department. 

In  connexion  with  this  Department,  we  respectfully  call  your 
attention  to  the  miserable  mode  of  constructing  the  sewers  of  our 
city.  Under  the  present  arrangement  it  is  necessary  to  clean  many 
of  them  after  each  rain,  at  a  heavy  cost  to  the  city.  Some  of  them 
would  be  rendered  less  objectionable  if  they  were  secured  at  their 
openings  by  proper  grating,  but  in  the  case  of  others,  we  can 
without  difficulty  locate  a  fruitful  cause  of  disease  to  the  miasm 
arising  therefrom,  the  result  of  defects  in  their  original  construction. 
We  would  refer  you,  particularly,  to  the  Centre  street  tunnel, 
the  floor  of  which,  being  made  of  plank,  absorbs  the  fluids  enter- 
ing into  it  to  an  extent  which  renders  it  a  nuisance  to  the  entire 
neighborhood. 

We  would  also  suggest  an  amendment  to  the  ordinance  which 
imposes  a  fine  for  permitting  offensive  liquors  to  flow  into  the 
streets,  so  that  it  will  inchide  all  liquors  and  matter  which,  although 
not  offensive  when  permitted  to  escape,  w^U  become  so  by  expo- 
sure. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  your  honorable  bodies  will  take  some 
action,  also,  in  relation  to  hog-pens,  the  existence  of  which  in  our 
city  have  become  a  fruitful  source  of  nuisance  and  reproach. 

The  running  at  large  of  hogs  renders  entirely  inefficient  the 
ordinance  in  relation  to  garbage  carts. 

In  the  Department  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  exhibited  in 
Table  D,  tl^re  was  expended  by  and  for  the  old  Board  $235  43, 
and  by  the  new  $564  57,  being  the  full  amount  of  appropriation, 
$800.  The  Board  have  done  every  thing  in  their  power  for  the 
removal  of  whatever  might  be  likely  to  engender  disease,  although 
much  more  might  have  been  done  with  a  more  liberal  supply  of 
means  at  their  disposal. 

In  the  Street  Department,  the  expenses  exhibited  in  Table  E 
have  been  as  follows  :  Amount  paid  to  old  contractors  up  to  the 
first  of  April,  $3,557  09 ;  to  the  new  contractors,  $4,082  25, 
leaving  us  indebted  to  them  in  the  sum  of  $470  for  cleaning 
streets. 

The  amount  received  this  year  from  the  Marine  Hospital,  as 
shown  in  Table  F,  amounts  to  $3,324  12,  out  of  which  was  paid 
by  and  for  the  old  Board  $858  89.  The  amount  of  receipts  would 
have  been  sufficient  for  all  the  expenses  of  the  Institution,  with  the 
numerous  improvements  which  have  been  made,  had  it  not  been 
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for  the  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  previous  year.  In  reference 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Institution,  we  would  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Marine  Hospital  physician. 

In  connexion  with  the  City  Commissioner  and  Dr.  Houck,  we 
entered  into  a  contract  for  building  an  addition  to  the  old  Hospital. 
This  was  done  in  compliance  with  resolution  No.  116,  passed  at 
the  last  regular  session  of  the  Council.  We  are  happy  to  state 
that  the  building  is  now  completed,  requiring  only  to  be  fur- 
nished to  render  it  a  valuable  addition  to  the  advantages  of  that 
Institution.

Of  deaths,  one  patient  was  received  dead,  four  died  a  few  hours 
after  their  admission,  and  six  on  the  day  following,  having  under- 
gone no  treatment  whatever.  It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the 
mortality  is  not  still  greater,  owing  to  the  difficulties  attending 
the  transmission  of  patients  from  the  city ;  the  distance  varying 
from  six  to  ten  miles,  over  an  exceedingly  rough  and  hilly  road, 
and  patients  frequently  reaching  the  Hospital  in  such  an  exhaust- 
ed condition  as  to  preclude  all  hopes  of  saving  them.  Could  not 
11 
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some  easier  and  more  expeditious  mode  of  conveyance  be  adopt- 
ed across  the  river?  If  so,  it  would  save  a  vast  deal  of  suffer- 
ing to  the  patients,  and  I  am  satisfied  greatly  reduce  the  bill  of 
mortality. 

I  have  been  compelled  to  detain  but  three  vessels  at  Quaran- 
tine. One  Boston  packet  from  which  I  removed  a  case  of  Small 
Pox.  One  brig  from  Buenos  Ayres,  and  one  schooner  from 
Charleston,  from  which  I  removed  several  cases  of  fever,  which 
presented  many  of  the  appearances  of  Typhus  on  my  first  in- 
spection, but  which  turned  out  nothing  more  than  an  aggravated 
form  of  Remittent  Fever.  It  must  be  a  source  of  much  congra- 
tulation to  our  citizens  to  find,  that  although  the  emigration  this 
year  has  been  pretty  large,  not  a  single  vessel  containing  emi- 
grants has  been  detained  at  Quarantine,  they  being  in  a  most 
healthy  and  cleanly  condition,  and  I  must  take  this  opportunity 
of  highly  praising  the  manner  in  which  the  Captains  of  all  the 
emigrant  vessels,  that  I  have  inspected,  conduct  them,  and  it  is 
solely  to  this  attention  upon  theii;  part  to  cleanliness,  ventilation, 
and  the  free  use  of  disinfecting  agents,  that  we  are  indebted  for 
the  past  year  to  our  escape  from  that  horrible  scourge.  Ship  Fever, 
which  caused  such  fearful  ravages  among  the  emigrants  a  few  years 
since,  and  which  swept  from  amongst  us  some  of  our  most  gifted 
and  highly  valued  citizens. 

During  the  y^ar  I  have  inspected  69  Ships,  132  Barks,  191 
Brigs,  and  443  Schooners,  and  collected  from  them  $2,856. 

The  receipts  from  Hospital,  for  private  patients,  amount  to 
$274.25,  making  the  revenue  from  the  Hospital  and  Quarantine 
department  $3,130.25.

This  shows  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Hospital  of  $1,376.75, 
after  having  paid  debts  from  last  year  against  it,  as  shewn  in  the 
table  of  expenditures,  amounting  to  $858.89.  These  old  claims 
together  with  the  large  outlay  requisite  for  necessary  improve- 
ments, &c.,  has  increased  the  expenditures  very  far  beyond  what 
they  will  be  the  coming  year. 

The  place  w^as  entirely  destitute  of  Fencing,  and  it  was  found 
absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  protect  the  crops,  to  have  proper 
fences  immediately  constructed,  consequently  there  has  been  erected 
during  the  past  year  600  panel,  of  a  neat  and  durable  charac- 
ter. The  Dwelling  and  Hospital  have  also  been  enclosed  by 
handsome  paling  fences,  and  surrounded  by  rows  of  trees,  giving 
to  the  place  a  pleasing  and  cheerful  aspect,  which  is  so  essen- 
tial in  all  Hospital  arrangements. 

Very  considerable  repairs  were  needed  in  the  (Uvelling  occu- 
pied by  the  resident  physician,  such  as  roofing,  papering,  plaster- 
ing, &c.  &c.;  these  w^ere  absolutely  indispensible  in  order  to  render 
the  house  at  all  inhabitable.  There  has  also  been  a  very  consid- 
erably outlay  in  the  purchase  of  Farming  utensils.  Tools,  Manure, 
Grain,  &c.  &c.   &c.,  of  all  which  the  place  was  entirely  destitute. 

The  appropriation  for  Grubbing  and  Ditching  has  been  care- 
fully expended,  and  grounds  heretofore  unfit  for  use  can  now  be 
brought  into  cultivation. 

There  has  been  a  large  quantity  of  proper  and  substantial  cloth- 
ing purchased  with  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  purpose, 
which  will  render  the  patients  comfortable,  and  enable  us  to 
send  them  to  the  city  in  a  proper  and  cleanly  condition.  The 
additional  Hospital  has  been  completed,  according  to  contract, 
but  it  will  require  many  additions  to  render  it  at  all  serviciable, 
the  appropriation  being  insufficient  to  finish  it  in  a  nranner  really 
required. 
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The  main  building  is  badly  in  want  of  repairs,  as  it  is  now 
actually  undergoing  premature  decay,  it  being  in  rainy  weather 
almost  unfit  to  place  a  sick  person  in. 

To  these  buildings  I  would  earnestly  call  your  attention,  and 
invite  your  committee  to  make  immediate  examination  of  the  pre- 
mises, so  that  the  evils  may  be  remedied  as  early  as  possible. 

But  a  few  short  months  have  elapsed,  and  the  Marine  Hospi- 
tal and  surrounding  grounds  are  hardly  to  be  recognised,  owing 
to  the  very  many  additions  and  improvements  which  they  have 
undergone.  Its  affairs  are  in  a  most  flourishing  condition,  and 
each  succeeding  year  will  not  only  add  to  its  usefulness,  but  it 
will  throw  into  the  City  Treasury  no  inconsiderable  revenue.

GEx^iTLEMEN  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  ordinance  No.  14,  of 
1850,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1851.  The  annexed  tabular  statement, 
marked  A,  will  exhibit  the  disbursements  on  account  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  Department  for  the  current  year  ending  31st  ult.  The 
annexed  statement,  marked  B,  will  show  the  number  of  Public 
Pumps  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Department.  Statement  marked  C  will  exhibit  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  repairs  of 
paved  streets,  and  for  paving  and  repaving  cross  streets,  from  the 
1st  of  January,  1848,  to  the  31st  ult.  I  herewith  submit  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  several  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  or  parts  thereof,  that 
have  been  paved  or  repaved  during  the  past  year,  the  names  of 
contractors,  and  the  sums  respectively  paid  for  paving  or  repaving 
the  same.  In  one  instance  the  property  is  assessed  at  a  certain 
sum  per  running  foot.  This  must  be  understood  as  inclusive  of 
the  entire  expense  of  grading,  repaving,  and  resetting  the  curb- 
stones. The  several  provisions  of  the  ordinances  relating  to  pav- 
ing and  repaving,  and  the  duties  thereon  required  of  the  City 
Commissioner  have  been  duly  complied  with.  Ordinances  Nos. 
3,  56,  and  57,  directing  the  City  Commissioner  to  make  certain 
alterations  on  the  plat  of  the  city,  could  not  be  complied  with. 
Ordinance  No.  4,  directing  the  regrade  of  Alice  Anna  street,  has 
not  been  carried  into  effect,  by  reason  of  the  non-compliance  of  a 
majority  of  the  property-holders  with  the  provisions  of  the  same. 
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Ordinance  No.  13,  authorizing  the  erection  of  an  iron  railing 
around  Franklin  Square,  has  been  duly  attended  to.  As  directed 
by  said  ordinance,  the  contract  for  the  entire  work  has  been 
awarded  to  a  Baltimore  mechanic.  The  work  itself  is  in  success- 
ful operation.  The  public  squares  around  the  Washington  Mon- 
ument have  received  much  of  my  attention.  The  granite  base  has 
been  completed,  but,  with  every  exertion  on  my  part,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  have  the  iron  railing  for  the  same  erected.  The  delay 
is  owing  to  the  contractor.  The  completion  of  the  tunneling  of 
Harford  run  has  been  delayed  by  the  severity  of  the  cold  weather 
of  the  last  month.  The  work,  however,  is  nearly  completed,  and 
will  doubtless  be  so  in  a  few  weeks.  Ordinance  No.  69,  respect- 
ing the  change  of  the  grade  of  Fayette  street  between  Broadway 
and  Washington  street,  has  been  duly  complied  with=  The  grade 
of  Franklin  street  has  not  been  changed,  as  the  majority  of  the 
property-holders  have  not  made  application  for  the  same.  Ordi- 
aances  Nos.  6,  12,  18,  25,  28,  36,  and  43  have  been  severally 
carried  into  effect.  Resolution  No.  9,  so  far  as  it  directs  the 
removal  of  a  fire-plug  to  the  front  of  the  Patapsco  Fire  Company's 
lot,  and  resolution  No.  23,  have,  as  far  as  practicable,  been  'sev- 
erally carried  into  effect.  Resolution  No.  67,  directing  the  bridge 
over  Jones'  falls  at  Charles  street  to  be  raised  to  correspond  with 
the  grade  of  said  street,  has  been  carried  into  effect.  The  abut- 
ments and  necessary  sewers  for  the  same  have  been  completed,  as 
contemplated  and  provided  for  by  resolution  No.  98,  of  1850. 
So  much  of  resolution  No.  92  as  directs  the  erection  of  a  fire-plug 
in  front  of  the  Bel-Air  market-house,  in  Gay  street,  and  the  pur- 
chase of  hose  for  cleaning  said  market-house,  has  been  duly  at- 
tended to.  The  follow^ing  fire-plugs  have  been  erected  during  the 
past  year,  namely : 

At  the  corner  of  Orchard  and  Tessier  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Eden  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Eutavv^  and  Camden  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Schroeder  and  Raborg  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Boyd  and  Parkin  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Exeter  and  Fawn  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Stiles  and  Gough  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Madison  and  Garden  streets. 
At  the  corner  of  Hill  and  Sharp  streets. 

All  others  ordered  by  the  various  resolutions  failed  to  be  erected 
in  consequence  of  the  water  pipes  not  being  sufficiently  near  the 
places  designated.  The  ornamental  structure  over  the  Fountain  at 
Union  Square,  as  authorized  by  Resolution  No.  103,  has  been  com- 
pleted.    The  estimates  of  my  predecessor  having  fallen  short  of  the 
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actual  amount  required  to  complete  said  structure,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation will   be   required,     The   Bridge   over  Harris'   creek  at 
Hudson  street,  has  begn   reconstructed  according  to  the  provisions 
of  Resolution  No.  144.     The  Bridge  over  the  Run  at  Garden  street, 
could  not   be   buih,  as  the  property  holders  refused  to  subscribe  the 
amount  necessary   to    complete  the  same.     The   Iron  Bridge  over 
Jones'  falls   at   Hillen  street,  as  provided  for  by  Resolution  No.  57, 
has   been   completed.     The   work  has   been   duly  approved  by  the 
committee  appointed  by  your  Honorable  Body  to  examine  the  same. 
Proposals  were   issued,  and   a   contract   made,  for  the  erection  of  a 
Stone   Pier  on  the  west  side  of  Jones'  falls  at  Eager  street,  as  di- 
rected  by   Resolution  No.  133.     The  work  is  in  successful  opera- 
tion.    The   Tunnelling   of  Harford   run   not  yet  being  completed. 
Resolution  No.  136   could   not  be  carried  into  effect.     Your  atten- 
tion  is   respectfully  directed  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  City  for  re- 
pairs of  pumps,  repairs  of  paved  streets,  and  for  paving  and  re-pav- 
ing cross  streets.     By  reference  to  tabular  statement  marked  A,  it 
will  be  seen  that  orders  on   the  appropriation  for  repairs  of  paved 
streets  have  been  given  by  the   City  Commissioner  amounting  to 
the  sum  of  $14,954  34.     Of  this  amount  $9,527  98  was  drawn  by 
my  predecessor  for  repairs  of  1849  and  1850,  and  $26  30  by  my- 
self for  repairs  of  1850.     Of  the  sum  of  $15,000  appropriated  in 
1851,  there   remained  only  $5,445  66   with  which  to   meet  the  lia- 
bilities of  the  Corporation  for  repairs  of  1851,   1850,  1849,  and 
in   one  instance  as  far  back  as   1848.     For  paving  and  repaving 
cross   streets,  the  sum   of  $17,500  was  appropriated   in    1851,  on 
which  account   nearly  the  entire   amount  (for    which  orders    were 
given  by  my  predecessor  or  myself  during  the  past  year)  was  for 
indebtedness  of  the  City  on  bills  filed  in  this  office  for  the  work  of 
previous  years.     By  reference  to  statement  marked  A,  it  will  also 
appear  that  there  remains  undrawn  the   sum  of  $3,508  50  of  the 
amount  appropriated  in  1851  for  paving  and  repaving  cross  streets. 
No  orders  were  given  for  this  amount,  as  the  Register  was  obliged 
to  pay  the  outstanding  orders  of  previous  years. 

By  resolution  No.  20  of  1851,  the  Register  was  directed  to  pay 
the  pump  repairs  of  1850  to  the  amount  of  $4,883,  which  sum  was 
supposed  to  embrace  the  indebtedness  of  the  Corporation  for  said 
repairs.  It  appears,  however,  to  have  been  less  than  the  actual 
indebtedness,  as  is  evidenced  by  orders  drawn  payable  out  of  the 
annual  appropriation  of  1851  by  ray  predecessor  and  myself^ 
amounting  to  $601  46  ;  of  this  sum  $51  21  were  drawn  by  myself. 
The  pump  repairs  of  1850  are  still  unsettled,  as  bills  of  that 
year  amounting  to  $158  are  still  on  fde  in  this  office.  The  un- 
settled bills  on' file  for  repairs  of  1851  amount  to  $1,800  13.  Al- 
though the  appropriations  on  account  of  1850  amount  to  $9,883, 
yet  the    payments  for    repairs    to   January    1st,    1851,   amount  to 
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$10,484  56.  In  many  parts  of  our  City  the  citizens  are  obliged 
to  depend  entirely  upon  pumps  for  water.  Their  wants  and  com- 
forts have  not,  and  I  am  sure,  will  not  be,  disregarded.  I  have 
nevertheless  observed  in  the  repairs  of  our  pumps  the  strictest  econ- 
omy consistent  with  the  comfort  oft)ur  citizens  and  the  means  of  arrest- 
ing fires  and  saving  property.  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest 
that  I  could  hardly  be  expected  to  keep  all  the  public  pumps  in  good 
order  and  repair  with  $5,000,  when  $10,484  56  were  appropriated 
on  account  of  1850.  An  increased  appropriation  for  the  last  three 
mentioned  items  is  most  respectfully  solicited.  Resolutions  Nos. 
10,  15,  44,  44,  45,  49,  56,  58,  66,  69,  70,  71,  72,  73,  84,  85,  90, 
99,  100,  104,  112,  116,  118,  127,  129,  134  and  137  have  been 
severally  carried  into  effect.

To  the  .Mayor  and   City   Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Public  Schools,  the  Commissioners 
submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  following  exhibit  of  their  pro- 
ceedings for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  being  the 
twenty-third  annual  report  of  the  Important  Interest  confided  to 
their  care. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  School  Commissioners  by 
the  City  Council  at  its  annual  Session  in  January,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-one,  viz  :

The  Board  was  organized  on  the  fourth  of  February,  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Dr.  John  F.  Monmonier,  as  President,  Rev.  J.  N.  McJil- 
TON,  as  Treasurer,  and  John  W.  Tilyard,  as  Clerk, 

Mr.  Philip  C.  Friese  of  the  11th  ward,  having  resigned,  and 
Mr.  Henry  S.  Sanderson  of  the  5th  ward,  having  removed  to  the 
11th  ward,  the  place  of  the  former  was  fdled  by  the  election  of  Mr. 
Henry  S.  Sanderson,  and  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  removal  of 
the  latter  gentleman,  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  PvIr.  Joshua 
Vansant. 

During  the  past  year,  the  means  of  Instruction  have  been  consi- 
derably extended.  Several  new  houses  have  been  provided,  and 
additions  and  improvements  have  been  made  to  some  of  the  old 
buildings  where  the  increased  number  of  Pupils  demanded  greater 
accommodations. 

Agreeably  to  the  authority  granted  in  Ordinance  No.  41,  approved 
June  1850,  and  a  Resolution  approved  April  1851,  a  handsome 
and  commodious  School  House  for  Male  and  Female  Grammar,  No. 
9,  has  been  erected  at  the  corner  of  Saratoga  and  Calvert  streets. 
The  Schools  were  transferred  to  their  respective  Departments  in 
September  last.  This  building  is  capable  of  accommodating  about 
350  Pupils,  in  each  Department.  The  Avork  was  executed  by  Messrs. 
B.  W.  and  J.  Quinlan,  at  the  cost  of  $6,900,  a  sum  within  the 
amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council. 
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A  very  convenient  nnd  substantial  building  has  been  erected  for 
the  accommodation  of  Primary  No.  1,  on  a  lot  at  the  corner  of  Wolf 
and  Gough  streets.  It  is  a  two  story  buikling  and  will  I'urnish  room 
for  about  '200  Pupils  in  each  story,  the  second  of  which  will  be  used 
for  a  Male  Department.  This  house  was  erected  by  Mr.  David 
Evans. 

A  lot  has  been  procured  on  Stiles  street,  east  of  High  street,  for 
the  erection  of  a  new  School  House  for  Primary  No.  2.  The  build- 
ing is  now  in  the  course  of  construction  by  Messrs.  T.  and  J.  Carey, 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  middle  of  February. 
This  house  will  also  accommodate  a  Male  Department  in  the  second 
story,  the  first  as  in  Primary  No.  1,  being  used  for  the  Female  De- 
jiartment.  Both  these  houses  arc  furnished  with  sufficient  recita- 
tion rooms,  and  are  arranged  nearly  upon  the  same  plan,  which  we 
think  may  be  hereafter  pointed  to  as  a  model  lor  Schools  of  this 
class.  The  dimensions  of  No.  1,  are  35  feet  front  by  a  depth  of 
50  feet;  the  first  story  is  11  feet  high,  and  the  second  12  feet. 
The  front  of  No.  2,  is  32  feet,  and  the  depth  55  feet ;  the  height  of 
the  first  story  is  11  feet,  and  the  second  12  feet.  This  house  also 
will  accommodate  about  200  Pupils  in  each  Department,  The 
houses  are  both  well  built,  and  the  money  expended  for  them  and 
the  lots,  does  not  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  agreeably  to  Oi'- 
dinance  No.  59,  of  May  1851.  These  buildings  were  for  sometime 
delayed  on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  lots. 

A  large  and  handsome  structure  is  now  in  the  course  of  comple- 
tion on  a  lot  in  Aisquith  street  for  the  Eastern  Female  High  School. 
In  plaiming  this  house,  the  Board  has  been  actuated  by  a  desire  to 
furnish  every  possible  facility  and  comfort  for  the  Pupils.  The 
structure  is  three  stories  in  height ;  the  first  and  second  stories  are 
each  15  feet  high,  and  the  third  18  feet.  The  length  is  95  feet  and 
the  width  50  feet.  It  is  built  of  brick  in  a  work-manlike  manner 
and  of  a  i)leasing  style  of  architecture.  The  first  and  second  stories 
will  each  have  five  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  Pupils  ;  one 
room  in  each  story  capable  of  seating  250  scholars  will  be  used  as  a 
study  room,  the  remaining  four  rooms  will  be  recitation  rooms  ;  in 
the  second  story  a  room  will  be  appropriated  for  the  philosophical 
aj)paratus  belonging  to  the  School  :  a  small  ante-room  in  the  front 
of  the  building  over  the  vestibule  will  be  used  to  receive  the  bonnets, 
shawls  &c.,  of  the  Pupils.  The  third  story  will  be  a  hall  the  size  of 
the  entire  building  which  will  be  used  for  examinations  and  other 
public  exercises  of  the  Pu})ils.  There  are  two  stairways  running  up 
to  the  third  story  on  either  side  of  the  front  end  of  the  house  with 
entrances  from  the  sirles  and  also  from  the  hall  or  vestibule  in  front. 
Proper  ventilation  will  be  secured  by  means  of  registers  with  valves 
opening  into  flues  carried  up  in  the  walls  from  the  floors,  and  also 
along  the  ceilings  and  connecting  with  discharging-flues  continuous 
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with  the  smoke-flues  to  the  top  of  the  chimnies  without  communi- 
cating with  them.  All  the  rooms  are  well  lighted  by  large  windows 
the  sash  of  which  are  hung  with  weights  and  puUies.  An  arrange- 
ment is  made  by  which  the  rooms  may  be  warmed  by  furnaces  to  be 
placed  in  the  cellar.  When  provided  with  suitable  furniture  it  will 
be  the  most  convenient  and  complete  building  in  the  city  for  School 
purposes.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  occupy  the  first 
story  immediately  for  the  Female  High  School ;  it  may  be  used  as  a 
Female  Grammar  School  and  should  the  High  School  at  any  time 
require  additional  room,  this  part  of  the  house  may  be  appropriated 
for  its  accommodation.  Some  delay  has  been  experienced  in  the 
completion  of  this  School,  in  consequence  of  the  parties  with  whom 
the  contract  was  first  made  declining  to  comply  with  the  arrange- 
ments agreed  upon.  It  was  afterwards  found  difficult  to  make  a 
contract  upon  the  plan  laid  down  for  the  house  as  the  price  of 
building  materials  had,  in  the  interval,  been  increased.  After  a  time 
a  contract  was  made  with  Mr.  Josephus  S.  Rous,  a  competent  prac- 
tical mechanic,  who  is  finishing  the  work  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
the  Commissioners,  for  the  sum  of  §9,850,  which  is  less  than  the 
amount  appropriated  by  Ordinance  No.  16,  granting  the  authority  to 
provide  this  house.  The  Architect  employed  by  the  Board  is  Capt. 
John  F.  Hoss,  who  is  also  superintending  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ing. It  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  first 
of  March.  In  this  connection  the  Board  will  respectfully  direct 
your  attention  to  the  unpleasant  situation  in  which  this  School  will 
be  placed  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council,  at  its  last  annual  ses- 
sion authorising  the  opening  of  Mulliken  street.  The  Commis- 
sioners in  selecting  the  lot,  had  in  view^  its  retired  yet  prominent 
and  attractive  situation,  its  healthy  and  accessible  location  to  all  parts 
of  the  district,  its  ample  space  affording  abundant  yard  room  in  the 
front  and  rear  for  the  High  School,  and  admitting  of  a  division  of 
the  premises,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  Female  Primary 
School  in  the  rear  of  the  lot  where  the  Pupils  would  be  away  from 
the  bustle  and  noise  of  business,  and  might  enjoy  all  the  means  of 
exercise  and  recreation  firr  removed  from  danger.  A  School  of  this 
grade  is  much  required  in  that  neighborhood.  And  the  Commis- 
sioners felt  gratified  and  considered  themselves  fortunate  in  having 
it  placed  in  their  power,  in  addition  to  providing  the  High  School 
with  so  beautiful  and  convenient  a  location,  to  also  furnish  their 
youthful  Pupils  with  a  situation  entirely  secluded  from  all  external 
influences.  Too  little  attention  has  been  heretofore  paid  to  the  se- 
lection of  sites  for  School  Houses.  The  means  usually  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board  and  the  authority  under  which  it  acts,  has  not 
always  permitted  the  selection  of  the  most  eligible  locations.  We 
hoped  that  material  improvement  was  about  to  take  place  in  refer- 
ence to  this  subject,  and  that  a  new  order  of  things  would  be  estab- 
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lished  by  which  the  deficiencies  complained  of  might  be  avoided. 
We  have  fears  about  the  residt,  although  our  hopes  may  yet  be  real- 
ized in  the  rej)ealing  by  the  City  Council  of  the  Ordinance  for  open- 
ing the  street,  l^y  the  oi)ening  of  Mulliken  street  thirty  feet  will  be 
taken  from  the  south  side  of  the  lot  which  will  be  an  injury,  but  not 
the  only  one  sustained  by  the  School.  One  much  more  serious  in 
its  character  will  be  depriving  this  Institution  of  nearly  all  the  im- 
portant advantages  contemplated  in  the  selection  of  the  lot.  In  the 
internal  and  external  arrangements  of  the  School,  we  have  endea- 
vored to  make  it  as  comfortable  and  attractive  as  possible.  But  we 
are  likely  to  be  defeated  in  our  object  by  having  run  along  the  whole 
length  of  the  lot  and  along  the  side  of  the  house  a  public  highway, 
which  will  furnish  halting  and  loitering  places  at  the  corners  for  the 
idle  and  dissijiated.  We  know  the  dangers  that  surround  the 
School-going  days  of  youth,  particularly  females,  and  we  would 
have  them  avoided.  Who  can  count  the  evil  influences  to  which  the 
young  ladies  visiting  this  School  may  be  exposed,  and  who  can  tell 
the  consequences  that  may  follow  the  shocks  to  which  female  deli- 
cacy will  doubtless  be  subjected  by  witnessing  the  indecencies  likely 
to  be  practised  at  these  corners.  How  many  blushes  may  be  forced 
to  mount  to  the  cheek  of  innocence,  what  evil  associations  may  be 
formed,  how  much  personal  happiness  may  be  sacrificed,  and  how 
much  destruction  to  character  may  be  the  result  of  this  action  ?  Are 
all  these  risks  to  be  incurred  and  inconveniences  experienced  to 
procure  the  opening  of  an  avenue  not  required  as  a  public  benefit, 
furnishing  facilities  to  a  few,  detrimental  to  the  property  of  many, 
not  asked  for  by  any  considerable  number  of  those  interested  and 
opposed  by  a  very  large  majority  ?  We  now  leave  the  matter  in 
your  hands  placing   great  reliance  in  your  judgment  and  discretion. 

In  consequence  of  no  provision  being  made  by  the  City  Council 
for  accommodating  the  increased  number  of  Pupils  in  the  Western 
Female  High  School,  the  Board  has  been  compelled  to  erect  two 
additional  recitation  rooms  for  the  use  of  that  School,  in  order  to 
furnish  facilities  for  Instruction.  Female  Grammar  School  No.  J, 
held  in  the  same  building,  has  also  been  im])roved  by  the  comple- 
tion of  another  recitation  room. 

In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  29  of  the  City  Council,  the 
building  known  as  Franklin  street  Chapel  has  been  })urchased  for 
a   School,  and  Female  Primary  School  No.  11  established  therein. 

A  new  Female  Primary  School,  called  No.  12,  has  been  opened 
in  the  basement  room  of  the  church  at  the  corner  of  Lombard  and 
Green  streets.  This  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  increasing  de- 
mand for  School  accommodations  in  that  section  of  the  City. 

Male  Grammar  School  No.  9,  having  been  removed  to  the  house 
erected  for  its  use,  the  apartments  formerly  occupied  by  it  in  the 
Central  High  School  building  being  vacated,  have  been  appropriated 
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to  the  use  of  the  latter  School,  and  an  entirely  new  arrangement  has 
been  made,  furnishing  a  large  study  room  and  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  class  rooms.  These  improvements  have  been  made  in  a  per- 
manent manner,  and  are  of  such  a  character  as  will  enable  the  Board 
to  extend  the  facilities  of  Education  to  an  increased  number  of  Stu- 
dents. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  6,  which  was  opened  at  Whetstone 
Point,  has  been  discontinued.  In  the  last  annual  report  the  Board 
informed  the  City  Council  of  the  failure  of  this  School  to  meet  the 
object  for  which  it  was  established,  and  since  that  time  there  has 
been  no  evidence  to  justify  the  belief  that  any  improvement  would 
take  place  at  any  reasonable  period  of  time. 

The  removal  of  Female  Primary  No.  1  from  Canton  Avenue, 
having  left  many  of  the  residents  in  that  neighborhood  without 
School  facilities,  at  their  urgent  request  the  Board  determined  to 
occupy  a  portion  of  the  house  for  a  Female  Primary  School,  and 
have  denominated  it  Female  Primary  No.  6. 

A  very  important  addition  and  improvement  in  the  school  system 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  establishment  of  Normal  Classes 
in  the  High  Schools.  Papils  of  the  High  Schools  who  have  passed 
through  the  full  term  allowed  in  these  Schools,  and  who  desire  to 
adopt  the  profession  of  teaching,  are  granted  another  year,  and 
receive  suitable  Instruction  to  qualify  them  for  their  duties.  These 
classes  are  taught  on  Saturday  mornings,  when  the  Pupils  also 
receive  Instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching.  All 
newly-appointed  Teachers  are  required  to  attend  the  Saturday  classes 
for  a  period  of  six  months,  and  any  Teacher  of  the  Public  Schools 
may,  upon  application  to  the  Board,  become  a  member.  Experience 
had  proven  to  the  Board  that  our  Schools  labored  under  many  disad- 
vantages from  the  want  of  Teachers  having  proper  attainments  for  the 
performance  of  the  responsible  and  delicate  duties  of  their  profession. 
It  frequently  happens  that  the  otherwise  well  prepared  Teacher  fails 
in  not  having  that  all-important  qualification,  the  practical  ability  to 
communicate  to  the  Pupil  the  knowledge  he  himself  is  in  possession 
of.  A  capacity  to  explain  in  a  familiar  manner  the  subjects  they  may 
be  called  upon  to  teach,  is  more  necessary  to  the  Teacher  than  the 
possession  of  extensive  literary  acquirements.  Many  Teachers  are 
unsuccessful  because  they  are  satisfied  with  obtaining  a  knowledge  of 
facts  themselves,  and  have  neglected  to  examine  them  sufficiently  to 
understand  what  relation  they  hold  to  other  subjects,  and  what  is 
the  best  method  of  familiarising  the  minds  of  the  young  with  these 
subjects,  and  of  communicating  information  to  them.  Normal 
Schools  have  been  established  in  several  of  the  States,  and  in  some 
of  them  they  have  been  in  successful  operation  for  a  long  time. 
The  inhabitants  of  those  States  are  now  reaping  the  benefits  of 
having  their   children  educated  by  Avell-trained  Teachers.     These 
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Institutions  are  spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms  wherever  they  have 
been  founded,  as  being  very  eflicient  instruments  in  i)re])arinu;  and 
improving-  Teachers  for  Public  Schools.  That  a  Department  sliould 
be  orgaiiized  in  connexion  with  our  System  of  Instruction  for  the 
special  preparation  of  Teachers,  is  scarcely  any  longer  a  Subject  for 
argument.  The  profession  of  teaching  is  a  responsible  and  labo- 
rious one,  and  should  receive  such  aids  as  will  furnish  those  who 
are  about  to  engage  in  it  with  the  means  of  gaining  experience  to 
qualify  themselves  for  their  duties.  In  every  other  profession  or 
branch  of  business  special  })reparation  is  required,  and  many  years  of 
experience  are  considered  necessary  in  some,  before  the  candidate  is 
believed  to  possess  the  ability  to  perform  what  he  promises.  If,  to 
meet  with  success  in  avocations  providing  comforts  and  conve- 
niences for  society,  eflbrls  are  made  to  store  the  mind  with  suitable 
information,  why  sliould  not  those  who  are  to  be  intrusted  with  the 
training  of  the  youthful  mind  for  a  life  of  usefulness  here  and  of 
happiness  hereafter,  devote  some  time  in  laying  a  foundation  to 
fit  themselves  for  a  pursuit  so  exalted  in  its  character  ?  For  the 
elevation  of  the  profession  of  teaching  to  the  rank  it  should  occupy, 
a  Seminary  is  required,  to  w^hicli  all  might  resort  wdio  desire  to  per- 
form the  duty  of  Teacher  worthily.  And  we  trust  that  when  the 
demand  shall  be  made  upon  your  Honorable  Body  to  aid  in  the  En- 
terprise, you  will  make  liberal  provision  for  that  object. 

The  interesting  reports  of  the  Teachers  of  the  Normal  Classes  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report. 

A  number  of  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  list  of  Teachers  since 
the  last  report,  in  consequence  of  resignations,  transfers,  and  new 
appointments.  The  most  important  of  these  changes  are  as  follows  : 
Mr.  Edward  Duffy,  assistant  in  the  Central  High  School,  having 
resigned,  .Mr.  James  Harshaw,  Principal  of  Male  Grammar 
No.  9,  was  transferred  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  Mr.  George  S. 
Grape,  first  assistant  in  ]\Iale  Grammar  No.  1,  api)ointed  to  fill  his 
place  ;  and  the  vacancy  made  by  this  transfer  was  filled  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  David  J^ixler,  an  assistant  in  the  Central  High  School. 
The  vacancy  in  the  Central  High  School,  caused  by  the  transfer  of 
Mr.  Bixler,  was  filled  by  the  apointment  of  Mr.  D.  A.  Hollingshead, 
first  assistant  in  the  Western  Female  Hiofh  School.      On  account  of 
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the  increased  number  of  Pupils  in  tlie  Central  High  School,  another 
Teacher  was  required,  and  Mr.  William  Elliott,  first  assistant  in  the 
Eastern  Female  High  School,  received  the  appointment. 

The  Board,  believing  that  a  necessity  existed  for  giving  more 
attention  to  the  tbrmation  of  the  characters  of  the  young  ladies  in 
the  Female  High  Schools,  and  actuated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  per- 
form a  solemn  duty  in  an  acceptable  manner,  and  knowing  how 
easily  and  effectually  the  youthful  mind  is  directed  by  example  and 
Instruction,  determined  to  place  these   Pupils  under  such  influences

as  would  assist  them  in  imbibing  and  cultivating  pure  sentiments, 
and  lead  them  into  the  paths  of  wisdom  and  virtue.  The  situation 
of  first  assistant  in  each  of  the  Female  High  Schools  being  made 
vacant  by  the  transfers  which  have  been  named,  it  was  believed  that 
the  object  of  the  Board  could  be  best  promoted  by  associating  with 
the  Teachers  already  in  these  Schools,  in  the  performance  of  their 
arduous  and  responsible  duties,  matronly  ladies,  who  possessed,  in 
addition  to  their  literary  abilities  and  qualifications  as  disciplina- 
rians, those  qualities  which  render  them  suitable  counsellors  and 
advisers  for  young  females  who  are  about  to  assume  the  duties  of 
active  life.  There  is  a  duty  peculiar  in  its  character  to  be  performed 
in  guiding  and  instructing  the  young  female  mind  which  can  only 
be  properly  discharged  through  the  controlling  influence  of  females 
who  feel  an  affection  for  and  an  interest  in  their  charge.  Among 
the  large  number  of  ladies  of  high  character  in  their  employment, 
the  Board  was  not  at  a  loss  in  making  selection  of  the  parties  to 
whom  should  be  entrusted  the  labor  of  assisting  those  already  en- 
gaged in  the  responsible  duty  of  administering  the  benefits  of  an 
extended  Education  to  the  young  ladies  connected  with  these  inter- 
esting Schools. 

Miss  Sarah  J.  Barret,  Principal  of  Female  Grammar  No.  9,  was 
elected  as  the  first  assistant  in  the  Western  Female  High  School, 
and  Miss  Emily  E.  Jours,  Principal  of  Female  Grammar  School  No. 
5,  was  selected  as  first  assistant  for  the  Eastern  School.  Miss  Mar- 
garet E.  Borland  has  been  elected  as  an  additional  assist  mt  in  the 
Eastern  School.  Mrs.  Pcachel  Parker  has  been  elected  to  the  situa- 
tion of  Principal  of  Female  Grammar  No.  9,  made  vacant  by  the 
transfer  of  Miss  Barret  to  the  Western  School ;  and  Miss  Mary 
Rice,  formerly  Principal  of  Female  Primary  No.  1,  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Principalship  of  Female  Grammar  No.  5,  w^hich  be- 
came vacant  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Jours  to  the  Eastern 
School.  Miss  Emily  E.  Jours  has  been  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  Saturday  Normal  Class  in  the  Eastern,  and  Miss  Eliza  Adams 
has  been  chosen  to  instruct  that  in  the  Western  part  of  the  city. 
The  Rev.  Robert  Piggot  has  been  elected  Teacher  of  Writing  and 
Drawing  to  the  Female  High  Schools. 

Table  9,  accompanying  this  report,  exhibits  the  names  of  the 
Teachers  of  the  different  Schools  as  now  organized,  with  their  sala- 
ries, and  the  number  of  Pupils  in  each  School. 

The  number  of  Pupils  at  present  enrolled  in  the  Schools  is  8,011, 
of  whom  2,902  are  in  the  Male  Grammar  Schools,  2,454  in  the 
Female  Grammar  Schools,  and  1,965  in  the  Primary  Schools  The 
Central  High  School  has  297,  the  Eastern  Female  High  School  ]79, 
and  the  Western  Female  High  School  214  Pupils.  The  increase 
of  Pupils  since  the  last  report  is  918.  The  number  of  Pupils  named 
above  as  being  now  in  the  Schools  does  not  embrace  the  whole 
number  that   received  Instruction  in  the  Schools  during  the    past 
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year.  The  records  of  the  Teachers  show  that  12,387  Pupils  liavc 
been  in  the  Schools  during  the  year,  receiving  the  benefits  of  our 
Public  School  System. 

Tables  1  and  4  of  the  Appendix,  will  show  the  names  and  num- 
ber of  Pupils  examined  and  passed  for  admission  to  the  several 
High  Schools  at  the  last  annual  examination  of  candidates,  and  also 
the  character  of  the  work  performed  by  each.  Tables  2,  5  and  7 
show  the  names  and  number  of  Pupils  who  were  in  attendance  at 
the  High  Schools  at  the  opening  in  September  1851. 

The  Pupils  of  the  Central  High  School  were  educated  at  an 
annual  average  cost  of  $28.63  per  Pupil.  Those  of  the  Female  High 
Schools  at  $18.94  ;  in  the  Grammar  Schools  at  $5.22,  and  in  the 
Primaries  at  $2.27.  The  average  annual  cost  per  Pupil  in  the 
Schools,  including  the  expenses  of  the  High  Schools,  was  $6.05. 
The  number  of  Schools  has  been  increased  during  the  past  year  from 
33  to  36.  They  are  as  follows  :  3  High  Schools,  21  Grammar,  and 
12  Primaries.  The  number  of  Teachers  in  the  Schools  is  137,  of 
whom  33  are  Males,  and  104  Females 

At  the  close  for  the  Christmas  holidays  the  Schools  were  in  a  pros- 
perous condition.  The  Teachers  were  actively  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties.  In  a  number  of  the  Schools 
the  discipline  has  been  greatly  improved,  and  the  promise  of  increas- 
ing usefidness  is  as  favorable,  if  not  more  so  than  it  has  been  at  any 
former  period. 

We  have  completed  the  narration  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
in  the  fulfilment  of  the  responsible  duties  of  School  Commissioners, 
and  now  turn  to  subjects  equally  as  interesting  as  those  upon  which 
we  have  been  bestowing  our  time  and  attention. 

Your  favorable  consideration  is  respectfully  asked  of  the  recom- 
mendations we  shall  make  for  improving  and  extending  our  School 
System,  in  order  to  meet  the  wants  of  our  increasing  p()[)ulation. 

The  exposed  and  decaying  condition  of  the  wood  work  of  the 
Central  High  School  requires  that  it  should  be  painted,  in  order  to 
insure  its  preservation.  The  roof,  w^hich  is  metal,  requires  consid- 
erable repairs.  An  appropriation  will  be  required  for  this  purpose. 
Should  the  City  Council  determine  to  continue  the  School  in  the 
present  building,  an  appropriation  will  also  be  required  to  furnish 
additional  conveniences  to  meet  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Stu- 
dents. An  additional  stairway  is  much  needed  to  prevent  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Students  during  the  change  of  classes.  A  more  appropri- 
ate situation  might  be  obtained,  and  a  building  erected  for  a  sum 
less  than  the  value  of  this  property,  in  a  location  removed  from  the 
noise  and  bustle  of  business.  We  recommend  that  an  additional 
story  be  made  to  Male  Grammar  School  Ko.  3,  in  Aisquith  street, 
which  is   a  one-story  building,   in  order  that   the  citizens  of  that 
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neighborhood  may  have  greater  accommodations  for  their  children. 
A  Male  Primary  Department  is  much  required  in  that  locality,  and  if 
this  improvement  is  made  the  first  story  may  be  very  conveniently 
used  for  the  purpose.  An  appropriation  will  be  required  to  furnish 
Grammar  School  No.  5,  at  the  corner  of  Monument  and  Forrest 
streets,  with  additional  recitation  rooms.  This  improvement  has 
become  very  necessary,  and  has  been  required  for  some  time  by  the 
large  number  of  Pupils  attending  the  School  not  having  sufficient 
accommodations  to  facilitate  their  Instruction. 

The  basement  room  of  Grammar  No.  9,  at  the  corner  of  Saratoga 
and  Calvert  streets,  might  be  finished  as  a  hall  or  for  stores  and  be- 
come a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Schools.  In  its  present  condition 
it  is  entirely  useless.  This  subject  is  worthy  of  your  early  attention. 
Class  rooms  are  required  for  Grammar  No.  11,  at  the  corner  of  Jef- 
ferson and  Bond  streets,  in  order  to  furnish  better  opportunities  to 
the  pupils  of  this  School  for  obtaining  an  Education.  The  rapid 
increase  of  population  at  Canton  has  rendered  the  building  occupied 
by  No.  7  entirely  too  small  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Pupils  of 
that  part  of  the  City.  It  will  be  recollected  that  this  School  is  kept 
in  a  small  frame  building  belonging  to  the  Canton  Company,  the 
use  of  which  was  granted  until  a  house  could  be  erected.  Several 
years  since,  this  Company  made  a  donation  to  the  City  of  a  lot  of 
ground  at  the  corner  of  Chesapeake  and  Hudson  streets,  on  which 
to  erect  a  building  for  the  use  of  said  School,  and  we  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
house.  This  School  is  a  subject  of  great  interest  to  the  Board  at 
present,  both  in  an  intellectual  and  moral  point  of  view.  A  large 
number,  of  Pupils  assembled  together  in  a  small  room  cannot  be 
benefitted  by  the  Instruction  offered  them  where  the  Teachers  are  re- 
quired to  conduct  the  recitations  of  different  classes,  and  at  the  same 
time  attend  to  the  discipline  of  the  School.  It  is  also  injurious  to 
morals,  to  have  a  great  number  of  Pupils  of  both  sexes  attending  the 
same  School  vv^here  the  indispensable  appendages  are  badly  provided 
and  common  to  all  as  at  this  School. 

Many  Primary  Schools  are  required  to  supply  a  large  portion  of 
our  population  with  the  means  of  obtaining  an  Elementary  Educa- 
tion. It  is  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  witness  the  extent  of  popular- 
ity to  which  this  branch  of  our  School  System  has  arrived  in  so 
short  a  period  of  time.  We  are  therefore  encouraged  to  ask  for  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  Schools  by  the  erection  of  new  buildings. 
All  these  Schools  with  a  few  exceptions  being  held  in  rented 
buildings  unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  In  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Exchange  a  Primary  School  is  much  required  to  meet  the  demand 
for  Educational  facilities  in  that  vicinity.  In  order  to  afford  adequate 
accommodations  to  the  Pupils  of  Primary  No.  11  in  Franklin  street 
west  of  Fremont,  some  improvement  must  be   made  in  that  building 
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either  by  adding  a  story  to  it,  or  by  obtaining  more  ground  by  which 
it  may  be  otherwise  increased  in  size.  A  Primary  School  should  be 
located  in  the  southern  part  of  the  City  near  the  intersection  of  l^arre 
and  Eutaw  streets,  to  relieve  Grammar  Schools  Nos.  4  and  10,  and 
add  to  the  facilities  of  Instruction  in  that  section.  One  is  also  re- 
quired in  that  part  of  the  town  North  of  Biddle  street  and  East  of 
Gibson  street,  near  the  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Depot,  to  supply 
the  means  of  Instruction  to  the  increasing  population  of  that  section 
of  the  City.  Some  provision  should  be  made  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  Primary  No.  3,  in  Edwards  street  east  of  Aisquith.  This 
School  is  very  uncomfortably  situated.  An  appropriation  will  be 
required  to  provide  furniture  for  the  Eastern  Female  High  School. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  with  the  usual  estimate  of  expenses 
for  the  succeeding  year  is  hereto  annexed.  The  amount  required 
for  the  usual  expenses  of  the  Schools  is  $74,500.  This  amount 
does  not  include  the  sums  required  for  the  payment  of  past  indebted- 
ness and  new  buildings.  The  whole  amount  for  all  purposes  will 
be  about  $94,000.  The  report  presents  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  the  support  of  the  Schools,  for 
repairs,  for  buildings  purdiased  and  erected,  and  now  in  the  course 
of  erection.  Two  buildings  purchased  by  authority  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  one  on  Harford  avenue  for  the  use  of  Primary 
School  No.  7,  and  one  on  Franklin  street  west  of  Fremont,  for  the 
use  of  Primary  School  No.  11,  have  been  paid  for.  The  new  build- 
ing for  the  accommodation  of  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools 
No.  9,  has  been  entirely  settled  for,  and  several  instalments  have 
been  paid  on  the  new  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Eastern  Female 
High  School  and  Primaries  Nos.  1  and  2.  The  whole  amount  ex- 
pended for  all  purposes  is  $88,605.01.  The  amount  received  from 
the  City  Register  is  $51,416.29,  which  as  usual,  falls  short  of  the 
amount  estimated  for,  and  directed  to  be  provided  by  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  sum  of  $4,612.51.  This  amount  added  to  the  ag- 
gregate given  in  the  last  annual  report,  of  the  deficiencies  in  the 
receipts  of  the  past  four  years,  makes  the  sum  of  $40,132.71, 
which  appears  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  as  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools,  but  which  was  not  re- 
ceived by  the  Board,  and  of  course  could  not  be  so  applied. 
The  cause  of  these  deficiences  is  apparent  in  the  fact  that  the 
amount  returned  by  the  City  Collector  to  the  Register  is  less  than 
that  calculated  in  the  provision  of  the  Council.  It  is  taken  for 
granted  in  the  estimates  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  that 
seven  tenths  of  the  amounts  estimated,  will  be  collected,  but  the  ac- 
tual results  show  that  but  a  little  more  than  six  tenths  can  be  real- 
ized. Were  the  estimates  based  upon  the  collection  of  six  tenths  of 
the  amounts  levied,  the  sums  set  down  as  those  to  be  provided  fcr 
the  support  of  the  Schools  would  no  doubt  be  received.  In  the 
Appendix  will  be  found   table  M,  showing    the    amounts    estima- 
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ted  and  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Council  in  the  levies  of  City  taxes, 
and  the  amounts  actually  received  and  expended  by  the  Board  from 
the  commencement  of  the  Public  Schools  in  the  year  1829,  to  the 
end  of  the  year  1851.  The  amount  received  is  less  by  $104,728.60, 
than  was  estimated,  and  for  which  provision  was  authorised. 

There  is  another  point  in  this  connection  to  which  the  Board 
would  respectfully  direct  the  attention  of  the  Council.  It  is  the 
manner  in  which  the  money  for  the  erection  of  new  School  Houses 
is  procured,  and  the  fact  that  the  entire  amounts  expended  for  the 
purpose  are  charged  twice  to  the  account  of  the  City's  expenses  for 
the  support  of  her  system  of  Public  Instruction.  The  President  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  are  authorised  by  the  Council  in  specific  Or- 
dinances to  borrow  the  amounts  appropriated  to  the  building  of  new 
houses.  The  amounts  borrowed  are  charged  to  new  buildings,  and 
appear  in  the  expenses  for  the  year  in  which  they  are  erected. 
When  the  money  borrowed  is  returned  to  the  parties  from  whom  it 
was  procured,  it  appears  again  under  the  head  of  General  Expenses. 
For  instance,  in  the  year  1850,  the  building  for  the  accommodation 
of  Male  and  Female  Schools  No.  10,  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $5,948. 
This  amount  was  paid  in  that  year  to  the  contractor.  In  1851  a 
part  of  the  loan  effected  for  the  purpose  is  paid,  and  appears  in  the 
account  as  charged  to  the  parties  from  whom  it  was  borrowed.  In 
1852,  it  is  probable  that  the  balance  will  be  settled,  and  it  will  of 
necessity  appear  in  the  expenses  of  that  year.  In  1851,  twenty- 
two  thousand  dollars  were  borrowed  for  the  erection  of  four  School 
houses.  The  amount  is  charged  in  the  accounts  of  1851.  In  1852 
and  '53,  the  same  must  be  returned,  and  will  of  course  be  charged 
again.  Thus  the  amounts  appropriated  by  the  Council,  which  the 
Board  is  authorised  to  borrow  appear  twice  in  the  accounts,  and 
presents  an  amount  of  expenditure  considerably  in  advance  of  that 
which  is  really  received  and  disbursed.  We  have  reason  to  know 
that  evil  results  arise  from  this  difference  between  the  estimated  and 
real  expenditures  of  the  Board.  Upon  the  few^  that  complain  of  the 
cost  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
for  its  support,  the  impression  is  made  that  the  expenses  of  the 
Schools  are  much  greater  than  they  really  are.  That  injury  to  the 
cause  is  the  result  of  the  dissatisfaction  thus  produced  is  readily 
enough  perceived. 

In  addition  to  the  evil  presented  in  the  above  statement,  there  is 
yet  another  to  \vhich  the  Board  deems  it  important  that  the  atten- 
tion of  the  City  Council  should  be  called.  By  the  Ordinances  of 
the  Council  the  President  and  Ti*easurer  of  the  Board  are  authorised 
to  effect  loans  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  &c.  Other  depart- 
ments of  the  City  Government  are  similarly  authorised  to  procure 
the  money  necessary  to  their  support.  The  consequence  is  that 
from  several  sources  the  City  Government  appears  before  the  public 
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as  a  borrower  in  several  inconsiderable  amounts.  A  competition  is 
thus  created  in  which  the  various  Departments  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, unknowingly  bid  against  each  other  for  the  amounts  they  re- 
spectively require.  Among  the  capitalists  to  whom  the  several  ap- 
plications are  made,  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  must  be  reduced, 
which  is  not  the  least  important  consideration  connected  with  this 
subject.  The  Boanl  would  respectfully  suggest,  as  a  much  better 
and  more  dignified  method  for  obtaining  the  loans  necessary  for  the 
different  departments  of  the  City  Government,  that  the  authority  to 
negotiate  in  all  cases,  be  vested  in  a  single  office,  and  that  from  that 
office  the  several  amounts  be  delivered  to  the  proper  agents  for  dis- 
bursing the  same.  Prudence  directs  that  from  the  office  of  the  City 
Register  all  applications  for  loans  should  be  given  out,  as  from  that 
office  all  the  funds  necesssry  for  the  support  of  the  several  Depart- 
ments of  the  Corporation  must  eventually  be  received.  Should  this 
be  the  case,  as  is  most  desirable  with  the  Public  Schools,  the  cause 
for  complaint  above  alluded  to  in  relation  to  the  expenses  of  the 
Schools  would  be  partially  removed. 

The  Board  is  still  endebted  for  the  expenditures  of  j)ast  years  to 
Mrs.  Emily  Jane  Walker  §1,500,  and  to  the  Chesapeake  Bank 
$3,500,  making  an  aggregate  of  $5,000.  The  balances  due  the 
Firemen's  Insurance  Co.  of  $3,636.17  with  the  interest  thereon, 
and  Chesapeake  Bank  on  the  loan  of  1847  of  $1000,  with  the  inter- 
est thereon  have  been  settled,  the  amounts  for  the  same  haviner  been 
received  from  the  City  Register.  The  amounts  borrowed  this  year 
are  $7,000  for  the  building  for  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools 
No.  9  ;  S10,000  for  the  building  for  the  Eastern  Female  High  School, 
and  $5,000  for  the  buildings  for  Primary  Schools  Nos.  1  and  2. 
The  whole  amount  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings  in  1851  is 
$22,000. 

The  Statistical  Tables  accompanying  the  last  annual  report  are 
continued  in  this  with  the  addition  of  the  expenditures  of  185). 
Several  additional  Tables  are  given  in  this  report.  A  number  of 
these  Tables  may  be  properly  and  profitably  continued  in  the  reports 
of  the  Board  for  several  years  to  come,  until  the  people  become  gen- 
erally possessed  of  the  information  they  are  intended  to  convey.  In 
the  brief  form  of  Tabular  statement  the  financial  history  of  the  Pub- 
lic Schools  of  Baltimore  from  the  period  of  their  organization  in  the 
year  1829  is  presented.  From  year  to  year  from  that  time  to  the 
present,  the  increasing  popularity  and  prosperity  of  the  Schools  may 
be  traced,  and  doubtless  the  examination  will  afford  subject  for 
pleasing  contemplation  to  every  one  who  will  peruse  it,  as  it  will 
show  that  with  the  increasing  population  of  the  City,  the  number'of 
Pupils  has  progressively  advanced,  and  that  the  population  of  the 
Schools  has  somewhat  more  than  kept  pace  with  the  continually  in- 
creasing population  of  the  City. 
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In  the  performance  of  their  duties  the  Commissioners  have  en- 
deavored to  improve  the  condition  of  the  Schools  and  make  the 
public  mind  familiar  with  their  true  state,  and  to  awaken  an  effi- 
cient interest  in  their  behalf.  The  success  that  has  attended  these 
efforts  is  truly  encouraging,  but  a  vigorous  and  steady  improvement 
in  the  Schools  cannot  be  accomplished  by  mere  appeals  to  public 
sentiment ;  something  more  substantial  and  practical  in  its  charac- 
ter is  required.  While  contributions  are  freely  made  to  Institutions 
designed  for  benevolent  and  social  purposes,  the  moral  and  intellec- 
tual culture  of  our  youth  must  not  be  forgotten  and  remain  unpro- 
vided for.  Although  our  City  was  overburdened  with  taxation,  the 
City  Council  last  year,  with  a  spirit  of  generosity  highly  honorable 
to  them,  and  worthy  of  imitation,  made  liberal  appropriations  for 
advancing  and  extending  the  cause  of  Public  Education,  and  we 
hope  that  our  appeals  of  this  year  will  meet  with  the  same  beneficial 
action  from  your  Honorable  Body.  Without  your  favorable  legisla- 
tion we  will  be  unable,  even  with  renewed  efforts,  to  carry  on  effi- 
ciently the  great  Enterprise  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and  in  which 
the  entire  community  is  deeply  interested.  The  recommendations 
submitted  to  your  consideration  are  not  extravagant ;  indeed  they 
do  not  equal  the  wants  of  the  increasing  population  of  the  City  and 
the  present  condition  of  the  Schools. 

IIIGII  SCHOOLS. 

In  presenting  a  view"  of  the  condition  of  the  Schools,  a  change 
that  had  been  made  in  some  of  the  features  of  the  High  Schools  was 
referred  to.  Considerable  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  im- 
provement of  these  Schools,  that  the  intentions  of  their  founders 
might  be  efficiently  and  successfully  accomplished.  In  consequence 
of  the  great  interest  felt  in  the  community  upon  this  subject,  we 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  give  in  this  report  a  more  minute 
account  of  these  Schools  than  has  formerly  been  the  custom. 

OBJECTS. 

The  design  in  organizing  the  High  Schools  is  to  furnish  a  course 
of  Instruction  for  the  Pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools  adapted  to 
their  age,  and  moral,  intellectual,  and  physical  wants.  Both  Male 
and  Female  High  Schools  embrace  subjects  of  study  and  methods 
of  discipline  adapted  to  each  sex,  and  intended  to  place  the  Pupils 
under  suitable  influences,  embracing  a  plan  of  intellectual  and  moral 
training  which  will  prepare  them  for  their  respective  pursuits  in 
such  Departments  of  active  life  as  they  may  prefer. 
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ADMISSION. 

These  Schools  are  not  coiifincd  to  any  portion  of  the  community  ; 
it  is  intended  tliat  Pupils  shall  be  gathered  from  every  section 
of  the  city,  and  that  all  classes  and  conditions  of  life  shall  partake 
of  their  benefits.  Such  regulations,  therefore,  have  been  adopted 
for  admission  as  will  not  exclude  any  one  on  account  of  his  or  hur 
position  in  society. 

Any  Pupil  of  the  Male  Grammar  Schools  who  shall  have  passed 
two  full  academical  years  in  the  Schools  next  preceding  the  time  of 
his  application,  who  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  can  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  Spelling,  Reading,  Grammar,  Geogra- 
phy, Arithmetic,  and  Algebra  as  far  as  the  extraction  of  the  Square 
Root,  who  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twelve  years  at  or  before 
the  opening  of  the  School  in  September,  shall  be  admitted.  Pupils 
of  the  Female  Grammar  Schools  are  admitted  to  the  Female  High 
School  under  similar  regulations,  except  one  year  only  being  re- 
quired in  the  Female  Grammar  Schools,  and  the  omission  of  Algebra 
in  the  examination.  Those  Pupils  belonging  to  the  eastern  part  of 
the  City  go  to  the  Eastern  School,  and  those  in  the  western  go  to 
the  Western  School.  The  examinations  are  conducted  by  the  Com- 
mittees and  the  Instructors  belonging  to  the  respective  Schools,  in 
the  presence  of  such  members  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  as 
please  to  attend. 

CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

There  has  been  a  material  change  in  the  Central  High  School 
since  the  last  annual  report.  The  improvements  and  additions  to 
the  building  having  furnished  greater  facilities  for  Instruction,  it  was 
determined  to  reorganize  the  School  upon  a  new  plan  upon  its  open- 
ing in  September.  This  reorganization  consists  })rincipally  in  di- 
viding the  course  of  studies  into  distinct  Departments,  and  adopting 
a  new  order  of  exercises,  and  new  regulations  with  reference  to  dis- 
cipline. Each  Instructor  is  allotted  to  a  particular  Department,  and 
all  the  Students  in  the  School  receive  Instruction  from  him  in  the 
studies  of  that  Department.  J3y  this  arrangement  each  Instructor, 
by  being  confined  to  a  particular  branch  of  study,  has  a  better  op- 
portunity of  preparing  ibr  the  recitations  of  his  classes,  and  has 
also  the  advantage  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  individual 
character  of  the  Students.  It  also  assists  very  much  in  giving  the 
Instructors  more  influence  in  procuring  uniformity  and  eiiiciency  in 
carrying  out  the  discipline  of  the  Institution. 

The  arrangement  of  the  exercises  of  the  School  was  a  matter  of 
some  difficulty.  The  great  number  of  classes  to  be  provided  for  in 
the  distribution  of  the  duties  of  the  School,  and  in   such  a  manner 
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as  to  prevent  the  interference  of  one  with  another,  required  consid- 
erable labor  to  produce  an  order  of  exercises  that  would  be  perfect 
in  all  its  details  without  a  certainty  of  accomplishing  the  object 
aimed  at.  We  have,  however,  arrived  at  results  which  have  mate- 
rially changed  the  character  and  advanced  the  interests  of  the 
School. 

The  time  allotted  to  the  classes  in  the  short  days  being  six  hours, 
and  in  the  long  ones  seven  hours,  the  day  is  divided  into  eight 
periods  of  time  of  three  quarters  of  an  hour  each,  for  the  short  days, 
and  one  hour  each  for  the  long  ones.  At  the  expiration  of  each  of 
these  periods  the  classes  change,  and  each  one  leaves  the  Instructor 
with  which  it  was  engaged,  and  repairs  to  another.  These  divi- 
sions of  time  are  distributed  among  the  classes  so  as  to  give  to  all 
sufficient  recitations  in  their  different  Departments,  with  a  proper 
allotment  of  time  for  study.  The  arrangement  by  which  the  classes 
are  provided  with  study  hours  at  the  School  without  interruption 
from  the  recitation  of  classes  in  the  same  room  is  very  beneficial, 
particularly  to  the  young  Students,  who  frequently  can  obtain  no 
assistance  at  home  in  the  preparation  of  their  recitations. 

The  Students  are  arranged  into  nine  divisions,  corresponding  to 
the  nine  first  letters  of  the  Alphabet.  The  lowest  class  is  designated 
by  the  letter  A,  and  the  most  advanced  by  the  letter  I.  The  Stu- 
dents of  the  first  year,  upon  their  admission  into  the  School,  are 
divided  into  classes  of  about  40  each.  They  are  arranged  for 
the  courses  of  study  they  have  determined  to  pursue,  which  is  the 
choice  of  their  parents,  under  a  rule  of  the  Board  granting  them  the 
privilege  of  making  selection  of  their  studies.  The  courses  of  study 
are  two  :  the  full,  or  Classical  Course,  embracing  the  Ancient  Lan- 
guages and  the  English  and  Mathematical  branches,  and  the  Eng- 
lish Course,  which  comprehends  the  English  and  Mathematical 
branches.  The  Modern  Languages  may  be  learned  by  the  Students 
of  either  course.  Each  of  these  courses  passes  over  a  period  of 
four  years.  It  is  a  most  difficult  subject  so  to  apportion  the  studies 
of  the  School  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  all  the  Students ;  nevertheless 
it  is  a  most  desirable  object  to  perform  the  duty  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  Education  obtained  would  be  beneficial  to  them  in  following 
any  occupation  they  might  think  proper  to  select  after  leaving 
School.  The  mode  of  ascertaining  the  wishes  of  parents  in  refer- 
ence to  this  subject  is  by  addressing  them  a  circular  at  the  opening 
of  the  School,  desiring  each  to  select  from  the  courses  of  study  that 
which  they  desire  the  Student  to  pursue,  and  notify  the  Principal  of 
the  School  as  soon  as  practicable.

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MODE  OF  INSTKUCTION. 

[t  is  proper  that  some  description  of  the  method  of  imparting 
instruction  to  the  Students  of  the  Central  High  School  should  be 
given,  so  that  a  proper  judgment  may  be  formed  of  the  merits  of  the 
Institution. 

In  the  Classical  Department,  and  also  that  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages, the  number  of  recitations  in  every  week  is  sufficient  to 
afford  the  students  opportunities  of  cultivating  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  these  languages.  Recitations  in  Grammar,  translations  and 
writing  Latin  exercises,  are  frequently  practised.  The  Student  is 
made  familiar  with  the  history  and  literature  of  the  language,  and 
although  all  the  works  used  as  text  books  are  not  read  entirely 
through,  which  is  not  necessary,  enough  is  accomplished  to  give 
a  knowledge  of  the  style  of  authors  and  the  idioms  of  the  language. 
In  Greek  the  same  method  of  Instruction  is  pursued  as  in  Latin. 
In  teaching  both  languages.  Ancient  Geography,  Antiquities  and 
Mythology  are  introduced  when  they  are  incidentally  connected 
with  the  text.  Examples  are  also  given  to  show  how  far  the  struc- 
ture of  our  own  language  is  dependent  on  them. 

In  teaching  the  French,  Spanish,  and  German  languages,  as  well 
as  the  Latin  and  Greek,  the  efforts  of  the  Instructors  are  directed  in 
giving  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  structure.  Exercises  in 
Grammar,  translations  from  English  into  these  languages,  anl  from 
them  into  English,  and  writing  exercises,  receive  particular  atten- 
tion. The  Student  is  so  trained  in  pursuing  these  studies  as  to  give 
him  a  facility  in  imdefistanding  them  when  spoken  to,  and  also  in 
speaking  them. 

The  Mathematical  may  be  considered  one  of  the  most  important 
Departments  of  the  school.  Several  of  the  Instructors  are  engaged 
in  teaching  in  this  Department,  in  consequence  of  all  the  Students 
being  required  to  attend  to  this  study,  no  matter  which  of  the 
courses  may  have  been  selected  for  them.  This  Department  is  ren- 
dered as  effective  as  possible  by  using  proper  text  books  in  its  dif- 
ferent branches.  Arithmetic  is  very  thoroughly  reviewed  ;  Book- 
keeping, Algebra,  Geometry,  Mensuration,  Surveying,  with  the  use 
of  instruments.  Analytical  Geometry,  Navigation,  Conic  Sections, 
Calculus,  and  theoretical  and  practical  Astronomy  occupy  a  great 
portion  of  the  time  of  the  Students.  It  must  necessarily  be  so,  the 
subjects  being  of  so  intricate  a  nature  that  it  is  only  after  a  lapse  of 
time  engaged  in  arduous  study  that  the  mind  can  grasp  them  advan- 
tageously. In  teaching  Astronomy,  an  account  is  given  of  the  hea- 
venly bodies,  reference  is  had  to  the  Globes  and  other  Astronomical 
Instruments,  and  are  accompanied  with  the  solution  of  problems 
relating  to  Latitude,  Longitude,  &c. 

In  the  course  of  studies,  under  the  reorganization  of  the  School, 
Book-keeping  is  commenced  by  the  Student  during  the  first  year. 
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instead  of  later  in  his  course  of  studies,  as  was  formerly  the  case. 
This  is  an  important  and  beneficial  arrangement,  and  a  very  neces- 
sary one  in  a  mercantile  community.  This  study  and  that  of  Pen- 
manship are  of  as  much  practical  advantage  as  any  taught  in  the 
Institution,  and  receive  that  attention  which  their  importance  de- 
mands. Book-keeping  is  taught  theoretically  and  practically  ;  oral 
Instruction  is  pursued  where  it  is  properly  adapted  to  the  subject, 
and  a  practical  course  is  followed  as  soon  as  the  Students  become 
familiarized  with  the  principles  of  the  science.  Books  of  the  forms 
commonly  used  in  commercial  and  other  business  houses  are  fur- 
nished for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  the  various  methods  of  con- 
ducting a  set  of  books. 

An  excellent  method  of  teaching  this  science  might  be  adopted 
by  setting  apart  a  room  in  the  High  School  building  as  a  counting 
room,  with  all  the  books  necessary  for  business  transactions,  under 
the  direction  of  a  practical  accountant,  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  practice  of  the  counting-room.  This  plan  will  no  doubt  be 
adopted  by  the  Board  at  some  future  day. 

The  English  branches  of  study  receive  all  the  attention  their 
importance  demands.  Most  of  the  studies  of  this  department  will 
be  in  daily  requisition  by  the  Students  upon  their  assuming  the 
duties  of  active  life,  and  every  effort  is  therefore  made  to  store  their 
minds  with  information  which  is  deemed  so  useful.  The  subjects 
of  study  in  this  Department  are  numerous.  They  consist  of  Eng- 
lish Grammar,  Ancient  and  Modern  Geography,  History,  Moral  and 
Mental  Philosophy,  Political  Economy,  Physiology,  Natural  Phi- 
losophy, Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Rhetoric,  Logic,  Elocution,  and 
Composition.  The  teaching  of  the  branches  belonging  to  this  De- 
partment also  consumes  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  the 
Students  and  Instructors.  In  these  branches  text  books  are  used 
advantageously,  but  oral  Instruction  is  practised  to  a  very  great 
extent.  The  different  parts  of  English  Grammar  are  reviewed  with 
great  benefit.  The  writing  of  Compositions,  with  criticisms  from 
the  Instructors,  gives  a  very  good  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  know- 
ledge of  grammatical  construction.  Rhetoric  and  Logic,  in  like 
manner,  are  taught  theoretically  and  practically.  By  recitations 
and  lecturing,  the  Students  arc  familiarized  with  the  science  and  art 
of  composition,  reasoning,  and  expression,  and  receive  as  much 
mental  discipline  as  can  be  furnished  by  studies  of  this  character. 
The  Instruction  in  History  and  Geography  is  principally  by  means 
of  recitations.  Moral  and  Mental  philosophy  and  Political  Econ- 
omy are  taught  by  recitations  and  questions  propounded  by  the 
Instructors.  In  giving  Instruction  in  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemis- 
try, and  Mineralogy,  lectures  and  recitations  are  combined.  These 
branches,  particularly  Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry,  are  con- 
nected  in    such   a  variety  of  ways  with  the  affairs  of  business  life, 
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that  too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  them.  The  arts, 
trades,  and  manufactures  pursued  in  every  large  community  require 
that  these  branches  shall  be  frequently  turned  to  in  the  application 
of  their  principles.  Throughout  the  whole  course,  the  classes 
receive  Instruction,  illustrated  by  experiments  with  such  apparatus 
as  belongs  to  the  school,  thus  creating  an  interest  in  the  subjects 
treated,  and  engaging  their  attention  in  a  pleasing  manner  in  sci- 
ences which  will  be  highly  valuable  to  them. 

The  Department  of  Graphics  embraces  the  subjects  of  Writing 
and  Drawing,  and  forms  another  important  and  interesting  branch  in 
the  School.  The  Students  are  engaged  daily  in  receiving  Instruc- 
tion either  in  Writing  or  Drawing,  during  the  whole  course  of  stu- 
dies. The  method  pursued  includes  the  use  of  both  copy-books 
and  the  black-board.  In  Drawing,  the  application  of  the  principles 
of  straight  and  curved  lines  is  presented  by  practice  on  the  black- 
board, training  the  hand  to  imitate  wdiat  is  observed  by  the  eye. 
Drawing  and  copying  from  models  and  designs  found  in  the  text 
books,  and  also  from  those  prepared  on  the  black-board  by  the 
Instructor,  are  pursued  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  profitable 
knowledge  of  architectural  and  mechanical  Drawing. 

For  the  purpose  of  begetting  a  wholesome  stimulus  for  study 
among  the  students,  and  creating  and  preserving  a  proper  system  of 
discipline,  the  most  meritorious,  those  who  have  been  diligent  and 
have  progressed  in  their  studies,  are  promoted  to  higher  classes, 
and  those  who  have  been  careless  and  negligent  are  transferred  to 
lower  divisions.  Monthly  reports  of  the  standing  in  the  classes  and 
their  conduct  in  the  School  are  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  Students. 
Monthly  reports  to  the  Committee  on  the  School,  who  have  fre- 
quent interviews  with  the  Students  for  the  purpose  of  admonishing 
delinquents  and  encouraging  the  tardy  to  make  additional  ex- 
ertion. In  their  visits  to  the  School,  the  Committee  has  many 
opportunities  of  presenting  to  the  Students  the  advantages  of  a 
good  Education,  and  of  teaching  them  the  proper  motives  that 
should  govern  them  in  the  pursuit  of  Knowledge.  The  views  of 
youth  during  their  pupilage  are  so  very  different,  and  they  present 
such  a  diversity  of  character,  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  point  out 
any  definite  method  by  which  they  can  be  excited  to  improvement. 
A  system  of  rewards  alone  is  objectionable,  because  honors  are  fre- 
quently conferred  upon  those  wdio  have  ability  to  acquire  Know- 
ledge easily,  rather  than  upon  those  who  have  been  industrious  and 
attentive  at  their  studies.  They  also  have  a  tendency  to  excite 
envy  and  ill  feeling.  The  Students  should  be  taught  to  disregard 
selfish  aims,  and  view  the  love  of  Knowledge  and  Science  as  the 
proper  motive  for  excitement  to  study.  There  should  be  blended 
with  these  measures  something  practical  in  the  form  of  an  artificial 
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Standard,  to  which  all  might  reach  with  proper  exertions  in  order  to 
ensure  success. 

We  have  submitted  somewhat  in  detail,  and  we  hope  in  a  satis- 
factory manner,  the  course  of  studies  an  1  the  mode  of  Inslruciion 
pursued  in  the  Central  High  School  since  its  reorganization.  It  iS 
not  pretended  that  it  is  perfect.  It  has  thus  far,  however,  in  its 
execution,  produced  highly  beneficial  results,  and  promises  to  be  in 
the  highest  degree  serviceable  in  future. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  GENERAL  POLICE. 

Connected  closely  with  the  subject  of  the  studies  of  the  School  is 
the  mode  of  Discipline  as  well  as  the  manner  of  sustaining  it.  Great 
difficulty  will  always  be  experienced  in  applying  a  system  of  Disci- 
pline where  there  are  large  numbers  to  be  governed.  And  this  dif- 
ficulty w^ill  be  materially  increased  on  account  of  the  great  variety  of 
dispositions  found  among  the  subjects  to  be  dealt  with.  The  effort 
has  been  made,  and  we  think  successfully,  to  produce  a  proper  state 
of  Discipline  by  mild  and  persuasive  means.  And  the  mode  of 
government  has  been  directed  so  as  to  make  its  appeals  to  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  Students  rather  than  to  their  fears. 

The  Students  immediately  after  their  admission  are  made  acquain- 
ted with  the  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  School  and  the 
character  of  the  punishment  that  will  be  inflicted  for  violations  of 
them.  The  regulations  are  placed  in  prominent  places  about  the 
building,  and  also  in  the  desk  of  each  Student  so  that  a  want  of 
knowledge  of  the  rules  may  notT)e  offered  as  an  apology  for  delin- 
quencies. And  when  any  new  rule  is  adopted  or  alteration  made  in 
existing  regulations,  information  is  immediately  communicated  to 
the  whole  School.  Frequent  occasion  is  taken  by  the  Principal  and 
Instructors  to  remind  the  Students  of  the  duties  required  of  them, 
and  the  responsibilities  enjoined  upon  them  by  the  rules  of  the 
School.  The  benefits  of  Education  and  the  advantages  to  be  ob- 
tained by  a  strict  observance  of  the  rules  are  fully  impressed  upon 
their  minds.  They  are  warned  against  the  faults  and  errors  liable  to 
be  committed  by  youth.  The  difficulties  and  dangers  resulting 
to  their  character  and  position  in  society,  and  their  future  welfare 
from  a  neglect  to  remedy  their  indiscretions  and  delinquencies  are 
plainly  laid  open  before  them.  At  the  same  time  they  are  taught 
the  importance  of  a  proper  regard  for  the  admonition  and  advice  ad- 
ministered to  them.  They  are  advised  to  cultivate  a  good  temper; 
the  value  of  good  conduct  and  its  effects  in  producing  ha|)piness  are 
exhibited  to  them  ;  every  effort  is  made  to  diffuse  a  spirit  of  affec- 
tion among  the  Students  ;  they  are  taught  that  the  true  nature  of 
the  duties  required  of  them  is  not  in  opposition  to  their  well-being, 
but  if  properly  followed  will  secure  to  them  innumerable  blessings  ; 
they  are  assured  that  the  mode  of  discipline  is  intended  to  provide 
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for  them  permanent  beneficial  results,  and  if  obeyed,  will  surely  ac- 
complish that  desirable  end.  By  observing  closely  the  general  prin- 
ciples just  named  in  relation  to  Discipline,  the- Students  generally 
soon  perceive  that  their  interests  and  the  character  of  the  School 
are  identified,  and  equally  depend  upon  their  good  conduct.  They 
feel  that  they  are  led  by  a  friendly  hand,  and  a  sympathy  between 
them  and  the  Instructors  is  established  and  cherished. 

From  what  has  been  said  on  the  subject  of  Discipline,  the  impres- 
sion must  not  be  created  that  the  government  of  the  Schools  is  en- 
forced by  the  power  of  Rhetoric  alone.  There  are  punishments  in 
reserve  for  those  who  cannot  be  reclaimed  from  their  irregularities 
by  admonition,  as  the  personal  lessons  of  experience  of  some  will 
abundantly  prove.  We  will  not  enter  into  a  very  minute  description 
of  the  methods  by  which  the  Discipline  of  the  School  is  enforced. 
The  government  of  the  School  is  vested  in  the  Principal  who  is  as- 
sisted by  the  advice  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board.  Each  Instructor 
however  has  full  authority  to  enforce  the  regulations  of  the  School 
in  his  own  class-room. 

A  strict  accountability  is  required  of  every  one  connected  with  the 
Institution,  and  all  are  made  acquainted  with  their  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities. The  Instructors  are  held  responsible  for  the  improve- 
ment of  their  classes  and  the  safe-keeping  of  the  furniture  in  their 
respective  class-rooms  during  the  time  they  are  occupied  by  them. 
When  the  School  is  not  in  session,  the  Janitor  is  held  responsible 
for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  whole  building,  and  the  class-rooms  du- 
ring School  hours  when  not  occupied  by  the  Instructors.  Every 
Student  who  last  occupied  a  seat  is  held  accountable  for  it  and  is 
directed  to  report  immediately  any  injury  he  may  discover,  other- 
wise he  will  be  charged  with  it ;  he  is  also  responsible  for  any 
School  property  in  his  possession.  Any  misconduct  in  the  study  or 
class-room,  in  the  hall,  on  the  stairways,  in  the  yard,  or  other  pre- 
mises of  the  School  is  marked  against  those  offending.  The  Stu- 
dents are  held  responsible  for  any  ungentlemanly  conduct  in  the 
streets.  Failure  to  prepare  recitations  meets  with  suitable  punish- 
ment. Absence  and  lateness  without  justifiable  cause  is  also  pun- 
ished. Flagrant  cases  of  misconduct  are  reported  to  the  Principal, 
who  either  adjudges  the  punishment,  or  reports  to  the  Committee  on 
the  School.  The  conduct  of  the  whole  School  is  made  the  subject 
of  monthly  reports  to  the  Committee.  By  this  arrangement  frequent 
personal  interviews  take  place  between  the  Principal  and  the  Stu- 
dents anci  also  the  Committee  on  the  School,  and  we  are  satisfied 
with  great  advantage  to  the  delinquent  from  the  kind  manner  in 
which  admonition  is  received  and  the  improvement  that  follows. 

The  penalties  for  violations  of  the  rules  of  the  School  are  in  pro- 
portion to  the  grades  of  the  offence.  The  character  of  the  punish- 
ment is  as  follows  :  detention  after  the  sessions  of  the  School,  deten- 
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tion  ill  the  study  or  class-rooms  during-  recess,  suspension  and  ex- 
pulsion from  the  School,  or  withdrawal  by  the  parent  or  t^uardian  at 
the  request  of  the  Committee.  The  milder  forms  of  punishment 
have  been  in  a  majority  of  cases  sufficient  to  bring  the  insubordinate 
Student  to  performance  of  duty.  Although  very  few  cases  indeed 
of  insubordination  have  occurred  requiring  severe  treatment,  still  it 
has  been  necessary  occasionally  to  resort  to  vigorous  and  prompt 
measures  to  secure  a  proper  observance  of  Discipline.  But  a  single 
case  of  suspension  for  any  length  of  time  has  occurred  up  to  the 
present  period  of  this  Scholastic  year.  The  effort  to  establish  a  pro- 
per system  of  Discipline  in  the  High  School  has  been  we  think  suc- 
cessful. That  there  would  be  some  difficulty  in  the  first  instance  in 
enforcing  the  new  regulations  was  anticipated,  but  uniformity  and 
perseverance  in  administering  the  Discipline  of  the  School  has  ac- 
complished such  important  results,  that  the  harmonious  action  of  the 
system  is  rarely  disturbed  and  a  resort  to  severe  measures  seldom 
required. 

IRREGULARITY  OF  ATTENDANCE. 

The  want  of  Punctuality  and  Irregularity  in  the  attendance  of  the 
Students  of  the  Central  High  School  has  been  an  evil  of  great  mag- 
nitude ever  since  the  establishment  of  the  Institution.  It,  at  one 
time  had  assumed  so  formidable  an  aspect  as  to  lead  to  the  impres- 
sion that  very-  little  benefit  could  be  accomplished  by  the  best  direc- 
ted efforts  of  the  Instructors  whilst  so  many  were  absent  from  their 
recitations  ;  certainly,  under  such  circumstances,  it  was  impossible  to 
expect  improvement  in  those  who  were  negligent  of  the  rule  of 
Punctuality.  The  peculiar  organization  of  the  School  will  not  ad- 
mit of  the  loss  of  time  caused  by  the  frequent  interruptions  to  which 
all,  both  Instructors  and  Students  who  are  attentive  to  their  duties, 
are  exposed  by  this  defect  in  others.  It  requires  close  and  constant 
application  to  study  to  acquire  Knowledge,  and  to  unfold  with  profit 
the  advantages  offered  by  the  Institution.  The  time  of  the  Instruc- 
tors could  not  be  consumed  in  examining  daily  the  excuses  of  some 
40  or  50  Students  who  had  failed  to  occupy  their  seats  regularly. 
It  was  too  valuable  to  be  thus  disposed  of.  It  was  not  only  time 
lost  to  the  delinquents,  but  the  progress  of  the  attentive  and  indus- 
trious was  interfered  with  to  a  very  considerable  extent.  Wherever 
a  want  of  Punctuality  exists  serious  inconvenience  is  produced,  and 
often  great  evils  result  from  the  formation  of  such  a  habit.  The 
Board  felt  it  a  duty  to  make  some  regulation  by  which  the  Students 
might  be  taught  not  only  to  avoid  this  evil  but  to  cultivate  the  op- 
posite quality.  The  character  of  the  School  in  the  community  was 
suffering,  and  the  public  began  to  feel  less  interest  in  it  and  ceased 
to  estimate  it  at  its  proper  value.  Upon  an  investigation  of  this 
matter,  it  was  discovered  that  a  considerable  amount  of  the  Irregu- 
^larity  in  attendance  was  caused  frequently  either  by  the  indulgence 
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of  parents,  or  by  requiring  the  performance  by  the  Student  of  some 
trifling  office  which  could  be  as  conveniently  and  suitably  done  at 
another  time,  and  without  interfering  with  his  Scholastic  duties.  It 
was  found  that  if  a  few  minutes  w^ere  allowed  in  w^hich  the  seats 
might  be  taken,  the  tardy  would  not  arrive  in  time,  and  injury  was 
worked  to  those  who  were  punctual.  The  rule  adopted  is  to  open 
the  doors  of  the  building  and  ring  the  bell  a  half  hour  before  the 
time  for  commencing  the  exercises  of  the  classes.  As  soon  as  the 
exercises  have  commenced  the  bell  is  rung  again,  and  the  doors  are 
closed  when  all  must  be  in  their  seats  for  which  ample  time  has 
been  allowed.  After  this  time  no  Student  is  admitted  w^ithout  a 
note  from  one  of  the  Committee.  In  case  of  absence,  a  note  must 
be  produced  from  a  member  of  the  Committee  or  from  the  parent  or 
guardian  signed  by  one  of  the  Committee.  The  Principal  is  re- 
quired to  notify  parents  or  guardians  in  every  case  of  absence,  sta- 
ting the  length  of  time  the  Student  has  been  absent.  The  sickness 
of  the  Student  himself,  or  sickness  or  death  of  some  member  of  the 
family  is  admitted  as  the  only  proper  cause  for  absence,  and  is  at 
once  received.  But  in  all  other  cases  some  grown  person  connec- 
ted with  the  absentee  must  call  on  a  member  of  the  Committee. 
This  course  has  become  necessary  on  account  of  truant  playing,  and 
the  imposition  frequently  practised  on  the  Instructors  by  forging 
notes  for  excuses.  Those  who  come  late  are  detained  at  the  close 
of  the  School  to  make  up  the  lost  time.  Under  these  regulations 
frequent  interviews  take  place  between  the  Committee  and  parents 
or  guardians  of  the  Students,  which  have  had  a  very  beneficial  influ- 
ence in  cultivating  a  friendly  feeling  in  regard  to  the  duties  of  the 
several  parties  connected  with  the  School.  It  has  rarely  occurred 
after  such  interviews,  and  a  free  and  full  explanation  of  the  objects 
and  motives  of  the  Commissioners  that  a  ready  compliance  with  the 
regulations  is  refused ;  usually  evident  proofs  of  approbation  are 
given,  and  a  willing  disposition  exhibited  to  co-operate  w^ith  the  oflSi- 
cers  of  the  School  in  maintaining  the  Discipline. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

In  providing  for  the  Intellectual  and  Moral  improvement  of  the 
Pupils  committed  to  their  care,  the  Commissioners  would  not  be 
true  to  their  duties  if  they  did  not  also  regard  Physical  training  as 
necessary  to  a  proper  development  of  the  human  body.  This  sub- 
ject has  frequently  been  discussed  by  the  members  of  the  Board,  and 
various  plans  have  been  presented  w^hich  the  want  of  means  has  pre- 
vented Jrora  being  introduced.  For  the  healthful  and  vigorous  ac- 
tion of  the  mind  a  sound  and  proper  action  and  growth  of  the  body 
is  required. 

The  question  arises  what  can  be  done  for  Physical  development 
in  the  Schools  ?     Much  can  be  accomplished  by  the  teachers  incul- 
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eating  such  a  management  of  the  Pupils  as  will  not  check  the  health- 
ful action  or  growth  of  any  part  of  the  system.     Exercise,  posture 
of  the  body,  light  and  air  must  be  regarded  as  the  principal  agents 
in  Physical  training.     The  play-ground  may  be  considered  the  most 
suitable  place  in  which  Physical  Instruction  can  be  practised  to  any 
extent.     The  arrangements  of  our  Schools  generally  do  not  admit  of 
a  play-ground  sufficiently  extensive  to  introduce  any  regular  system 
of  gymnastic  exercises  so  necessary  in  a  large  city  for  the  healthful 
action  of  the  body,  and  no  means  are  provided  to  furnish  gymnastic 
apparatus.     To  meet  the  dilficulties  on  this  subject,  proper  attention 
is  paid  to  the  arrangements  of  the  study  and  class  rooms  so  that  the 
Pupils  are  not  required  to  assume  a  cramped  and  uncomfortable  pos- 
ture.   No  position  is  occupied  long,  but  changes  are  frequently  made. 
This  is   easily  accomplished  by  the   changes  of  classes  in   retiring 
from  and  returning  to  class  rooms,  and  also  by  granting  short  reces- 
ses  during  the   sessions  of  the   Schools   when  all  are  at  liberty  to 
breathe  fresh  air  and  exercise  their  limbs.     But  the  most  important 
promoter  of  Physical  developement  is  exercise  in  a  pure  atmosphere. 
The  character  of  the  exercise  adopted  should  combine  the  greatest 
variety  of  principles,  and  where  they  can  be  rendered  useful  they  are 
the   most   desirable.     In  the  accomplishment   of  this  object,  which 
has  attracted  considerable  attention  among  those  having  charge  of 
the  Education   of  youth  in  the  large   cities  of  our  own  and  other 
countries,  the  propriety  of  introducing  the  Military  drill  has  been 
considered  and  in  some  instances  it  has  been  adopted  and  used  with 
success.     No   plan   of  Physical  culture  has  been  suggested  to  the 
Board  supperior  to  the  drill.     It  is  an  exercise  favorable  to  health, 
suitable  to  develope   muscular  power,  to  produce  system,  to  ensure 
good  order  and  to  cultivate  habits  of  attention  among  the  Students. 
It  will  also  give  additional  opportunities  of  drawing  out,  and  becom- 
ing acquainted  with  the  individual  character  of  the  Students  which 
is  by   no  means  unimportant  in  a   moral  pomt  of  view.     For  the 
above  reasons,  the    Board   has  introduced   into   the   Central  High 
School  Military  Exercises  as  a  part  of  the  system  of  Instruction  to 
be  pursued  in  that  School,  and  has  engaged  as  Military  Instructor 
Major  Blown,  so  well  known  in  the  community  for  his  capacity  as  a 
Military  drill  officer. 

COMMENCEMENT. 

The  Board  ever  anxious  to  elevate  the  character  aud  advance  the 
cause  of  Education  in  our  city,  determined  to  avail  itself  of  the  au- 
thority granted  in  the  Ordinances  creating  the  Public  Schools,  and 
deliver  certificates  and  testimonials  to  such  of  the  Students  of  the 
Central  High  School  as  merited  them.  The  result  of  this  proceeding 
will  doubtless  not  only  have  a  wholesome  influence  in  the  community, 
but  it  will  also  exercise  a  more  direct  agency  among  the  Students 
in  impelling  them  forward  in  their  studies  by  placing  prominently 
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before  their  view  the  reward  of  merit  as  an  additional  motive  for 
exertion.  In  conferring  the  honors  of  the  Institution,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  use  precaution-  and  discrimination,  and  confine  them  to 
those  only  who  were  entitled  to  the  distinction  under  the  law  from 
positive  knowledge  and  attainments  in  the  branches  taught  in  the 
School.  An  examination  of  the  fourth  year  class  was  held  in  the 
latter  part  of  July,  and  Masters  Joseph  Vansant  and  H.  H.  Brun^ng 
having  completed  the  full  term  and  full  course  of  studies,  and  having 
passed  satisfactory  examinations  were  entitled  to  the  highest  honors 
of  the  Institution.  Masters  Robert  H.  Gushing,  Jos.  Thompson, 
Edwd.  C.  Cockey,  Jos.  Oliver,  Jacob  L.  Husband,  Stephen  Law- 
son,  Wm.  Sollers  and  Thos.  N.  Sanderson,  having  completed  par- 
tial courses  of  the  full  term,  and  passing  satisfactory  examinations 
were  entitled  to  and  received  testimonials  declaring  their  proficiency 
in  the  several  branches  of  study  which  they  had  respectively  pur- 
sued. Each  of  these  young  gentlemen  wrote  an  essay  which  has 
been  deposited  with  the  Board.  A  public  Commencement,  which 
w^^s  the  first  annual  one,  Was  held  ,on  the  27th  November  last,  when 
the  testimonials  were  delivered  to  the  graduates.  Addresses  were 
delivered  by  the  following  graduates  who  acquitted  themselves  in  a 
very  creditable  manner,  viz  :  H.  H.  Bruning,  Jos.  Thompson,  Ro- 
bert N.  Gushing  and  Joseph  Vansant,  who  delivered  the  valedicto- 
ry. The  occasion  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  His  Excellency 
E.  Louis  Lowe  the  Governor  of  the  State,  the  Hon.  J.  H.  T.  Je- 
rome, the  Mayor  of  the  Gity,  each  of  whom  delivered  an  address. 
The  honorary  address  was  delivered  by  our  highly  eloquent  towns- 
man S.  Teackle  Wallis,  Esqr.,  who  kindly  consented  to  perform  the 
duty.  Seldom  has  it  fallen  to  the  lot  of  the  Gommissioners  to  see 
such  marked  approbation  as  was  exhibited  by  the  interest  and  atten- 
tion with  which  the  proceedings  were  received  by  the  large  and  re- 
spectable audience  that  had  assembled  on  the  occasion.  Very  ben- 
eficial results  are  expected  to  follow  this  first  demonstration  before 
the  public  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  Stu- 
dents of  the  School  from  a  proper  observance  of  the  rules  and  atten- 
tion to  study. 

FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  Female  High  Schools,  one  in  the  Eastern  and  the 
other  in  the  Western  part  of  the  Gity,  so  as  to  accommodate  the 
residents  in  these  sections. 

OBJECTS,  ADMISSION,    CLASSIFICATION,   MODE    OF  INSTRUCTION, 
AND   DISCIPLINE. 

The  Objects  had  in  view  in  establishing  these  Schools  and  the 
qualifications  for  Admission  have  already  been  mentioned  in  another 
part  of  this  report.  The  Glassification  of  the  Pupils  and  the  Mode 
of  Gommunicating  Instruction  are  the  same  as  in  the  Gentral  High 
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School,  as  far  as  they  can  be  made  applicable  to  an  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  young  ladies.  The  plan  of  Governing  and  Disci- 
plining these  Schools  is  based  upon  the  general  principles  men- 
tioned under  that  subject  when  explaining  the  system  of  Govern- 
ment of  the  Central  High  School.  The  Pupils  of  these  Schools  are 
of  such  an  age  that  self-government  is  more  forcibly  encouraged 
among  them,  and  is  principally  depended  upon  for  the  maintenance 
of  good  order  and  propriety.  But  the  thoughtless  and  those  not 
properly  appreciating  their  position  are  checked,  and  restrained  by 
the  Instructors  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  rules.  Each  Princi- 
pal is  entrusted  with  the  Government  of  his  School,  and  receives 
the  aid  and  advice  of  a  Committee  of  the  Board.  All  the  Instruc- 
tors however  are  responsible  for  the  improvement  and  proper  beha- 
vior of  the  classes  while  under  their  charge.

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OCCUPATIONS  OF  PARENTS  AND  GUARDIANS. 

It  is  to  some  persons  in  the  community  a  subject  of  inquiry 
whether  the  doors  of  the  High  Schools  are  opened  alike  to  the 
children  of  all  classes  of  society  ?  They  were  certainly  designed  for 
all  who  might  feel  a  disposition  to  avail  themselves  of  their  benefits, 
and  would  comply  with  the  regulations  governing  admissions  to 
them.  These  regulations  present  no  other  test  than  that  of  proper 
qualifications,  viz  :  age,  moral  character,  attainments,  &c.  Any 
other  dispensation  of  their  advantages  would  be  a  perversion  of  the 
objects  of  their  organization,  and  be  a  perfect  mockery  of  the  in- 
tention of  their  founders  if  they  did  not  meet  the  wants  of  the  whole 
community.  It  is  reasonable  that  every  one  should  have  a  desire 
to  be  satisfied  that  all  have  free  access  to  the  School  and  that  the 
doors  are  closed  against  none.  To  realize  the  proof  that  the  children 
of  no  portion  of  the  community  are  shut  out  from  the  privileges  of 
these  Institutions,  it  w^as  supposed  that  a  very  strong  argument 
would  be  furnished  by  the  publication  of  the  Occupations  of  the  par- 
ents of  the  Pupils  of  the  three  High  Schools,  and  that  it  would  be 
the  most  reliable  method  of  settling  this  question.  In  the  Appendix 
Tables  2,  5,  7,  contain  the  names  of  the  Pupils  enrolled  in  the  three 
High  Schools  in  September,  arranged  under  their  respective  years 
of  study,  and  Tables  3,  6,  8  show  the  Occupations  followed  by  their 
parents  or  guardians.  From  an  examination  of  these  statements  it 
is  evident  that  these  Schools  are  a  common  benefit,  and  we  are  satis- 
fied that  a  very  large  majority  of  the  Pupils  are  indebted  to  these 
Institutions  for  the  means  of  obtaining  a  liberal  Education. 

The  reports  of  the  Principals  of  the  High  Schools  stating  their 
condition  at  the  time  they  were  closed  previous  to  the  Christmas 
holidays  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

INFLUENCE  UPON  THE  SCHOOL  SYSTEM. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  High  Schools,  Public  Education  in 
our  City  l»s  increased  much  in  efficiency  and  popularity.  There 
has  been  a  very  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Pupils,  and  frequent 
calls  are  made  for  the  extension  of  School  facilities  to  parts  of  the 
City  heretofore  unprovided.  The  Schools  have  increased  in  the 
value  of  the  Instruction  imparted  as  well  as  in  numbers.  The  im- 
provements in  the  Educational  facilities  of  the  Schools  and  their  in- 
creased prosperity  date  from  the  period  of  the  organization  of  the 
Central  High  School.  An  increase  of  nearly  one  thousand  chil- 
dren in  the  Public  Schools  since  1st  day  of  January  1851,  is  an  evi- 
dence of  the  growing  popularity  of  our  System,  and  of  the  favor  it 
is  obtaining  among  our  citizens.     Properly  fostered  and  encouraged 
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and  under  correct  management  they  must  operate  efficiently  in  the 
elevation  of  the  public  mind,  and  the  consequent  improvement  of 
public  morals.

REPORT 

OF    THE 

PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


Central  High  School, 
Baltimore  December  llth,  1851. 
To  the  Honorable 

the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  in  Baltimore : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Annual  Report  which  I  here  respectfully  submit,  of  the  present 
condition  of  the  Central  High  School  of  this  City,  will  be  found  to  com- 
prise a  number  of  facts  and  statements,  that  clearly  indicate  the  increas- 
ing respectability  of  the  Institution. 

In  September  last,  we  admitted  into  the  School  156  Students,  of  those 
who  had  previously  been  examined,  for  that  purpose,  and  retained  of  the 
former  pupils  141,  in  all  297,  making  in  the  aggregate,  a  much  greater 
number  than  at  any  former  period.  In  evidence,  also  of  the  value  set 
upon  the  advantages  of  the  School  during  the  quarter  ending  November 
24th  ulto.,  fewer  boys,  by  a«material  difference,  took  their  departure  for 
business  or  other  causes,  than  within  any  previous  quarter  since  my  con- 
nexion with  the  Institution. 

The  late  re-organization  of  the  School,  and  other  plans  of  improvement 
make  an  important  era  in  its  character  and  operations,  and  cannot  fail  of 
greatly  promoting  its  educational  agencies  and  usefulness-  Tiiese  points 
or  particulars  I  shall  now  proceed  to  enumerate  in  some  detail,  not  so 
much  for  the  information  of  the  Board,  to  whom  I  apprehend  tliey  are 
already  known,  as  to  present  the  subject  in  its  proper  and  full  connex- 
ions.    I  will  then,  in  the  first  place  remark,  that  both  in  respect  of  the 
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interior  structure  and  arrangements  of  the  house,  and  the  economy  or 
system  of  its  scholastic  organism,  the  School  has  undergone  some  impor- 
tant changes  and  modifications.  The  highest  story  of  the  Building  is 
now  thrown  into  one  large  and  commodious  Room,  which  is,  throughout 
well  and  conveniently  furnished  with  desks  for  the  Teachers  and  Pupils, 
and  is  exclusively  used  for  assembling  the  School,  and  for  purposes  of 
study  and  preparatory  instruction.  In  the  next  place,  the  lower  parts  of 
the  Building  are  divided  off  into  nine  spacious  and  well  arranged  class- 
rooms, in  which  all  the  recitations  are  heard.  In  the  division  of  time 
and  of  labor  also,  the  distribution  of  both  is  so  arranged,  that  all  the 
classes  in  regular  rotation  have  known  and  definite  periods  of  forty-five 
minutes  each,  for  both  study  and  recitation,  and  in  such  order  that  no 
one  Department  or  subject,  conflicts  with  another,  and  some  one. Teacher 
is  always  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the  boys  whose  turn  it  is  to  be  in  the 
Study-Room.  Moreover,  to  give  greater  system  and  facility  to  the  plan, 
each  Instructor  is  furnished  with  a  printed  table  of  the  daily  exercises  of 
the  School,  and  every  Student  also,  with  a  printed  card  pasted  upon  the 
inside  of  his  desk,  noting  the  time  and  the  order  of  all  his  recitations 
for  each  day  of  the  week.  In  this  way  the  entire  business  of  the  School 
is  completely  delineated  as  on  a  Chart,  and  all  know  at  a  glance  what  is 
next  to  be  done.  In  like  manner,  for  the  greater  efficiency  of  order  and 
government  in  the  School,  there  are  large  printed  placards  of  the  rules 
and  regulations,  suspended  in  the  Study  and  Class-Rooms,  and  as  well,  a 
copy  of  them  in  the  desk  of  each  Student,  that  they  may  at  all  times  be 
directly  admonished  of  what  they  have  to  do,  and  how  they  are  to  be- 
have. In  these  respects,  the  code  of  discipline  could  not  well  be  more 
complete,  or  better  arranged  and  adapted  to  keep  up  its  constant  im- 
pression. 

In  the  classification  of  the  School,  as  to  the  kind  and  order  of  Studies 
pursued  therein,  besides  the  former  arrangement  of  the  boys  into  first, 
second,  third  and  fourth  years,  to  distinguish  their  Scholastic  ages,  and  to 
define  the  limits  within  which  they  can  receive  the  advantages  thus 
tendered  to  them,  there  are  also  nine  sub-divisions  of  the  entire  School, 
noted  by  letters  of  the  Alphabet;  the  first  letters,  from  A  to  D  inclusive, 
comprising  all  the  boys  of  the  first  year  grade,  and  from  E  to  I,  in  like 
manner  all  those  of  the  three  remaining  years. 

Fully  and  efficiently  to  organise  this  arrangement,  and  to  commence 
and  pursue  understandingly  its  educational  claims,  a  printed  circular  de- 
fining the  two  courses  of  Stud}^  pursued  in  the  School,  was  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Session  forwarded  to  each  parent,  requesting  him  to 
make  selection  according  to  his  own  judgment,  whether  of  the  Classical 
and  full  course  of  four  years,  or  the  English  course,  with  the  optional 
Study  ;  in  either  case,  of  the  Modern  Languages.  The  circular  referred 
to,  was  addressed  exclusively  to  the  parents  of  first  year  boys,  as  the 
Students  of  former  years  had  alread}^  made  their  choice.  The  following 
exhibit  will  now  present  to  the  Board  some  clear  though  general  outline 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  School  is  distributed  and  employed  in  the 
different  departments  of  Education.  Of  the  first  year  boys,  about  sixty 
adopted  the  Classical  course,  the  rest  the  English  ;  though  all  of  them 
are  pursuing  many   Studies  in  common;  as  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  His- 
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tory.  Algebra,  Geometry,  and  certain  branches  of  Natural  Sciences  with 
Vocal  Music.  Of  boys  of  the  same  year,  73  are  studying  German  ;  17 
French,  and  5  Spanish.  At  this  point,  I  will  state,  that  the  whole 
School  in  a  regular  rotation  of  classes,  attends  to  Penmanship  and  Draw- 
ing. Of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  year  Students,  a  much  greater 
proportion  are  pursuing  the  Classical  course  ;  100  German,  35  French, 
34  Spanish,  whilst  all  are  engaged  in  other  Studies  common  to  either 
course. 

The  plan  recently  adopted  and  now  in  operation  has  some  special 
advantages  over  the  old  system  in  regard  to  first  year  Students,  or  any 
that  contemplate  only  a  partial  course  of  education  ;  as  now,  with  the 
ordinary  English  studies,  they  are  taught  from  the  beginning  certain 
useful  branches  of  Natural  and  Experimental  Science,  with  the  Modern 
Languages :  the  former  in  the  daily  and  regular  exercises  of  the  School, 
the  latter  as  optional  studies,  in  the  sam.e  connexion.  This,  in  view  of 
the  practical  and  business  education  of  many  boys,  and  of  the  short  time 
they  may  have  to  spend  at  School,  is  certainly  a  valuable  innovation. 

To  give  all  reasonable  and  proper  impulse  to  the  School,  as  regards 
both  behaviour  and  improvement,  a  roll-book  is  kept  in  each  class  loom, 
and  for  each  lesson,  in  which  all  points  of  diligence  or  delinquency  are 
carefully  noted,  according  to  their  respective  character  or  merits.  Be- 
sides this,  a  monthly  report,  or  abstract,  made  up  from  the  roll-books,  is 
presented  from  each  Department  to  the  Principal  of  the  School,  and  by 
him  in  turn  to  the  Committee,  to  be  used  as  the  occasion  and  material  of 
any  public  condemnation  or  animadversion,  as  they  may  think  best. 
Nor  is  this  all.  Printed  forms  of  monthly  reports,  embracing  the  entire 
Course  of  Studies  in  the  School,  are  carefully  marked  by  each  Teacher, 
for  the  Students  and  subjects  under  his  particular  charge,  in  numeral 
characters  from  10,  as  the  highest  for  either  scholarship  or  behaviour, 
down  to  0,  and  sent  to  each  parent;  thus  showing  the  monthly  atten- 
dance, improvement,  good  or  bad  conduct  of  every  boy  in  the  School. 

In  this  connexion  I  will  remark  that  the  general  order,  both  in  the 
study  and  class  rooms,  is  good — in  the  latter,  for  the  most  part,  excellent. 
During  the  hours  of  business,  the  chief  exception  to  the  general  quiet  is 
at  the  change  of  classes,  when,  of  necessity,  there  is  much  commotion; 
but  it  is  momentary,  and  soon  over,  and  withal  carries  on  its  face  much 
of  the  life  and  stir  of  business,  as  well  as  the  orer-audible  effervescence 
of  youthful  ardor  and  animation.  Indeed,  as  to  the  essential  elements  of 
youthful  character,  such  as  give  a  value  and  a  charm  to  it  in  universal 
estimation,  I  feel  free  to  assert  it  as  my  deliberate  conviction  that  many, 
very  many  of  our  pr.pils  will  compare  most  favorably  with  the  same 
number  to  be  found  in  any  other  school  in  the  nation. 

I  here  add  my  cheerful  testimony  to  the  faithfulness  of  my  profes- 
sional colleagues  in  their  respective  Departments  of  Instruction  and  duty. 
With  such  aid,  the  youth  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Central  High 
School  cannot  fail  of  receiving  the  best  and  most  useful  education,  unless 
it  be  owing  to  some  deficiency  or  neglect  in  themselves. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  remark  that  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that 
the  character  and  merits  of  this  School  should  be  more  lully  known  and 
understood,   that  the   advantages  it  proffers   may  accordingly  be   more 
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justly  appreciated.  For  certainly  it  could  not  be  deemed  a  matter  of  small 
importance  that  in  this  city  is  established  an  Institution  of  learning  which, 
almost  gratuitously,  offers  to  every  class  of  its  inhabitants  all  the  essential 
advantages  of  a  complete  University  Education,  where,  with  the  Ancient 
Languages,  and  the  other  branches  of  a  regular  Collegiate  Course,  also  the 
Modern  Languages  and  the  useful  as  well  as  beautiful  accomplishments 
derivable  from  the  study  of  Graphics  on  the  most  extensive  scale,  may 
be  acquired  by  every  Student,  and  all,  too,  almost  as  a  mere  gratuity. 

This  fact,  with  the  influence  which  must  be  exerted,  and  indeed  is 
already  felt,  from  the  recent  commencement  exercises,  admitted  as  they 
are  on  all  hands,  to  have  been  so  creditable  to  the  graduated  class, 
augurs  and  guarantees  an  eminent  and  certain  destiny  to  the  Central 
High  School  of  this  city,  and  therewith  an  enduring  monument  to  gen- 
erations yet  unborn  of  the  enlightened  benevolence  and  genuine  patriot- 
ism of  its  founders  and  guardians.

of  Public  Schools : 
Gentlemen  : 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  ie})ort,  of 
the  operations,  condition,  and  prospects  of  the  Eastern  Female  High 
School,  as  it  will  exhibit  evidence  of  greater  prosperity  and  usefulness 
than  I  had  the  honor  to  present  in  my  last. 

On  the  first  of  September  1S49,  there  were  in  attendance  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  pupils.  Of  these,  sixty-one  returned  on  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember IS50,  seventy-four  having  left  the  School.  Seventy-six  were 
admitted  from  the  Grammar  Schools,  making  in  all,  for  the  year  I&50, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  On  the  first  of  September  of  1851, 
eighty-one  Pupils  of  the  former  year  returned,  fifty-nine  having  left. 
On  that  day  there  entered  from  the  Grammar  Schools,  one  hundred  and 
four,  making  the  number  for  1651  and  '5-2,  one  hundred  and  eighty-five. 
There  are  now  on  the  roll  the  names  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine, 
six  having  left  since  the  opening  of  ftie  School  on  the  first  of  September. 
The  number  of  withdrawals  this  year  is  much  less  than  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year,  yet  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  number  should  be  still  farther 
reduced,  as  it  would  indicate  a  much  better  condition  if  all  the  Pupils 
entering  would  remain  to  complete  the  entire  course  of  instruction. 

The  attendance  last  year  was  from  seventy-five  to  eighty  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number.  This  year  it  is  from  eighty-five  to  ninety  per  cent., 
which  indicates  a  decided  improvement  in  this  higrhly  important  particu- 
lar. Of  the  fifty-nine  who  withdrew  durinor  ^^,e  year  ending  July  31, 
twenty-two  were  of  the  graduating  class.  Th?se  had  pursued  the  pre- 
scribed  course  of  three  years.     Nearly  all  of  them  are  entitled  to  credit 
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for  the  manner  in  which  they  conducted  themselves,  and  for  the  posi- 
tion they  secured  m  scholastic  attainment.  Several  of  them  earned  an 
honorable  distinction,  and  will  doubtless  reflect  credit  on  their  Alma 
Mater.  Seven  of  the  young  ladies  of  the  graduating  class  have  returned 
to  pursue  the  studies  of  a  fourth  year  in  the  Normal  class  established  un- 
der the  rules  of  the  Board.  They  have  signified  their  intention  to  pur- 
sue the  avocation  of  Teaching,  and  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  gen- 
erous provisions  of  the  Board,  which  allow  them  most  ample  facilities  for 
the  purpose.  In  reference  to  these  young  ladies,  the  Principal  of  the 
Normal  class  will  report  to  you  more  fully.  In  their  review  of  the 
High  School  course,  they  must  become  still  more  familiar  with  the  Stu- 
dies they  have  pursued,  while  the  instruction  they  will  receive  on  the 
subject  of  practical  Teaching  in  the  Normal  class,  will  prepare  them  to 
assume,  with  confidence,  the  important  position  to  which  they  aspire. 

The  statement  presented  above,  showing  a  comparison  between  the 
past  two  years,  exhibits  an  improvement  both  in  the  number  of  pupils  re- 
maining in  the  School,  and  in  their  daily  attendance.  The  gain  in  the 
latter  is  from  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent.  This  affords  a  subject  for  pleasing 
contemplation,  as  it  shows  a  desire  of  the  Pupils  to  remain  in  School,  for 
the  purpose  of  advancing  in  knowledge,  and  improving  in  character,  and 
an  increasing  parental  solicitude  in  regard  to  a  matter  of  such  vital  im- 
portance to  the  child  as  a  liberal  education. 

The  schedule  of  studies  prepared  by  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the 
School  and  adopted  by  the  Board,  was  put  into  use  immediately  upon  its 
receipt.  It  is  a  decided  improvement  on  the  old  plan  of  dividing  the 
Pupils  into  as  many  classes  as  there  were  Teachers,  and  giving  to  each 
Teacher  the  exclusive  control  of  a  class.  Under  that  system  the  number 
and  diverse  character  of  the  studies  to  be  attended  to  by  the  Teacher, 
prevented  that  concentration  of  thought  upon  each  respective  branch, 
which  is  so  absolutely  essential  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject 
upon  which  instruction  is  given.  The  schedule  contemplates  instruction 
in  several  branches,  instead  of  classes.  Each  Teacher  has  the  study  or 
studies  allotted,  and  the  Pupils,  therefore  pass  through  the  various  classes 
receiving  their  information  in  each  branch  from  the  especial  Teacher  to 
whom  it  is  confided.  The  Teachers  now  feel  an  increased  responsibility 
in  their  various  departments  of  study,  and  instead  of  labouring  to  ad- 
vance classes  as  heretofore,  in  many  and  various  branches,  they  are  ena- 
bled to  bend  their  energies  to  the  accomplishment  of  a  greater  object — 
the  communication  oi  knowledge  in  the  various  stages  of  a  single  science, 
or  of  those  of  a  kindred  character. 

The  changes  that  occur  in  the  moving  of  the  classes  from  one  room  to 
another,  throu2;h  the  different  departments  of  the  Teachers,  not  only  af- 
ford relief  to  the  Pupils,  but  they  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  discipline. 
For  the  approval  of  all,  the  Teachers  must  now  be  desired  and  sought 
after  by  the  Pupil,  when,  if  confined  to  one,  the  constant  association  and 
necessarily  increased  familiarity  have  a  tendency  to  he  productive,  gen- 
erally, of  more  careless  behaviour  and  inattention  to  study.  The  Tea- 
chers also,  as  well  as  their  Pupils  are  relieved  by  the  changes,  and  enter 
upon  every  study  with  renewed  energy.  The  limited  accommodations 
of  the  building  at  present  occupied,  render  it  impossible  to  operate  in  the 
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use  of  the  schedule,  as  satisfactorily,  and  with  the  facility  that  larger 
rooms  would  allow.  Of  course,  the  entire  advantages,  in  practical  work- 
ings of  the  schedule,  therefore  cannot  be  ascertained  or  appreciated.  In 
the  new  and  commodious  house  now  in  the  course  of  erection  for  this 
School,  there  will  be  ample  room,  and  the  purpose  of  the  schedule  can 
be  fully  carried  out.  As  it  is,  however,  even  under  the  present  disad- 
vantages, the  improvement  is  plainly  discernible,  and  the  Teachers  en- 
joy a  high  gratification  in  its  contemplation.  Under  the  present  system, 
gentlemen,  there  will  be  a  most  valuable  gain  in  the  breaking  up  of  that 
mechanical  process  which  it  was  almost  impossible  to  prevent  under  the 
former  arrangement.  The  mind  requires  occasional  relaxation  and  relief, 
which  are  afforded  by  the  moving  of  the  classes  and  the  change  of  Tea- 
chers. There  is  much  loss  of  mental  power  in  the  dull  routine  of  me- 
chanical study,  and  it  is  of  high  importance,  therefore,  that  the  mind 
shoold  be  aroused  to  a  more  thoughtful,  expanding  and  improving  system. 
The  memorising  of  books  is  a  small  part  of  education,  and  when  this 
alone  is  pursued,  mere  mechanism  is  the  sole  result,  but  when  the  mind 
of  the  Pupil  is  drawn  out  upon  the  subject  matter  of  study,  its  thinking 
powers  must  be  improved  and  the  consequent  expansion  effected. 

In  regard  to  my  Assistants,  1  can  speak,  and  with  pleasure,  in  terms 
of  high  approbation.  The  studies  of  the  various  branches  respectively 
assigned  them  are  conducted  with  industry  and  energy,  and  the  order  of 
the  classes  is  maintained  by  them  all.  The  personal  deportment  present- 
ed to  the  Pupil  cannot  fail  to  have  its  effect  in  the  formation  of  female 
character.  This  object  is  advanced  by  the  late  change  of  assistants.  In 
tlfis  respect  the  School  is  fortunate,  for,  in  their  instructresses,  the  young 
ladies  have  before  them  such  examples,  as  if  followed,  will  result  in  the 
development  of  force  and  dignity. 

The  facilities  in  the  pursuit  of  study  and  the  maintenance  of  discipline 
are  not  as  complete  as  is  desired.  The  necessity  of  more  extended  ac- 
commodations, therefore,  is  felt  by  both  Teachers  and  Pupils,  and  all  are 
anxiously  looking  to  the  period,  when,  in  the  ample  rooms  of  the. new 
and  beautiful  edifice  erecte'd  for  them,  they  may,  with  gratitude  to  its 
originators,  its  advocates,  and  its  guardians,  possess  the  additional  advan- 
tages promised,  and  pursue  with  increased  alacrity  and  energy  the  plea- 
sing yet  arduous  duties  assigned  to  them.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools : 
Gentlemen  ; 

Agreeably  to  the  Rule  of  the  Board,  requiring  the  Principals  of  the 
High  Schools,  to  present  an  annual  statement  of  the  condition  of^he 
Schools  under  their  charge,  I  beor  leave  to  submit  the  followinor : 

The  Western  Female  High  School  opened  on  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber last,  with  214  Pupils,  87  were  admitted,  after  examination  from  the 
Female  Grammar  Schools,  and  ]'27  of  the  former  year,  returned  to  their 
seats. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Board  establishing  Normal 
Classes  for  the  instruction  of  such  young  Jadies  of  the  High  Schools  as 
desire  to  be  prepared  for  the  duties  of  Teaching,  thirteen  of  the  Pupils 
of  the  School,  whose  term  of  three  years  had  expired,  made  application 
for  admission  with  the  class  in  the  Western  Division  of  the  city,  after 
examination  they  were  admitted,  and  they  are  now  engaged  in  the  re- 
view of  their  Studies,  and  in  receiving  such  instruction  in  the  Art  of 
Teaching,  as,  it  is  hoped,  will  enable  them  to  attain  eminence  in  the 
profession  they  have  selected. 

Under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Board,  these  Normal  Classes  may  be 
made  to  occupy  an  important  position  in  the  system  of  Common  School 
instruction.  The  want  of  Teachers  fully  prepared  by  a  course  of  regu- 
lar and  systematic  training  in  the  profession,  has  long  been  felt  in  our 
country,  and  especially  among  the  Southern  States,  where  the  cause  of 
Common  School  Education  has  not  secured  the  attention  which  has  been 
given  to  it  in  other  places.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  Teacher 
should  be  educated  for  the  profession  and  taught  the  Art  of  Teaching 
This  feature  of  pur  system  may  be  of  immense  value  to  our  section  of  the 
country,  in  affording  a  supply  of  well  instructed  Teachers  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth  that  may  be  committed  to  their  care.

The  operation  of  the  School  during  the  past  year,  has  continued  with- 
out intermission,  save  the  regular  hohdays,  and  the  Pupils  have  been  ac- 
tively engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  their  studies.  The  progress  of  the 
young  ladies  has  not  been  so  great  as  desired.  I  am  fearful,  that  their 
advancement  has  not  been  so  great  as  in  former  years,  especially  the 
preceding,  when  the  prospect  was  most  flattering  for  the  success  and 
prosperity  of  the  School.  Although  my  anticipations  have  not  been  re- 
alized, yet  I  must  be  allowed  to  say,  that  the  young  ladies  have  not  re- 
mained stationary,  nor  have  they  been  altogether  idle,  they  have  ad- 
vanced in  their  studies  and  they  are  now  much  better  prepared  than  they 
were  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  While  I  am  thus  candid  in  my  opin- 
ion, as  to  the  progress  of  the  young  ladies  in  the  pursuit  of  their  educa- 
tion, I  am  not  without  hope,  that  they  may  be  more  active  in  the  fu- 
ture, and  that  the  Report  of  another  year,  may  present  this  School  in  a 
much  more  encouraging  aspect. 

The  Teachers  have  been  actively  engaged  in  imparting  instruction  to 
their  several  classes.  The  schedule  of  studies  adopted  by  the  Board,  has 
been  pursued  with  some  success,  and  perhaps,  when  the  Teachers  and 
Pupils  become  more  familiar  with  its  requirements,  it  may  operate  yet 
more  advantageously  in  its  disciplinary  arrangements  and  scholastic  ef- 
fect. 

I  regret  to  stale  that  several  of  the  Pupils  have  left  the  School  since  its 
opening  in  September  last,  the  causes  of  their  removal  are  various,  and 
they  may  have  been  effected  by  necessity  in  each  respective  case.  Pu- 
pils are  too  often  detained  from  School,  an4  removed  from  it,  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  the  utmost  importance,  that  the  parents  and  guardians  should 
have  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  character  and  standingof  their  children, 
and  the  position  they  are  to  occupy  in  after  life.  Teachers  must  toil  in 
many  instances,  in  vain,  unless  they  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
those  having  the  oversight  of  their  Pupils. 

The  number  of  Pupils  now  on  the  Roll  is  191,  being  23  less  than  were 
in  attendance  in  September,  the  average  attendance  is  167,  the  daily  at- 
tendance is  less  than  it  ought  to  be,  and  it  would  be  well  if  some  remedy 
could  be  applied  to  the  evil.  Much  of  the  valuable  time  of  the  Pupils  is 
lost  in  consequence  of  their  being  allowed  to  stay  at  home,  and  perhaps 
of  their  being  detained  there  unnecessarily. 

I  hope  the  gentlemen  of  the  Board  will  not  imagine  that  I  have  made 
unnecessary  complaints  in  relation  to  the  advancement  of  the  Pupils 
committed  to  my  care.  A  deep  feeling  of  responsibility,  and  an  ardent 
desire  that  the  School  should  prosper,  compel  me  to  give  a  statement 
which  I  deem  to  be  t:orrect.  Although  it  may  not  be  so  flattering  as  all 
could  have  desired  it,  I  trust,  that  by  active  and  energetic  labour,  the 
causes  of  discouragement  may  be  removed,  and  that  the  Western  Fe- 
male High  School  may  yet  flourish  as  it  has  formerly  done.

Commissioners  of  Public  Schools : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  the  Board,  the  following  report 
is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  Eastern  Normal  Class  organized  on  the  first  Saturday  of  Septem- 
ber last,  with  10  Pupils  ;  there  are  now  33  on  roll,  6  of  whom  are  the  fourth 
year  scholars  of  the  Eastern  Female  High  School,  and  the  residue  Teach- 
ers in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  respectively.  There  is  a  much 
greater  degree  of  attention  and  interest  manifested  now  than  at  first,  and 
many  of  the  ladies  acknowledge  themselves  indebted  to  this  provision 
for  some  of  the  most  valuable  information  which  they  possess,  both  as  it 
regards  knowledge  itself,  and  the  manner  of  imparting  it  to  others. 

The  mode  of  Teaching  is  the  same  as  I  should  pursue  with  an  ad- 
vanced class  in  any  School,  except  in  some  branches,  viz  :  Astronomy, 
Natural  Philosophy,  &.C.,  which  are  taught  here  somewhat  in  the  form  of 
lecture  or  dissertation,  partly  because  it  is  presumed  that  a  much  greater 
amount  of  valuable  information  can  be  presented  in  that  condensed  form, 
and  partly  because  the  class  is  not  supplied  with  text  books  of  the  re- 
quired description.  The  method  pursued  with  regard  to  the  other  stu- 
dies is  mostly  by  question  and  answer,  either  verbal  or  written,  according 
to  the  importance  of  the  subject  matter. 

Alternate  teaching  of  the  class  by  the  Pupils  is  practiced,  each  being 
furnished  with  questions  that  are  calculated  to  elucidate  in  the  highest  de- 
gree, the  subject  in  hand;  and  also  incited  to  propound  such  original 
ones  as  may  suggest  themselves  to  the  mind  of  the  Teacher,  pro  tem. 
Elocution  upon  scientific  principles  is  being  taught  with  pleasing  effect, 
and  all  the  other  branches  are  taken  up  in  succession,  from  the  best 
method  of  Teaching  the  Alphabet,  to  tjie  highest  branches  that  are  re- 
cognised in  our  Female  High  Schools. 

To  judge  from  the  past,  the  prospect  for  the  future  is  rather  encoura- 
ging; but  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board,  the  propriety  of 
providing  for  this  Institution  upon  some  broader  basis,  as  it  is  one  which 
if  properly  fostered,  might  be  made  a  most  powerful  auxiliary  in  expedi- 
ting the  cause  of  education,  by  sending  from  its  ranks  such  as  would  be 
able  to  take  their  position  as  first  grade  Teachers  at  once,  and  thus  obvi- 
ate the  delay  and  loss  of  time  to  the  Schools,  consequent  upon  the  Tea- 
chers having  to  learn  their  art,  after  they  have  commenced  business. 
The  perfecting  of  this  department  of  Theoretical  and  Practical  training,  it 
is  confidently  believed,  would  mark  a  new  era  in  the  History  of  educa- 
tion in  this  community.

Normal  Class,  Western  Female  High  School, 
Baltimore,  December  15th,  1851. 

To  the  Honorable, 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen  : 

I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  Saturday 
Normal  Class,  which  having  been  in  operation  little  more  than  three 
months,  does  not  furnish  much  matter  for  detail. 

The  Class  in  the  Western  Section  of  the  City  was  organized  on  the 
6th  of  September,  numbering  1*2  Pupils,  who  are  fourth  year  scholars 
in  the  Western  Female  High  School,  which  number  has  since  increased 
to  '21,  by  the  admission  of  Teachers  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board.  The  attendance  in  general 
has  been  regular  and  punctual. 

The  course  prescribed  by  the  Board  has  been  introduced,  and  each 
subject  pursued  to  as  great  an  extent  as  circumstances  would  permit. 
The  attention  of  the  Class  has  been  particularly  directed  to  the  branches 
taught  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools,  a  knowledge  of  these  being 
deemed  the  most  important  to  the  Pupils,  a  number  of  them  being  alrea- 
dy engaged  as  assistants  in  these  Schools.  The  study  of  Intellectual 
Philosophy  has  been  pursued  with  deep  interest,  and  a  decided  promise 
of  improvement :  favorable  mention  may  also  be  made  of  the  interest  ta- 
ken in  the  other  higher  branches  prescribed. 

The  object  being  to  familiarize  the  Pupils  with  the  Practice  as  well  as 
the  Theory  of  Teaching,  they  are  called  upon  alternately  to  conduct  the 
recitations  u/ider  the  supervision  of  the  Principal,  and  encouraged  to  pre- 
pare themselves  in  the  various  subjects,  that  the  exercises  may  be  inter- 
esting and  profitable.  I  am  happy  to  state,  that  the  young  ladies,  with 
few  exceptions,  deserve  the  highest  commendation  for  their  manifest  de- 
sire for  improvement,  and  their  respectful  and  dignified  deportment. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  adverting  to  the  prospective  utility  of 
the  Normal  Class.  It  is  obvious  that  but  few,  if  any,  either  male  or  fe- 
male, become  competent  and  successful  Teachers  without  experience  ; 
but  in  this  School  much  experience  both  in  instruction  and  discipline 
may  be  obtained  in  a  proper  course  of  Normal  training — such  as  your 
Honorable  Board  has  prescribed,  which  otherwise  mi^ht  take  vears  to 
acquire,  at  the  expense  of  much  loss  of  time  and  unprofitable  exertion.

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  chapter  58,  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  City  and  County  present 
their  annual  report. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  beginning  on  the  27th 
of  November,  1850,  and  ending  on  the  26th  of  November,  1851, 
are  stated  in  the  annexed  account  of  the  Warden,  marked  A.

likewise  a  table  marked  D,  which  shows  the  number  of  debtors  and 
other  prisoners  committed  ;  how  they  -were  discharged,  and  how 
many  remained  in  jail. 

Imprisonment  for  debt  is  no  longer  tolerated  in  our  State,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  new  Constitution,  which  took  effect  on  the 
4th  of  July  last.  All  the  debtors  then  in  jail  were  released  by  or- 
der of  the  Court,  Judge  Legrand,  presiding,  and  our  fellow-man  is 
no  longer  to  be  encarcerated  in  prison,  because  the  hand  of  pover- 
ty and  misfortune  has  fallen  upon  him ;  consequently  the  receipts 
wmII  be  considerably  less,  and  an  increased  appropriation  will  be 
necessary ;  but  we  feel  satisfied  that  the  City  Council  will  cheerful- 
ly make  all  requisite  provisions,  and  the  same  as  willingly  met  by 
the  tax-payers.  We  find  it  necessary,  therefore,  to  ask  an  appro- 
priation of  $6,000  to  defray  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
Board  report  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  ft)t  corner  of  Ea- 
ger and  Forrest  streets,  as  authorised  by  the  proper  authorities,  has 
been  paid,  and  according  to  the  act  of  Assembly,  an  ordinance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  and  the  approbation  of  the  County 
Commissioners,  has  been  paid  over  one  half,  being  $376,  to  the 
City  Register.  Also  $376  to  the  County  Treasurer.  Seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  dollars  being  the  whole  amount  received,  after 
deducting  expenses  as  per  statement  in  the  possession  of  the  visitors. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  City  Council,  an  ordinance  was  passed 
makmg  an  appropriation  of  $50,000,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing 
the  present,  or  building  a  new  jail,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  levy  of 
four  succeeding  years,  but  with  the  provision  that  the  city  should  be 
the  exclusive  owners  of  the  said  property  at  the  time  of  building  or 
repairing.  The  board  under  the  circumstances,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  was  a  wise  provision.  As  there  seems  to  be  a  considerable 
interest  manifested  by  the  citizens  of  the  county,  in  reference  to  a 
separation  of  the  joint  interest  of  the  city  and  county  in  the  jail 
property,  and  under  the  new  Constitution  the  probabilities  are  that 
the  proper  authorities  w'ill  immediately  make  all  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements for  the  separation,  and  as  any  act  on  our  part,  in  the 
way  of  building,  or  repairing  to  any  extent  \vould  only  embarrass 
the  question  of  separation.  We  think  it  would  be  unwise  to  do 
anything  on  the  present  site,  but  fully  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the 
former  Board  of  Visitors,  as  to  the  utter  unfitness  of  the  present 
building,  as  a  place  of  confinement,  and  that  a  new  .jail  is  demand- 
ed by  imperious  necessity,  and  should  be  done  as  early  as  practica- 
ble, as  well  for  the  reformation  of  the  prisoners,  and  the  demands 
of  the  community,  that  every  means  should  be  used  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  crime,  the  board  would  suggest,  as  the  present  property 
is  increasing  in  value,  and  must  continue  to  increase,  owing  to  the 
daily  demands  for  ground  in  that  location,  the  propriety  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  lot  more  remote  from 
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the  center  of  the  city,  and  building  a  piison  suited  to  the  wants  of 
the  present  time  upon  tlie  separate  system. 

There  has  been  committed  during  the  past  year,  2328  prisoners, 
averaging  100  4-12  per  day,  a  large  number  of  whom  were  youths, 
and  there  are  at  this  time,  several  in  prison  for  different  grades  of 
offence. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  importance 
of  aiding  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  public  interest  and  the  good 
of  the  community,  the  Directors  or  Managers  of  the  House  of  Re- 
fuge, an  institution  now  in  progress  of  erection,  for  the  confinement 
of  juvenile  offenders  against  the  laws,  to  an  early  completion  to  the 
same.  That  the  youthful  offender  may  be  confined  in  a  place  where 
they  may  be  reclaimed,  and  restored  to  their  friends,  or  placed  in 
such  possition  that  they  may  make  good  and  useful  citizens.  The 
fact  must  be  apparent  to  every  one  conversant  with  the  present  sys- 
tem of  confinement  in  our  Jail,  that  the  association  there,  have  the 
tendency  to  corrupt  and  demoralize  its  inmates,  and  more  especially 
the  youthful  portion.  And  it  is  a  lamentable  fact,  that  the  youthful 
offender  and  novice  in  crime,  leaves  the  institution  worse  than  when 
he  came  in,  and  better  prepared  from  the  tuition  received  in  Jail,  to 
commit  acts  of  deeper  and  darker  grades.  In  our  monthly  visits 
through  the  Jail,  we  have  seen  those  who  seemed  to  feel  their  de- 
gradation and  shame,  but  such  is  the  baneful  influence  of  their  as- 
sociation in  Jail,  that  we  have  seen  these  the  most  reckless,  and 
apparently  with  all  the  finer  feelings  of  their  nature  destroyed.  Do 
not  these  facts  call  loudly  for  increased  efforts  in  the  completion  of 
an  institution  that  has  for  its  object  the  reformation  of  youthful 
offenders. 

The  Board  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  Warden,  Mr.  William 
H.  Counselman,  has  managed  the  Jail,  to  their  satisfaction,  as  well 
in  regard  to  the  rigid  enforcements  of  the  rules  for  the  quiet  and 
order  of  the  prison,  as  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  persons  of  the  pri- 
soners and  building,  all  so  necessary  to  the  health,  safety  and  order 
of  the  prisoners,  and  good  government  of  the  prison.  In  all  his 
connections  w^ith  the  prisoners  he  has  been  firm  and  decided,  yet 
kind  and  humane.  We  also  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  officers 
associated  with  him  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  have  been  faith- 
ful and  efficient,  and  commend  themselves  to  our  regard  and  con- 
fidence by  theirs  ready  and  cheerful  obedience  to  orders. 

From  the  report  of  the  attending  Physician  to  the  Jail,  Dr.  E.  S. 
Thomas,  we  learn  that  the  prisoners  have  enjoyed  a  good  degree  of 
health.  Since  his  connection  with  the  Jail,  there  has  been  but  one 
death,  and  that  from  mania-potua,  occurring  the  day  after  the  prisoner 
was  committed.  In  consequence  of  the  habits  of  the  inmates,  most 
of  whom  are  intemperate,  the  absence  of  disease  in  a  great  mea- 
sure may  be  attributed  to  the  constant  and  proper  attention  of  the 
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Physician,  as  well  as  the  strict  discipline  carried  out  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Warden. 

The  law  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  liquor  into  the  Jail,  has 
been  strictly  enforced,  and  the  penalties  imposed  upon  all  found 
guilty  of  violating  it.  And  the  Board  are  much  pleased  at  the  good 
effect  as  well  in  the  order  as  in  the  decrease  of  prisoners,  particularly 
in  the  assault  and  battery  department.  The  duties  of  Capt.  A.  P. 
Shutt,  clerk,  have  been  discharged  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
^  Board,  and  his  correct  and  gentlemanly  deportment,  in  the  discharge 
of  all  the  duties  of  his  position,  commend  him  to  our  respect  and 
confidence. 

The  Board  would  state  that  they  have  had  under  consideration 
the  question  whether  some  system  could  not  be  adopted,  whereby 
those  persons  sentenced  and  committed  for  two  weeks  and  upwards 
as  punishment  for  the  violation  of  law,  could  not  be  employed  in 
some  way  which  would  more  effectually  carry  out  the  object  of  the 
court,  and  the  design  of  the  law  in  imposing  such  penalties  upon 
them  as  also  benefit  the  prisoner  and  be  an  advantage  to  the  institu- 
tion. The  Board  respectfully  submit  to  your  superior  wisdom  the 
above  suggestions.

To  the  Honorable^ 

tlie  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Commissioners  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  *'  the  most 
feasible  plan  for  opening,  widening,  extending,  and  improving  the 
Avenues  on  the  Eastern  and  Northern  boundaries  of  the  city,  as 
laid  down  on  Poppleton's  plat,  and  providing  a  like  avenue  on  the 
Western  boundary  of  the  city,  and  the  expense  of  such  a  plan," 
having  performed,  as  far  as  has  been  practicable,  the  duty  assigned 
to  them,  present  the  following  report : 

At  the  first  meeting  which  the  Commission  held,  an  inspection 
of  Poppleton's  map,  together  with  their  personal  knowledge  of  the 
localities,  satisfied  them  that  the  most  judicious  construction  of  the 
proposed  avenues,  of  a  width  to  accomplish  the  objects  in  view  of  the 
Councils,  would  require  them  to  deviate  from  the  boundaries  already 
established  by  law.  The  two  points  of  greatest  difficulty  presented 
themselves  at  the  intersections  of  the  Northern  boundary  with  the 
York  road,  and  of  the  same  boundary  with  Jones'  falls.  The  to- 
pography of  the  ground  immediately  to  the  north  of  the  Greenmount 
enclosure,  in  the  first  case,  required  a  very  deep  cutting  through  a 
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high  knoll  on  the  west  of  the  Methodist  burying  ground,  with  a  high 
embankment  across  Jenkins'  lane  and  the  York  road,  to  be  continued 
across  the  meadow  in  front  of  Mr.  John  Jenkins'  residence,  in  order 
to  obtain  any  admissable  grade ;  so  that,  when  the  width  of  the  pro- 
posed avenue  came  to  be  considerered,  the  amount  of  labor  and  con- 
sequent expense  involved  in  constructing  it,  here,  on  Poppleton's 
trace,  made  it  a  matter  of  necessity  to  seek  a  different  location  for 
it.  So,  too,  at  the  Falls.  Here  the  present  Northern  boundary, 
after  crossing  the  stream^  passed  westwardly  up  the  ravine  behind 
Mount  Hope,  not  far  from  the  road  under  the  Susquehannah  railway. 
Here  too,  the  proposed  avenue  must  have  been  taken  over  the  Fall's 
turnpike,  another  public  road  on  the  east  of  the  stream,  the  stream 
itself,  and  the  railroad  ;  and  it  so  happened  that  at  this  very  point, 
the  buildings  were  closer  together  and  more  valuable  than  either 
to  the  North  or  South.  To  the  most  inexperienced  eye,  the  difficul- 
ty of  constructing  a  wide  avenue,  here,  on  Poppleton's  trace,  was 
apparent. 

Influenced  by  these  considerations,  an  enlargement  of  the  powers 
of  the  Commission  was  suggested  to  your  honorable  body,  and 
the  ordinance  of  the  19th  of  June  was  passed,  authorising  them 
*'  to  embrace  in  their  enquiry,  and  report  any  changes  they  might 
deem  advisable  in  the  location  of  the  Avenues,  and  generally  such 
matters  as  they  might  think  calculated  to  place  the  whole  subject 
fully  before  the  City  Council  at  its  next  annual  session." 

Having  obtained  the  necessary  authority,  the  Commission  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Thomas  P.  Chiffelle,  their  Surveyor,  and  addressed  to 
him  the  very  full  instructions  for  his  government,  which  will  be 
found  in  the  book  of  proceedings  accompanying  this  report. 

In  fixing  the  point  of  beginning  for  the  proposed  survey,  the 
Commission  found  it  necessary  to  leave  Poppleton's  trace  of  the 
Eastern  boundary,  because  to  have  adhered  to  it  would  have  seri- 
ously interfered  with  one  of  the  water  fronts  of  the  city.  They  ac- 
cordingly directed  the  Surveyor  to  commence  at  the  lower  end  of 
Ebenezer  street,  as  located  on  the  plat  of  Canton,  and  following  it 
northwardly  to  Alice  Anna  street  prolonged,  to  turn  into  the  latter 
by  a  suitable  curve,  and  having  reached  the  Poppleton  boundary,  to 
follow  it  northwardly  to  the  Baltimore  Cemetery,  and,  skirting  this, 
to  turn  to  the  west  and  pursue  the  nothern  boundary,  according  to

Poppleton,  to  the  north-western  angle  of  the  city.  Although  the 
commission  were  satisfied  themselves  that  the  Northern  Avenue 
could  not  be  carried  along  the  Poppleton  trace,  they  felt  it  to  be 
their  duty  to  cause  a  survey  to  be  made,  so  that  the  Council  might 
also  appreciate  the  difficulties  referred  to. 

The  Commission  were  desirous  to  interfere  as  little  as  practicable 
with  the  streets  as  located  on  Poppleton's  map  ;  and  becoming  satis- 
fied that  the  Western  outline  as  at  present  traced  there,  was  not 
suitable  for  the  proposed  Avenue,  they  directed  the  surveyor  to  fol- 
low Payson  street  southward  as  far  as  Franklin  street,  thence  to 
pass  along  Franklin  street  to  the  western  outline,  keeping  afterwards 
with  the  last  t©  Smallwood  street,  and  thence  pursuing  Smallwood 
street  southward  to  the  water  at  Gwynn's  falls.  In  addition  to  the 
surveys  thus  directed  the  surveyor  was  requested  to  run  several  lines 
through  and  around  the  Baltimore  Cemetery,  and  one  hugging  the 
Northern  outline  of  Green  Mount. 

At  this  early  stage  of  the  proceedings,  the  Commissioners  were 
not  prepared  to  fix  the  width  of  the  proposed  Avenues  ;  and,  with  a 
view  to  the  formation  of  a  better  judgment  on  this  point,  the  sur- 
veyor was  directed  to  survey  and  plat,  and  make  cross  sections  for 
the  different  widths  of  one  hundred,  one  hundred  and  fifty,  two  hun- 
dred, two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  three  hundred  feet. 

The  plats,  profiles  and  cross  sections  were  completed  by  the  first 
of  November,  so  far  as  to  be  submitted  to  the  Commission,  and  af- 
forded an  amount  of  information,  collected  for  the  first  time,  valua- 
ble in  itself,  even  with  no  other  reference  than  to  the  existing  boun- 
dary and  the  best  grade  to  be  given  to  it,  and  enabling  them,  at 
once,  to  determine  where,  and  to  what  extent,  approximately, 
changes  in  location  were  necessary. 

The  actual  survey  rather  enhanced  than  diminished  the  anticipa- 
ted difficulties,  at  the  points  already  indicated,  at  the  York  road  and 
at  Jones'  falls  ;  and  shewed,  that  changes  there  would  make  it  ne- 
cessary, in  view  of  the  most  judicious  construction  of  the  Northern 
Avenue,  to  carry  it  by  a  nearly  straight  line  from  a  new  crossing  of 
the  turnpike  to  the  proposed  crossing  of  the  falls  on  the  improved 
trace,  placing  its  intersection  with  Charles  street  north  of  the  point 
indicated  on  Poppleton's  plan. 
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These   changes    involved  so  much  of  Engineering  science,  that, 
while  the  Commission  had  the  highest  confidence  in  Mr.  ChifFelle, 
fully  justified  by  what  he  had  already  done  for  them,  they  thought  it 
advisable,   in  view,  as   well  of  his  own,  as  of  their  responsibility,  to 
obtain  the  aid  of  additional  experience  in  engineering ;  and,  with 
his  full  approbation,  they  accordingly  called  upon  Mr.  B.  H.  La- 
trobe,  the  chief  Engineer  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  verbose 
prompt  and   gratuitous  services,  it   gives  them  pleasure  to  acknowl- 
edge.    A  minute  examination  of  the  ground  was  then  made  by  the 
two  engineers,  and  the  maps  w^hich  are  now  presented  with  this  re- 
port exhibit  the  result  of  the  joint  judgment,  and  have  been  adop- 
ted by  the  commission  as  the  basis  of  their  action.  .  From  these  it 
will  be  seen,  that  the  beginning  of  the  line  of  Avenues  laid  down  by 
the  Commission  is  at  the  point  where  the  centre  of  Ebenezer  street, 
on  the  plat  of  Canton,  intersects  the  northern  shore  of  the  Patapsco 
east  of  the  light   house.     Following   Ebenezer  street    northward, 
it   passes  over  flat  ground,  much  cut  up   with  brick-yard  pits,  for 
some  distance,  to  the  prolongation  of  Alice  Anna  street,  into  which 
it  turns  by  a  curve  of  large  radius,  and   along  whicl>  it  continues  to 
the  present  Eastern  Avenue,  which  it  ascends,   northwardly,  by  a 
grade  nearly  uniform,   and,  for  a   part  of  the  distance,  embracing 
Loney's  lane,  to  the  Baltimore  Cemetery.     Here  the  Commission 
caused  three  lines  to  be  surveyed  ;  one  passing  through  the  Ceme- 
tery on  Poppleton's  trace — one   skirting  the  southern  and  western 
outlines   of  the  enclosure,  and   a  third  passing  through  its  eastern 
portion,   and  then  turning  to   the  west,  through  the  collection  of 
houses  known  as  St.  Domingo.     The  second  of  these  lines  is  that 
which  the  Commission  prefer  and   recommend.     Leaving  the  Bal- 
timore Cemetery,  the  Northern  Avenue,  westwardly,  has  been  loca- 
ted, for  some   distance,  one  hundred   feet  south  of  the    Poppleton 
trace,  for  the  purpose  of  occupying  better  ground  and  avoiding  the 
mansions  of  Mr.   Boyd  and  Mr.  Rodewald.     A  continuation  of  the 
line   due  west,  either  on  its  new  location,  or  according  to  Popple- 
ton, would  soon  have  involved  it  in  the  difficulties  north  of  Green 
Mount.     It  became  necessary,  therefore,  to  swing.it  to  the  north, 
leaving  the  present  avenue  at  the  intersection  of  the  Harford  road, 
after  which   it  descends   westwardly  into  the   valley  of  the  stream 
which  passes  through  Green  Mount,  by  a  broad  ravine,  affording  an 
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excellent   location.     Passing  thence  between  the  dwellings  of  Mr. 
Mark  W.  Jenkins  and  Captain  Kennedy,  it  crosses  the  Y'ork  road  on 
its  present  grade,  and  leaving  the  house  of  Mr.  John  Jenkins,  close 
by,  on  the  south,  intersects  Charles  street  extended,  abo^t  six  hun- 
dred feet  north  of  Poppleton's  crossing,  and  reaches  Jones'  falls  im-  • 
mediately  opposite  to  a  sharp  spur,  forming  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  valley,  up  which  the  present  road  under  the  Susqehannah  railway 
extends  to  Mount  Hope.     Here,  it  is  proposed  to  carry  the  avenue 
over  the   valley  of  the  Falls  by  a  Viaduct  of  six  arches,  having  a 
surface  width  of  forty  feet,  and  whose  height  will  be  such  as  to 
allow  the  engines  of  the  railroad  to  pass  through  one  of  its  openings. 
This  part  of  the  work  will  be  necessarily,  expensive.     Crossing  the 
ravine  of  Jones'  falls  in  this  manner,  the  avenue  lands  upon  the  end 
of  the  spur  above  described,  and  continuing  along  its  southern  slope 
descends  gradually  into  the  valley  back  of  Mount  Hope,  avoiding  all/ 
the  improvements  of  that  establishment,  and  falls  into  the  Poppleton 
trace,  between  Madison  street  and  the  Pennsylvania  avenue.     Con- 
tinuing thence   across  the  latter,  it  turns   south,  by  a   gentle  curve 
into  Payson  street,  along  which  it  passes  to  Franklin  street,  thence 
obliquely  to  the  present  outline,  thence  southwardly  to  Smallwood 
street,  thence  along  Smallwood  street  to  Gwynn's  falls. 

This  general  description  of  the  location  of  the  Avenues  w^ill  en- 
able the  public  at  large  to  appreciate  the  changes  that  have  been 
made,  and  those  persons  who  are  more  immediately  interested  will 
find  in  the  map  and  the  profiles  the  most  minute  information. 

The  surveys  made  by  Mr.  Chiffelle  consist :  First  of  a  plan  of  the 
ground  showing  the  topography  of  the  Country,  the  improvements 
directly  or  indirectly  to  be  affected — the  condition  of  the  surface, 
whether  in  cultivation  or  not — with  the  kind  of  cultivation — the 
turnpikes  and  all  other  roads  and  ways,  with  the  streams  and  general 
direction  of  the  drainage.  Second,  a  profile  showing  accurately  the 
undulation  of  the  surface  along  the  centre  line  of  the  Avenue^  with  a 
grade  suggested  as  the  best  for  the  purpose  in  view.  Third,  cross- 
sections,  at  intervals  sufficiently  small  to  exhibit  most  truthfully,  in 
minute  detail,  the  surface  laterally,  for  the  entire  width  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet.  The  total  length  of  the  three  Avenues  is  ten 
and  one-sixteenth  miles.  The  profiles  and  cross-sections  not  only 
exhibit  the  grade  which  has  been  suggested,  but  furnish  the  data  for 
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the  adoption  and  calculation  of  any  other  grade  on  the  same  horizon- 
tal trace. 

In  the  adoption  of  a  grade,  in  the  first  instance,  which  was  a  neces- 
sary preliminary  to  the  estimates  of  cost,  the  Commission  were  govern- 
ed by  no  other  consideration  than  to  procure  the  best  and  most  effec- 
tive, having  reference  to  the  highest  requisitions  of  utility,  beauty 
and  convenience,  avoiding  any  rise  greater  than  that  in  Baltimore 
street,  between  Calvert  and  Light  streets,  and  avoiding  also  all  fre- 
quent and  short  changes  from  one  grade  to  another.  As  a  matter 
of  course,  such  a  plan  of  Avenue  would  exhibit  the  maximum  cost 
of  construction. 

The  Commission  would  have  suggested  other  grades,  economising 
in  the  aggregate  cost,  materially,  and  would  have  stated  the  expense 
of  constructing  them,  but  time  did  not  allow,  as  your  honorable  body 
can  well  understand,  when  you  see  the  amount  of  work  actually  done 
and  the  excellent  manner  in  which  their  surveyor  has  performed  it  ; 
and  besides,  the  Commision  were  of  opinion  that  enough  would  be 
presented  to  the  Council  to  enable  them  to  express  their  views  in 
regard  to  the  prosecution  of  what  was,  perhaps,  but  a  vague  idea 
when  originally  proposed  to  them. 

The  completion  of  the   preliminary  surveys   enabled  the   Com- 
mission to   establish  the  width  of  the  proposed  enlargement  at  two 
hundred  and  fifty  feet.     This  w^as  a  matter  of  much  discussion  and 
consideration.     A  wide,  bare  avenue,  like  Broadway  in  this  city,  is 
objectionable  on  account  of  its  glare  and  dust,  while,  at  the  same 
time,  its  open  character  recommends  it.     A  compromise  becomes 
necessary  therefore.     The  avenue  must  be  wide,  and  yet  it  must  not 
have  the  above  inconveniences.    Of  course  then  it  must  be  planted  : 
and  the  plantation  must  cover  a  space  that  shall  make  it  answer 
the  double  purpose  of  relieving  the  eye  from  the  glare  of  the  pave- 
ment, while  it  diminishes  the  area  of  the  dust.     If  it  is  to  be  more 
than  a  single  row  of  trees,  it  may  as  well  be  made  wide  enough  for 
seats  and  shady  walks,  so  as  to  serve  the  purpose  of  a  public  park. 
Intersected  at  regular  intervals  by  cross  streets,  the  avenues  will,  in 
fact,  consist  of  a  series  of  public  squares  quite  as  large  as  necessary 
not  only  for  the  gratification  of  those  living  immediately  upon  them, 
but  as  places  of  resort  for  the  thousands  who  may  throng  from  the 
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densely  built  portions  of  the  city  to  avail  themselves  of  the  luxuries 
of  fresh  air  and  shade  from  the  trees. 

Governed  by  these  considerations,  the  Commission  adopted  the 
width. of  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet ;  which  they  propose  to  divide 
thus.  A  foot  pavement  on  each  side  of  twenty  feet,  which  is  wide 
enough  for  trees  near  the  curb  stones  without  being  materially  inter- 
fered with  in  their  growth  by  the  houses  ;  then  a  paved  carriage  road 
of  forty  feet,  the  width  of  the  carriage  way  in  Market  street,  on 
each  side  ;  the  remaining  and  intervening  space  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty  feet  to  be  fdled  with  trees  and  shrubs  and  intersected  by  walks 
for  persons  on  foot,  with  benches  placed  conveniently  under  the  shade. 
That  the  size  of  these  squares  of  foliage,  so  to  speak,  may  be  under- 
stood, it  may  be  stated  that  they  will  be  as  wide  as  Broadway,  Fell's 
Point,  from  house  to  house,  and  as  long,  generally,  as  from  Market 
street  to  Lombard  street.  Imagine,  in  fact,  the  space  between  the 
houses  in  Broadway  filled  with. trees,  with  a  forty  foot  carriage  drive 
on  each  side,  bounded  by  a  foot  pavement  of  twenty  feet  planted 
with  rows  of  trees,  and  you  imagine  what  the  Avenue  will  be,  plan- 
ted, enlarged  and  improved  as  the  Commission  purpose  that  it  shall 
be.  As  already  said,  the  intersections  of  cross  streets,  at  intervals 
not  too  frequent  to  interfere  with  the  park-like  character  of  the  im- 
provement, will  prevent  the  squares  from  becoming  inconvenient  ob- 
structions to  a  free  passage  from  one  side  of  the  Avenue  to  the 
other. 

At  the  crossing  of  Jones'  falls  the  Avenue  must  necessarily  be 
contracted,  to  bring  the  cost  of  the  viaduct,  expensive  in  its  cheapest 
form,  within  any  reasonable  limit —  and  this  is  the  only  part  which 
the  Commission  except  from  the  plan  of  improvement  here  advised. 

The  influence  of  the  Avenue  upon  the  improvement  of  the  city, 
should  the  plan  of  the  Commission  be  carried  out,  will,  in  every 
respect,  be  important.  It  will  become,  at  once,  an  axis  of  improve- 
ment. Upon  all  eligible  sites  adjacent  to  it,  and  there  will  be  few  that 
will  not  be  eligible,  buildings,  having  the  character  of  villas,  half 
town,  half  country,  will  at  once,  or  before  long,  be  erected.  At  the 
intesections  with  it  of  all  the  great  roads  into  the  city,  closely  built 
houses  will,  before  long,  be  gathered  together.  The  avenue,  too, 
will  soon  become  a  frequented  highway.  Travel  down  the  Reisters- 
town  turnpike,  for  instance,  may  cross  over  to  the  Falls  turnpike 
32 
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along  it;  or  turning  to  the  right,  seek  the  Fredrick  road,  to  which  it 
now  has  none  but  a  most  circuitous  access ;  and  so,  from  place  to 
place  along  the  boundary  of  the  city,  the  Avenue  will  furnish  the 
means  of  easy  and  useful  transit.  Omnibuses  will  gradually  be 
established,  as  improvements  take  place,  along  it;  and  it  will  be 
found  that  the  city  will  grow,  not  only  from  the  center  to  the  circum- 
ference,   but  from  the  circumference  to  the  center  too. 

Besides  this,  which  may  be  regarded  as  the  business  use  of  the 
Avenue,  its  uses  for  health,  pleasure  and  exercise  will  be  manifold, 
and  need  only  be  suggested  to  be  understood  and  appreciated. 

Nor^  as  regards  the  business  and  the  health  of  the  city  only,  will  the 
Avenue  be  a. desirable  improvement :  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view 
il  will  have  its  value.  The  lots  which  bound  on  it,  instead  of  being 
valued  and  assessed  by  the  acre,  will  soon  be  assessed  by  the  foot ; 
and  not  only  the  lots  on  the  Avenue,  but  the  lots  on  the  cross  streets 
adjacent,  will  be  assessed  in  the  same  way  ;  and  an  amount  will  thus 
be  added  to  the  city's  assessment,  sufficient,  as  is  believed  by  the 
Commission,  to  justify  the  largest  expenditure  that  can  be  required  for 
the  construction  of  the  work  in  the  best  manner,  in  view  of  all  its  pur- 
poses of  usefulness,  pleasure  and  profit. 

The  next  question  is  as  to  the  time  and  mode  of  construction,  as- 
suming here,  that  your  honorable  body  are  disposed  to  adopt  the 
plan  of  the  Commission.  There  are  two  modes  :  The  one,  un- 
certain in  time,  probably  remote,  and  depending  upon  the  application 
to  the  Avenue  of  the  present  system  for  opening  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys ;  a  system  which  makes  the  parties  directly  interested  in  ad- 
jacent property  the  paymasters  on  the  occasion.  The  other,  the  ap- 
propriation by  the  city,  from  the  general  treasury,  of  the  means  to 
construct,  at  once,  without  any  delay,  a  great  and  noble  impjovement, 
the  very  magnitude  of  which  puts  it  beyond  the  means  of  the  co-ter- 
minus proprietors.  And  the  Commission  cannot  avoid  suggesting, 
that  if  ever  there  was  a  purpose  justifying  such  a  large  outlay  from  the 
common  purse,  it  is  this.  The  entire  community  will  profit  by  it,  and 
the  entire  community,  it  would  therefore  seem,  should  bear  the  ex- 
pense. Under  the  present  system  the  work  cannot  be  done.  It 
would  be  unjust  to  the  property  holders  to  put  the  burthen  upon 
them,  which  would  be  consequent  upon  such  a  plan  for  widening 
and  improving  the  Avenues  as   the  Commission  suggest.     And  an 
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avenue  of  less   width  would   be   so  little  better  than   Poppleton's, 
that  the  latter  had  better  remain  undisturbed. 

Should  your  honorable  body  determine  to  proceed  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  Avenues — the  work  would  be  divided  into 
three  parts  :  First,  the  graduation  and  masonry — the  latter  including 
the  construction  across  the  Falls,  and  such  culverts  as  would  be  re- 
quired. Second,  the  enclosure  and  planting  of  the  squares,  and 
Third,  the  paving  of  the  carriage  way. 

The  completion  of  the  first  part  would  open  a  highway,  and  make 
the  Avenue  at  once  useful.  This  being  but  a  part  of  the  design, 
however,  the  planting  should  go  on  at  the  same  time,  the  trees  being 
protected,  in  the  first  instance,  by  strong  post  and  rail  fencing,  suffi- 
cient to  keep  out  cattle,  the  alteration  of  which  into  a  better  and 
mofe  seemly  enclosure  would  be  the  work,  hereafter,  of  the  coter- 
minous proprietors.  The  paving  of  the  carriage  ways  might  be  post- 
poned for  a  season,  when  it  should  be  done,  as  repaving  is  now  done, 
at  the  joint  expense  of  the  city  and  the  proprietors.  In  the  mean 
while  the  carriage  ways  might  be  gravelled,  and  their  boundaries, 
instead  of  being  marked  with  regular  curbing,  might  be  designated 
by  single  stones  set  in  the  ground  at  uniform  distances.  The  foot 
walks,  and  the  curbing  there,  would  be  left  to  be  ultimately  com- 
pleted by  the  proprietors  on  either  side. 

The  Avenues,  as  fast  as  completed,  should  be  placed  in  charge  of 
supervisors,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  attend  to  the  plantations  of 
trees,  the  fencing,  and  the  repair  and  preservation  of  the  carriage  ways, 
until  such  time,  at  all  events,  as  the  improvements  on  either  side 
brought  the  whole  under  the  general  regulations  of  the  city  in  regard 
to  its  highways  and  public  grounds. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  plan  here  indicated,  the  aid  of  the  Legis- 
lature will  be  necessary,  that  the  boundaries  of  the  city  may  be 
enlarged,  and  that  the  ground  lying  within  the  outline  of  the  Avenues 
may  be  made  a  part  of  the  corporate  limits.  The  only  objection  to 
this  would  be  from  the  county,  which  might  not  be  willing  to  loose  a 
portion  of  land  whose  proximity  to  the  city  makes  it  part  of  the  most 
profitable  of  the  county's  assessable  property.  lUit  the  increase  in 
the  value  of  property  outside  of  the  Avenue  will  be  as  great  as  on 
the  inside  ;  a  benefit  to  the  county  for  which  it  will  pay  nothing — the 
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entire  cost  falling  upon  the  city.  The  interest  of  the  county,  therefore, 
in  the  work,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view  is  greater  than  the  city's 
interest, — and  it  can  hardly  be  imagined  that  this  vieyr  of  the  subject 
will  not  be  so  far  understood  and  appreciated  as  to  make  the  county 
the  friend  of  the  undertaking. 

The  cost  of  the  entire  work  has  been  estimated  by  Mr.  ChifFelle 
as  follows  :

The  estimates  here  given  are  those  upon  the  Eastern  Avenue, 
changed  as  to  its  beginning  only,  and  near  the  Baltimore  Cemetery — 
upon  the  Northern  Avenue,  as  changed  from  Poppleton's  plat,  and 
upon  the  Western  Avenue,  as  located  by  the  Commission  on  Payson 
and  Smallwood  streets. 

The  change  in  the  location  of  the  Northern  Avenue,  already  de- 
scribed, by  which  this  is  thrown  into  the  county,  in  places,  saves  on 
this  part  of  the  work  the  sum  of  §60,412.  A  further  change  in  the 
grades,  making  the  surface  of  the  Avenue  more  undulating,  without 
introducing  steeper  grades  than  the  steepest  of  those  already  adopted, 
and  perhaps  a  careful  revision  of  the  location  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  surveyor,  result  on  the  whole  line,  in  a  probable  reduction  of 
the  entire  cost  to  $400,000.  But  the  Commission,  with  the  highest 
and  best  founded  confidence  in  Mr.  Chiffelle's  judgment,  would  pre- 
fer the  larger  amount  of  $500,000  to  be  assumed  by  the  Council  as 
the  cost  of  the  Avenue  on  a  revised  location,  and  $700,000  as  the  cost 
of  that  exhibited  by  the  plans  accompanying  this  report. 

Estimates  which  are  the  result  of  accurate  calculations  may  be  re- 
lied upon.     Suggestions  as  to  diminution  of  expenditure  are,  neces- 
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sarily,  hypothetical,  and  would  require  the  test  of  accurate  calcula- 
tions. The  probability  of  the  correctness  of  those  of  Mr.  ChifTelle, 
in  this  instance,  is  such  as  to  induce  the  Commission  to  state  them 
to  the  Council,  qualified,  however,  somewhat,  by  an  experience  which 
suggests  the  possibility,  at  all  events,  of  the  most  accurate  estimates 
falling  short  of  the  cost  of  construction  at  the  close  of  the  work. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  the  noblest  avenue  that  could  be  constructed 
would  be  one  nearly  level,  or  at  all  events  with  none  but  gentle  grades, 
changing  at  long  intervals.  The  question  of  cost  is  the  only  ques- 
ion  involved  in  most  engineering  constructions.  The  Commission, 
as  already  stated,  have  reported  the  best  plan  without  regard  to  the 
cost — and  saying  so,  frankly,  leave  it  to  the  Council,  to  direct  the  pro- 
secution of  further  inquires,  either  with  a  view  to  the  construction  of 
a  perfect  work,  or  with  the  probability  of  having  the  cost  brought 
within  the  amount  above  mentioned,  of  §500,000,  and  which  would 
still  give  an  avenue  most  useful  and  desirable. 

In  this  estimate,  the  Commission  have  not  included  the  cost  of  the 
land.  In  many  cases  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  be  giv- 
en without  charge.  In  others,  where  property  is  altogether  destroyed, 
or  where  the  part  taken  bears  but  a  small  proportion  to  that  which  is 
left,  the  Commission  take  it  for  granted  that  compensation  will  be 
demanded.  Their  means  of  knowledge,  however,  on  this  point,  are 
too  limited  to  enable  them  to  speak  with  any  accuracy  about  it.  The 
discussion  which  the  subject  will  elicit  will  make  the  future  accurate 
ascertainment   of  the  "  damages"  easier  than  at  present. 

It  is  proper  here  to  say,  that  the  sum  of  $500  has  proved  too  small 
to  afford  even  the  most  reasonable  compensation  to  the  surveyor. 
The  Commission  made  a  contract  with  him  to  do  the  entire  work  for 
a  sum  not  exceeding  §400 — and  Mr.  Chiffelle  has  no  legal  claim  for 
more.  But  no  one  can  see  what  has  been  done  without  seeincr.  at 
the  same  time,  th^  propriety  of  saving  him  from  the  loss  consequent 
upon  the  insufficiency  of  his  own  appreciation  of  the  difficulties 
before  him ;  and  the  Commission  recommend  his  case  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Council,  with  the  more  interest,  because  Mr.  Chi- 
ffelle, without  regard  to  cost,  has  with  untiring  assiduity  laboured 
in  this  behalf,  and  produced  a  work  of  which  he  himaelf,  and  the 
city  whose  officer  he  now  is,  may  well  be  proud. 
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Should  the  city  determine  to  prosecute  the  work  in  question,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  institute  new  examinations  of  the  ground,  which 
time  did  not  admit  of,  before  the  weather  became  too  cold  for  field 
operations^  and  to  go  over  again  the  calculations  in  reference  to  a  new 
system  of  grades.  This-  work  will  be  comparatively  easy  and  inex- 
pensive, the  foundation  now  laid  being  readily  built  upon  to  any  de- 
sirable extent.  What  has  been  done  is  to  be  considered  as  approx- 
imating rather  to  the  truth,  than  as  exhibiting  the  plan  which  the 
Commission  would  recommend,  were  they  authorized  to  begin  at  once 
the  work  of  actual  construction.  To  be  satisfied  in  regard  to  this, 
examinations  more  numerous  than  heretofore  in  their  power  to  have 
made,  would  be  indispensable ;  it  being  borne  in  mind,  how- 
ever, that  the  object  and  tendency  of  these  would  be  to  diminish 
rather  than  increase  the  expense  of  the  undertaking. 

The  duty  with  regard  to  the  Harbor  has  not  been  performed  by 
the  Commission,  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  the  survey,  which 
has  not  yet  been  completed.  As  soon  as  this  is  furnished,  they  will 
be  able  to  make  a  personal  inspection  of  the  Basin  and  Harbor, 
and  will  at  once  report  to  your  honorable  body. 

The  Commission  here  conclude  their  report,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
the  Avenues  particularly  mentioned  in  the  original  resolutions.  The 
supplementary  resolution,  however,  placed  all  improvements  of  this 
sort  within  their  view,  and  they  take  the  occasion  to  suggest,  there- 
fore, that  they  do  not  think  the  whole  object  can  be  accomplished, 
until  the  Western  Avenue  is  continued  eastwardly  through  the 
southern  portion  of  the  city,  so  as  to  fall  into  Fort  Avenue,  already 

opened  of  a  width  of  one  hundred  feet  from street  to 

the  wall  of  the  Government  property  at  Fort  McHenry.  The  amount 
of  work  necessary  to  be  done,  to  prepare  the  subject  of  the  Eastern, 
Northern  and  Western  Avenues,  for  the  consideration  of  your 
honorable  body,  and  the  very  limited  amount  of  money  placed  at  the 
disposition  of  the  Commission,  have  together  prevented  them  from 
causing  a  survey  and  location  of  a  route  between  the  west  end  of 
Fort  Avenue  and  the  southern  end  of  the  Western  Avenue.  That 
a  most  excellent  route  can  be  obtained,  there  is,  however,  no  doubt. 
Whether  it  will  be  proper  to  preserve  it  of  thie  width  of  the  Fort 
Avenue,  or  of  the  Western  Avenue,  or  of  an  intermediate  width, 
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cannot  be  determined  \vithout  accurate  survey,  and  reference  to  the 
improvements  already  existing  in  that  part  of  the  city.  But  should 
the  Commission  be  continued,  with  the  necessary  means,  they  pro- 
pose to  connect  with  the  plan  already  reported  upon,  a  plan  for  a 
Southern  Avenue  as  here  suggested.  In  connection  too,  with  this, 
tliey  would  recommend  to  the  Councils  the  purchase  and  preserva- 
tion of  Federal  Hill,  ere  it  be  too  late,  as  one  of  the  most  admirable 
sites  in  America,  in  the  heart  of  a  great  City,  where  the  poorest  of 
its  inhabitants  may  enjoy  pure  fresh  air  and  noble  and  extended 
scenery  almost  at  their  very  doors.  When  the  great  elevation  of 
Federal  Hill  is  recollected,  the  Battery  at  New  York,  the  Mall  in 
Boston,  and  the  public  squares  of  Philadelphia  must  yield  to  it  in 
beauty,  interest  and  importance. 

The  Commision  in  concluding  their  report  may  be  permitted,  most 
respectfully  to  express  to  your  honorable  body  the  conviction,  which 
the  performance  of  their  duties  in  this  behalf  has  established  in  their 
minds,  of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  suggestion  which  your 
resolutions  required  them  to  consider,  and  a  plan  for  carrying  out 
which  is  here  described.  Baltimore  is  singularly  deficient  in  public 
squares.  Far  inferior,  in  this  respect,  to  her  sister  cities  of  the 
Atlantic  States, — far  inferior  to  the  smallest  towns  on  the  continent 
of  Europe.  In  some  of  the  cities  of  the  Old  World,  in  Milan  for 
instance,  in  Frankfort  on-the-Mayn — in  Geneva — the  densely  built 
body  of  the  place  prohibiting  public  squares,  the  fortifications  have 
been  razed,  and  broad  avenues  have  taken  their  place,  in  which  are 
to  be  found,  daily,  crowds  of  the  inhabitants  of  all  classes  and  con- 
ditions. The  neglect  of  those  entrusted  heretofore  with  the  interests 
of  Baltimore,  in  this  respect,  has  placed  us  in  the  category  of  the 
walled  towns  of  the  middle  ages,  and  obliged  us  to  look,  as  these 
have  done,  to  our  out  skirts  for  what  should  have  existed  in  our 
midst.  Let  us  not  be  inferior  to  the  Old  World,  in  this  particular; 
grateful,  that  instead  of  having  to  raze  rampart  and  fill  up  moat,  to 
obtain  what  we  desire,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  follow  the  suggestions 
of  nature  in  the  location  and  construction  of  breathing  places,  as  it 
were,  for  a  people,  who  are  at  least  as  worthy  of  enjoying  them,  as 
those  across  the  Atlantic,  to  procure  them  for  whom  so  much  trouble 
has  been  taken  and  so  much  money  has  been  spent. 
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The  Commission  return  herewith  the  book  of  their  proceedings, 
that  the  Councils  may  see  the  manner  in  which  their  duties  have 
been  performed.

Gentlemen  : 

The  Port  Warden  in  obedience  to  an  ordinance  to  preserve 
the  navigation  of  the  Harbor  of  Baltimore  and  prescribing  his  du- 
ties, approved  March  8th,  1850,  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report  of  his  proceedings  for  the  past  year  in  connexion  with  the 
harbor :  Before  commencing  operations  in  the  Harbor  owing  to 
their  decayed  condition  he  had  to  make  considerable  repairs  to  two 
of  the  two-horse  digging  machines.  Great  inconvenience  was  ex- 
perienced in  purchasing  horses  for  the  machines,  as  there  were  but 
four  horsse,  and  only  three  fit  for  duty  at  first ;  he  bought  five, 
and  has  sold  one  in  consequence  of  his  not  suiting  the  ma- 
chines, and  one  has  since  died.  As  the  city  had  no  place  for  de- 
positing the  sediment  raised  from  the  harbor,  Mr.  Harrison,  agent 
for  the  Canton  Company  gave  the  city  the  privilege  of  filling  up  a 
portion  of  Harris'  creek,  which  lasted  about  three  months,  and  af- 
ter that  time,  he  offered  to  have  the  sediment  deposited  on  a  new 
wharf  which  they  were  building  near  the  Lazaretto,  which  he  re- 
ported to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  who  directed  him  to  accept  the 
offer,  to  which  place  the  sediment  has  been  carried  until  the  ma- 
chines were  laid  up  ;  this  place  will  hold  all  the  sediment  for  two  or 
three  years  to  come,  if  the  Honorable  Council  should  continue  to 
send  it  to  that  distance. 

On  commencing  operations  in  the  harbor,  he  found  the  depth  of 
water  in  the  Falls  to  average  about  3i  feet,  and  that  in  the  Back 
Basin  about  6  feet.  The  machines  were  employed  in  cleaning  the 
falls  as  far  up  as  the  first  bridge  so  as  to  admit  vessels  of  ordina- 
ry draught  of  water,  and  in  the  back  basin  along  Lancaster  street 
as  far  as  Caroline  street  to  a  sufficient  depth  to  meet  all  the  demands 
of  that  part  of  the  harbor. 
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All  the  machines  were  kept  in  constant  employment  in  deepen- 
ing and  improving  the  harbor,  until  about  the  tenth  of  November. 
It  gives  him  great  pleasure  to  inform  the  Honorable  Council  that 
the  depth  of  water  maintained  in  the  harbor  is  as  good  as  it  has 
been  for  many  years. 

Since  laying  up  the  machinery,  he  has  been  employing  a  portion 
of  the  hands,  horses,  and  carts,  in  removing  a  portion  of  the  dirt 
from  the  street  on  the  south  side  of  the  back  basin,  which  he  ex- 
pects to  finish  in  the  course  of  the  winter. 

Of  the  present  condition  of  the  machines  he  would  remark  that, 
the  one-horse  digging  machine  will  require  hauling  up,  and  consid- 
erable repairs  made  to  it,  before  it  can  be  used. 

The  steam  dredging  machine  Avill  require  to  be  placed  on  the 
screw  dock,  and  caulked  and  sheathed,  as  it  w^ould  not  be  safe  to 
trust  her  out  another  season  in  her  present  leaky  condition. 

The  Steamboat  "Mayor"  has  been  up  on"  the  railway,  and  has 
undergone  considerable  repairs,  both  in  the  hull  and  machinery. 
The  discharging  machine  that  was  hauled  up  last  winter  is  finished 
and  ready  for  launching,  (tne  of  the  discharging  machines,  an  old 
one,  will  require  considerable  repairs. 

There  have  been  hauled  up  in  the  course  of  the  season,  13  scows, 
and  from  their  decayed  condition,  it  was  found  necessary  to  rebuild 
ten  of  them,  which  are  now^  equal  to  any  of  the  new  scows,  and 
there  are  several  others  w^hich  it  will  be  necessary  to  haul  up. 

Resolutions  No.  102,  126,  and  J28  have  been  severally  carried 
into  effect. 

The  wharf  on  the  back  Basin  along  Lancaster  street  between 
Canal  and  Caroline  streets  was  in  such  a  dilapidated  state,  that  the 
attention  of  his  honor  the  Mayor  was  called  to  it,  who  after  ex- 
amination directed  it  to  be  repaired,  which  has  been  done  in  a  sub- 
stantial manner.  There  has  been  collected  and  paid  over  to  the 
Register  during  the  year,  for  w^ork  done  by  the  mud  machines  in 
deepening  private  docks,  the  sum  of  $1412  85,  as  will  appear  in  the 
abstract  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  marked  (B,)

Before  closing  this  report,  we  cannot  refrain  from  the  expression 
of  an  opinion  derived  from  our  experience  as  assessors,  that  the  in- 
terest of  the  city,  and  justice  to  the  tax  payers,  imperatively  de- 
mands a  new  assessment.  We  feci  justified  in  asserting,  that  there 
is  a  very  large  amount  of  personal  property  in  the  city,  which  es- 
capes taxation,  and  that  the  assessment  on  real  property  is  unequal 
and  unjust,  in  addition  to  which,  a  large  amount  of  real  property  was 
assessed  in  1847,  by  the  acre,  which  has  since  been  divided  and 
subdivided  by  transfers  to  such  an  extent  as  to  pay  more  upon  a 
mere  nominal  assessment,  all  of  which  would  be  remedied  by  a 
more  general  assessment.  We  would  also  direct  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  fact,  that  under  existing  laws,  a  large  amount  of  per- 
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sonal  property  belonging  to  persons,  who  reside  three-fourths  of  the 
year  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  enjoy  its  protection,  and  transact  all 
their  business  within  its  limits,  avoids  the  city  assessment  on  the 
ground  that  its  owners  reside  in  Baltimore  county  ;  this  manifest 
evasion  of  the  law  ought  to  be  remedied,  as  we  cannot  see  how  a 
residence  of  one-fourth  of  the  year  in  the  county  should  exempt 
the  owners  of  this  property  from  the  city  tax  ;  we  think  that  a  man's 
residence  ought  to  be  deemed  to  be  that  place,  where  he  transacts 
his  business,  and  passes  the  greater  portion  of  his  time.

Sir: 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  of  vital 
importance,  as  it  involves  a  very  high  consideration  of  the  protec- 
tion which  the  public  expect  from  the  Police  force.  Numerous  com- 
plaints are  made  from  all  sections  of  the  city  in  relation  to  collections 
of  dangerous  combinations  of  idle  and  evil  disposed  young  men  and 
boys,  who  congregate  on  the  corners  of  streets,  "excited  by  liquor" 
and  sectional  hatred,  "watch  every  opportunity  to  commit  outrage 
upon  person  and  property,  and  for  general  fight."  Many  and  fruit- 
less attempts  have  been  made  to  disperse  and  prevent  these  despera- 
does from  collecting,  "by  arrests,"  but  the  fact  of  their  being  dis- 
charged after  a  few  hours'  detention  in  the  "Station  House,"  has  be- 
come as  a  mere  song  and  a  by-word  ;  "hence,  reckless  of  punish- 
ment and  consequences,  they  re-organize  and  commit  the  same  out- 
breaks." The  safety  of  person,  the  security  of  property,  and  the 
peace  and  good  government  of  the  city,  require  action  in  this  mat- 
ter. Without  claiming  any  prerogative  to  advise  on  this  subject,  I 
deem  further  comment  unnecessity.

Sir: — The  time  having  arrived  when  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
undersigned  as  inspector  of  weights  and  measures,  to  lay  before  the 
city  authorities  the  result  of  his  labors  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one,  begs  leave  to  report  as  having  received  the 
amount  of  fourteen  hundred  and  four  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents, 
for  the  following  inspections  :

To  the  Stockholders  of  the 

Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company  : 

The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Company  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  as  the  twenty-fourth  annual  repoit,  and 
in  doing  so  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded,  to 
congratulate  the  Stockholders,  as  w^ell  as  others  interested,  in 
the  successful  conduct  of  the  work  under  their  charge,  on  an 
approach  to  the  realization  of  their  hopes  and  wishes.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  details  of  this  report  will  show,  that  in  conso- 
nance with  the  opinions  heretofore  expressed  by  the  Board,  this 
Company  is  rapidly  approaching  to  the  accomplishment  of  its 
destiny,  which  is,  to  become  a  powerful  agent  in  the  aggran- 
dizement o£  OUT  city,  and  a  source  of  profitable  investment  to 
those  who  have  so  nobly  stood  by  and  sustained  its  fortunes  in 
the  hour  of  adversity. 

By  an  examination  of  the  tabular  statements  of  the  Treasu- 
rer, hereto  annexed,  marked  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4,  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Company  will  be  very  clearly  ascertained. 
Table  No.  1,  presents  the  aggregate  amount  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  by  the  Company  from  its  organization  to  the  30th 
September,  1851.  Table  No.  2,  exhibits  the  gross  receipts  by 
the  Company  from  all  sources,  and  the  total  amount  expended 
during  the  past  fiscal  year,  commencing  on  the  1st  October, 
1850,  and  ending  with  the  30th  September,  1851.  Table  No. 
3,  is  an  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  road  for  the  past  fiscal 
year,  and  embraces  the  receipts  from  the  transportation  of  ton- 
na""e,  passengers  and  mails,  as  well  as  the  expenditures  made 
on  account  of  such  transportation,  and  charged  under  that  head. 
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Table  No.  4,  embraces  the  same  matter  as  No.  2,  but  presents 
it  in  a  different  form. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  Company  from  transportation 
generally,  for  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1851,^  were 
$349,874  78,  which  shows  an  increase  of  $65,278  06,  over 
those  from  the  same  source  the  previous  year. 

The  percentage  of  increase  on  revenue  has  been  on  passen- 
gers 14J  per  cent.,  on  merchandise  27§  per  cent.,  and  an  aggre- 
gate increase  of  22|  per  cent. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  there  were  transported  over  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  between  Baltimore  and 
York,  145,276  passengers,  and  223,263  tons  of  freight.  On 
the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road,  during  the 
same  period,  there  "were  transported  28,089  passengers,  and 
83,372  tons  of  freight,  and  on  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail 
Road  18,198  passengers,  and  19,132  tons  of  freight  were  trans- 
ported during  the  seven  months,  to  30th  September,  1851,  the 
length  of  time  for  which  this  Company  had  then  been  working 
that  road. 

The  large  increase  in  the  receipts  of  this  Company  for  the 
last  year,  was  anticipated ;  indeed  it  had  been  estimated  that  it 
would  reach  the  sum  of  $116,000,  the  realization  of  which  was 
only  prevented  by  the  unprecedented  low  stage  of  water  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Canals  and  the  Ohio  River,  for  a  period  of  more 
than  three  months,  embracing  that  part  of  the  season  usually 
affording  to  this  Company,  the  most  profitable  portion  of  its 
western  trade.  Owing  to  this  casualty,  an  important  branch  of 
our  business  was  entirely  suspended,  and  the  merchants  of  our 
city  were  compelled  to  submit,  not  only  to  the  loss  of  a  large 
share  of  their  western  business,  but  also  to  the  mortification  of 
shipping  goods  sold  to  western  dealers,  by  way  of  the  New 
York  improvements. 

We  were,  however,  not  alone  in  these  difficulties — the  same 
state  of  things  affected  in  a  much  greater  degree,  the  trade  of 
Philadelphia,  which  passed  through  the  same  channel.  We 
are  happy  to  say,  that  this  temporary  obstacle  to  the  profit  and 
success  of  our  road  is  not  likely  to  annoy  us  during  the  present 
year,  as  both  cities  will  have  the  advantage  of  a  direct  rail- 
way communication  v/ith  the  lakes  and  the  city  of  Cincinnati, 
by  the  completion  of  the  western  division  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Rail  Road  in  July  next,  and  which  at  Pittsburg  will  form  a 
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connection  with  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  now  in 
operation  as  far  as  Alliance,  where  it  forms  a  junction  with  the 
Cleveland  and  Wellsville  road,  also  in  successful  operation  to 
the  former  city.  That  portion  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road  between  Alliance  and  Shelby,  will  be  completed 
early  in  the  spring,  and  when  opened,  will  reduce  the  distance 
between  Pittsburg  and  Cincinnati  about  fifty  miles. 

We  are  confident  in  the  opinion,  that  but  for  the  untoward 
circumstance  just  referred  to,  the  earnings  of  the  Company  for 
the  past  year  would  have  reached  the  sum  of  $400,000,  and 
we  are  well  sustained  in  this  view  by  the  fact,  that  the  monthly 
increase  up  to  the  time  of  the  difficulties  on  the  line  of  inter- 
communication, was  at  a  rate  fully  equal  to  that  product.  This 
amount  of  gross  earnings  for  the  past  year  would  (after  paying 
the  expenses  of  transportation  and  the  current  interest,)  have 
left  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Company,  an  amount  equal  to  a  di- 
vidend of  three  per  cent,  on  their  entire  capital. 

This  statement  is  based  on  the  most  reliable  data,  and  will 
serve  to  show  the  Stockholders  that  their  line  of  road  possesses 
a  legitimate  business  which,  if  properly  developed  and  secured 
against  untoward  contingencies,  is  now  equal  not  only  to  its 
maintenance,  but  to  the  payment  of  a  dividend,  and  that  too, 
while  the  greater  portion  of  its  business  is  done  in  individual 
cars,  for  transportation  in  which,  the  Company  receives  only 
the  wheel  and  motive  power  tolls,  the  owners  of  the  cars  being 
the  recipients  of  the  profit  of  transportation.  The  difference 
between  the  Company's  charge  for  toll  and  motive  power  and 
their,  charge  for  transportation  in  their  own  cars,  is  about  30 
per  cent.,  which  we  think,  may  with  propriety  be  regarded  as  a 
high  rate  of  profit  to  the  car  owners,  especially  when  the 
amount  of  capital  invested  by  them  is  compared  with  that  of 
the  Company.  Three-fifths  of  the  tonnage  of  our  road  is  trans- 
ported in  cars  owmed  by  individual  transporters,  which  in  a 
measure,  accounts  for  the  great  disparity  between  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  our  Company  in  comparison  with  those  of 
companies  who  equip  their  roads  with  their  ow^n  cars  and  enjoy 
exclusively  the  profits  of  transportation.  This  system  of  trans- 
portation was  introduced  on  our  road  to  attract  to  its  line  busi- 
ness from  other  works  with  which  it  connected,  and  that  were 
operated  by  individual  transporters  exclusively  ;  it  was  at  first 
confined  to  its  legitimate  sphere,  but  the  means  of  the  Company 
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from  its  organization  to  the  present  time  having  been  totally 
inadequate  to  the  demands  of  trade,  the  system  gradually 
worked  itself  into  our  local  business,  and  now  the  most  profita- 
ble trade  from  many  important  points  on  our  line  is  monopo- 
lized by  private  car  owners,  and  who  for  tolls  and  motive 
power,  pay  the  Company  at  rates  which  hardly  compensate. 
While  we  admit  the  force  of  the  arguments  made  in  favor  of 
this  system  of  transportation,  to  a  certain  extent,  we  are  not 
insensible  to  the  importance  of  the  Company's  being  at  all  times 
in  possession  of  an  amount  of  stock  and  equipments  that  will 
protect  its  revenues  and  prevent  imposition  on  the  public  by 
exorbitant  rates  of  transportation  being  charged  by  those  who 
.  illegitimately  control  the  trade. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  the  Board  to  remind  the  Stockhold- 
ers and  those  interested  in  the  ultimate  success  of  our  work, 
that  the  revenues  are  mainly  dependent  on  the  rates  of  toll 
charged  and  their  adjustment  with  reference  to  the  value  of  the 
article  transported,  as  well  as  a  strict  regard  to  the  commercial 
operations  of  the  community  seeking  the  road  as  a  line  of  com- 
munication. This  is  a  proposition  which  we  think  no  one  will 
gainsay. 

The  tolls  on  this  road  and  its  branches  are  at  rates  that  (as 
before  stated)  hardly  compensate  for  the  service  performed,  and 
as  compared  with  those  on  roads  with  which  we  connect  in 
forming  a  line  for  transportation  between  the  East  and  West, 
exceedingly  low.  This  is  owing  in  a  great  degree  to  reductions 
heretofore  demanded  hy  the  transporters  on  this  line,  and  acce- 
ded to  by  the  Company,  in  order  to  countervail  the  oppressive 
discriminations  of  some  of  the  most  prominent  of  these  works. 
For  example  take  the  system  of  tolls  adopted  by  the  authorities 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  main  line  of  her  improve- 
ments. 

Under  the  denomination  of  '^maxiraums'^^  they  exempt  from  a 
charge  for  road  tolls  the  article  transported,  charging  only  mo- 
tive power  and  car  tolls j  on  the  whole  extent  of  road  from  Co- 
lumbia to  Philadelphia.  Now,  in  order  to  meet  this  discrimi- 
nation fully,  our  Company  would  be  compelled  to  charge  on  the 
line  of  road  from  Wrightsville  to  Baltimore,  a  distance  of  sev- 
enty miles,  the  very  inconsiderable  sum  of  6  cents  per  100  lbs. 
for  the  whole  distance,  and  the  same  from  Bridgeport  to  Balti- 
n^ore,  a  distance  of  eighty-four  miles  ;  besides  which,  under  this

system,  the  same  tolls  are  charged  from  Pittsburg  to  Harrisburg 
as  are  charged  from  that  city  to  Columbia,  making  (in  effect, 
under  the  practical  operation  of  these  "maximum"  tolls,)  the 
Canal  free  on  the  cargo  of  each  boat  for  the  distance  between 
Harrisburg  and  Columbia,  and  thus  making  an  additional  dis- 
crimination, which  operates  severely  against  the  York  and  Cum- 
berland Rail  Road — for  it  follows  as  a  matter  of  course  that 
there  must  be  no  more  charged  on  the  26  miles  of  the  York  and 
Cumberland  Rail  Road  than  is  charged  on  the  twelve  miles  of 
the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Railroad,  which  has  al- 
ready been  compelled  to  rcMlur-.e  to  meet  the  discriminations  in 
favor  of  Philadelphia. 

The  interests  of  the  trade  of  Baltimore,  the  interests  of  this 
Company,  demanded  a  reduction  that  would  enable  us  to  pro- 
tect our  legitimate  business  derivable  from  the  Canals ;  to 
place  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  on  a  footing  with 
the  Wrightsville  Road  for  the  Western  Canal  trade,  would 
require  the  w^orking  of  fourteen  miles  of  its  length  free. 

These  are  the  obvious  reasons'  that  have  operated  to  prevent 
this  trade  from  coming  oyer  the  line  of  the  York  and  Cumberland 
5t.ail  Road,  and  their  effect  will  continue  so  long  as  the  authori- 
ties of  Pennsylvania- shall  maintain  their  present  system  of  dis- 
criminations. 

No  enactment  of  our  Companies  can  control  men  in  the  de- 
termined pursuit  of  their  individual  interests,  and  until  the  trans- 
porters, who  exclusively  control  the  Western  Canal  trade,  and 
who  are  now  and  have  been  for  years  located  at  Columbia, 
where  they  have  w^arehouses  and  every  facility  for  transhipment, 
have  some  inducement  to  change  their  location  to  Harrisburg, 
they  will  continue  to  tranship  at  Columbia,  simply  because  it  is 
their  interest  to  do  so. 

The  differences  that  existed  between  this  and  the  York  and 
Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company,  growing  out  of  this  state  of 
things,  and  alleged  discriminations  on  our  part  against  their 
road  and  in  favor  of  the  W^rightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail 
Road  Company,  under  the,  toll  sheet  adopted  in  1845,  by  which 
the  same  amount  is  charged  on  freight  carried  from  Wrights- 
ville to  Baltimore  as  would  be  charged  on  the  same  articles  from 
York  to  Beltiraore,  have  been  adjusted  through  the  interposi- 
tion and  kind  offices  of  the  Hon.  John  P.  Kennedy  and  others. 
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a  Committee  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  York  and  Cumberland 
Rail  Road  Company. 

The  gentlemen  controlling  the  interests  and  action  of  the  lat- 
ter Company,  were  actuated  by  the  laudable  desire  of  securing 
to  their  road  the  Western  Canal  trade  at  Harrisburg.  We  think 
that  we  have  already  incontestably  demonstrated  that  under 
present  circumstances  that  trade  cannot  be  attracted  to  their 
road,  and  that  it  should  not  be  considered  as  a  competitor  with 
the  Wrightsville  Road  for  that  trade,  (and  it  certainly  cannot  be 
for  any  other)  while  the  controlling  influences  that  determine 
that  description  of  freight  to  Columbia  are  clearly  shown  to  be 
beyond  the  reach  of  our  Companies..  With  the  full  conscious- 
ness of  the  correctness  of  this  position,  and  with  opinions  clear 
and  unchanged  on  the  subject  at  issue,  we,  for  tw^o  reasons 
w^hich  we  shall  give,  acceded  to  the  demands  of  the  other  Com- 
pany. The  first  of  these  reasons  was  a  great  desire  on  our  part 
to  conciliate  and  harmonize  the  action  of  the  tw^o  Companies, 
looking  to  important  results,  and  an  abiding  confidence  that  the 
operations  of  the  two  roads  would  at  an  early  day  demonstrate 
to  all  interested,  the  correctness  of  the  position  assumed  by  us  ; 
the  other,  and  to  us  very  forcible  reason  influencing  us  to  this 
course  was,  that  inasmuch  as  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail 
Road  Company  are  entitled  to  the  dividends  on  $950,000  of 
our  stock  by  virtue  of  the  city's  assignment  of  her  interest ;  and 
any  action  affecting. our  interests  must  in  a  proportionate  degree 
appreciate  or  depreciate  the  value  of  the  stock  of  the  York  and 
Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company,  that  the  opinions  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  that  Company  were  entitled  to  a  degree  of  con- 
sideration in  the  adjustment  of  the  tolls  on  this  road. 

We  deem  it  proper  to  remark  that  in  the  course  of  the  nego- 
ciations  between  the  Companies,  we  proposed  the  adoption  of  a 
system  of  drawbacks  in  favor  of  the  Western  Canal  trade,  the 
effect  of  which  would  have  been  to  place  that  trade  at  the  same 
rate  per  ton  per  mile  from  Harrisburg  to  Baltimore  as  from 
Wrightsville  to  Baltimore,  without  making  a  general  reduction 
of  tolls  which  might  in  its  practical  operations  enrich  the  trans- 
porters (whose  interests  make  them  in  favor  of  low  tolls)  and 
impoverish  the  treasuries  of  the  two  Companies. 

So  far  as  this  Company  is  concerned,  there  can  be^no  desire 
on  our  part  to  divert  from  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road 
any  trade  which  seeks  its  line  as  an  outlet ;  on  the  contrary,  we 
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leel  that  the  interests  of  the  two  Companies  are  so  completely 
blended,  that  anything  affecting  that  of  the  one  must,  in  a  cor- 
responding degree,  elevate  or  depress  the  well  being  of  the 
other. 

It  was  in  this  view  of  the  subject  that  we  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company  for 
the  working  of  their  road,  and  to  the  particulars  of  which  we 
shall  presently  advert.  We  have  looked  upon  these  works,  em- 
bracing our  own,  the  York  and  Cumberland  and  the  Wrights- 
ville  Roads,  as  auxiliaries  to  the  prosperity  of  our  city,  and  we 
would  have  them  valuable  ones,  too — valuable  not  only  as  the 
avenues  of  trade  to  our  city,  but  valuable  also  as  remunerating  in- 
vestments to  the  Stockholders,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  citizens 
of  Baltimore.  Our  course  has  been  marked  out  and  controlled 
with  an  eye  single  to  that  result,  and  no  considerations  of  pri- 
vate interest  or  local  policy  can  cause  us  to  swerve  from  it : 
our  highest  aspirations  lead  us  no  further  than  this  ;  to  fall  short 
of  it  would  be  to  prove  false  to  the  interests  entrusted  to  our 
charge. 

The  net  receipts  of  the  Company  for  the  past  year  were 
$144,902.36,  being  from  net  transportation  $120,973.88, 
and  from  other  sources  $23,928.48.  There  has  been  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  during  the  Company's  fiscal 
year  $71,461.36,  and  during  the  State's  fiscal  year  $84,692.04, 
which  latter  sum  was  in  full  for  the  current  interest  due 
the  State  on  the  1st  October,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
arrangement  made  for  the  funding  of  arrearages  of  interest 
under  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed 
at  December  session,  1847,  which  was  a  further  supple- 
ment to  the  Act  incorporating  the  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna Rail  Road  Company.  By  this  supplementary  Act  it  is 
provided  that  if  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  1851,  a 
rail  road  shall  be  constructed  and  opened  for  travel  between 
York  and  the  Cumberland  Valley  Rail  Road,  or  from  Wrights- 
ville  to  Middletown,  thereby  securing  a  connection  with  the  line 
of  road  constructing  west  of  Harrisburg,  then  all  the  back  in- 
terest due  the  State  of  Maryland  by  this  Company  should  be 
funded  for  fifteen  years,  and  that  no  interest  should  be  charged 
on  such  arrears  of  interest  so  funded,  for  or  during  that  period 
of  time.  Both  of  the  roads  referred  to  in  the  act  were  com- 
pleted and  in  operation  prior  to  the  time  there  specified,  and  thi^ 
36 
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Company  having  received  from  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company  a  certificate  of 
the  completion  of  their  road,  properly  authenticated,  applied  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  fund  the  arrears  of  in- 
terest then  due,  and  which  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $1,035,980. 
Under  the  advice  of  Attorney  General  Brent  this  action  was  ap- 
proved, and  bonds  to  that  amount,  bearing  date  January  1st, 
1851,  at  fifteen  years,  without  interest,  were  issued  by  the  Com- 
pany and  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State.  These 
bonds,  if  not  paid  before  maturity,  will,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  at  the  end  of  the  fifteen  years,  form  part  of  the  mort- 
gage debt  of  the  Company. 

The  l)alance  of  the  net  receipts,  after  the  payment  to  the 
State  of  the  sum  before  mentioned,  was  expended  for  improve- 
ments of  a  permanent  character  and  in  increasing  the  stock  on 
the  road,  all  of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Treasurer's  exhibit 
herewith  grnnexed. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  transportation,  as  shown  by 
table  No.  3,  amounting  to  $228,900,90,  includes  the  sum  of 
$31,243.68  tolls  paid  to  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg 
Rail  Road  Company,  and  $4,238.94  paid  to  the  Columbia 
Bridge  Company  for  same  account.  The  high  rate  of  tolls  paid 
to  these  Companies  has  been  a  serious  tax  on  our  revenues. 
This  Company  found  it  necessary,  as  a  measure  of  protection, 
to  secure  a  sufficiency  of  stock  in  the  Wrightsville,  York  and 
Gettysburg  Rail  Road  Company  to  exercise  a  control  in  its 
Board  of  Direction,  and  by  this  means  to  bring  about  a  fair  ad- 
justment of  the  tolls  to  be  paid  by  us.  This  has  been  a  subject 
of  negociation  for  some  time,  and  we  are  happy  in  being  able  to 
state  that  a  plan  is  under  consideration,  with  every  prospect  of 
its  adoption,  which  will  unite  the  two  Companies  and  place 
them  on  terms  of  perfect  reciprocity. 

Application  has  repeatedly  been  made  to  the  Columbia  Bridge 
Company  for  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  tolls  charged  on  their 
bridge,  but,  as  heretofore,  without  success.  We  are,  however, 
informed  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  Company  have  the 
subject  now  under  consideration,  and  that  a  liberal  modification 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  times  will  be  made. 

The  transportation  expenses  of  the  Company  have  been 
largely  increased  during  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of  an 
unexpected  application  made  by  the  President  and  Directors  of 
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the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company  to  us,  to  work 
their  road,  and  which  in  \iew  of  our  duty  to  the  city  and  a 
large  number  of  ils  citizens,  through  whose  enterprise  and  li- 
berality that  road  has  been  constructed,  as  a  link  in  the  chain 
of  railway  improvements,  connecting  Baltimore  with  the  west 
and  the  Lakes,  we  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  decline.  Accor- 
dingly the  terms  of  their  proposition  were  accepted,  without 
modification  by  ^n  unanimous  vote  of  our  Board.  The  under- 
taking was  entered  upon  at  short  notice,  and  at  a  time  when 
our  motive  power  was  hardly  competent  to  the  proper  and  eco- 
nomical working  of  our  own  road.  The  Legislature  of  Mary- 
land anticipating  the  embarrassments  to  which  this  Company 
would  be  subjected  in  the  event  of  an  increased  business  being 
thrown  upon  their  road,  had  wisely  revived  the  act  of  1845, 
with  some  slight  modifications,  which  authorized  the  issue  of 
Bonds  by  the  Company,  the  proceeds  of  which,  were  in  part  to 
be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  road  stock,  such  as  engines  and 
cars.  The  act  was  made  contingent  on  the  acceptance  of  its 
provisions  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
the  Stockholders  of  this  Company,  their  approval  of  which  was 
not  in  time  to  allow  it  to  be  made  available  during  the  past 
year  for  the  purposes  contemplated.  To  meet  the  demands  of 
trade  on  the  transportation  department  of  the  Company,  caused 
by' the  working  of  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road,  and 
the  increased  business  from  other  sources,  the  Board  directed 
the  immediate  purchase  of  three  of  Winans'  coal  burning  en- 
gines of  the  first  class,  the  cost  of  which  is  covered  by  bills 
payable,  as  shown  in  the  Treasurers  statement,  and  which  will 
be  provided  for  out  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  issued  under  the 
act  above  referred  to,  and  be  no  charge  on  the  revenues  of  the 
present  year. 

The  contract  with  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road 
Company  for  working  their  road,  though  dated  March  13th 
1851,  went  into  operation  on  the  5th  of  that  month.  The 
terms  of  this  contract  require  our  Company  to  furnish  the  Lo- 
comotives, passenger,  baggage  and  mail  cars,  necessary  in 
operating  that  road,  for  which  we  are  to  receive  one-third  of 
the  passenger,  and  one  half  of  the  burden  earnings  of  the  road: 
it  likewise  requires  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, to  keep  their  road,  bridges,  warter  stations,  &c.,  in  repair. 
No  arrangement  has  yet  been  made  with  the  Post  Office  De- 
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partment  for  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  the  mails 
over  this  road,  although  the  service  has  been  regularly  per- 
formed. 

The  Department  offers  seventy-five  dollars  per  mile,  while 
the  Companies  demand  the  same  rate  as  is  paid  on  our  road, 
viz,  one  hundred  dollars  per  mile. 

The  following  table  shows  the  total  earning  of  the  York  and 
Cumberland  Rail  Road,  from  the  5th  March,  1851,  to  1st  Oc- 
tober, 1851,  seven  months :

Assuming  the  business  of  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail 
Road  to  be  at  the  same  ratio  for  the  entire  year  as  it  is  for  the 
seven  months  above  stated,  then  the  result  would  be  the  trajis- 
portationof  31,000  passengers  and  32,000  tons  of  merchan- 
dise. 

We  feel  perfectly  justified  in  making  the  assumption  that 
such  a  result  will  ensue ;  a  reason  which  serves  to  strengthen 
us  in  the  opinion,  is  the  fact,  that  there  is  a  steady  increase  in 
the  business  of  that  road  over  and  above  the  ratio  adopted. 
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Below  will  be  found  tables  showing  the  gross  amount  of  both 
way  and  through  trade  on  the  line  of  railway  between  Balti- 
more and  Wrightsville,  commencing  with  the  opening  of  the 
works,  and  ending  with  30th  September,  1851.

The  business  thus  far,  of  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail 
Road  in  the  number  of  its  passengers  hnd  tons  of  merchandise 
transported,  compares  favorably  with  that  of  this  line,  exceed- 
ing in  tonnage  the  first  two,  and  the  average  of  the  first  three 
years,  and  but  very  little  below  the  average  of  the  gross  num- 
ber of  passengers  on  this  road  for  the  first  five  years  of  its  oper- 
ation. When  it  is  recollected  that  the  length  of  road  between 
Baltimore  and  Wrightsville  is  seventy  miles,  possessing  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  terminus  in  Baltimore,  and  enjoying  a  large  local 
travel  incident  to  the  sections  of  railways  nearest  to  a  city,  while 
on  the  other  hand,  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  has  a 
line  of  only  twenty-six  miles  in  extent,  these  circumstances 
considered,  will  render  the  amount  of  business  done  over  the 
latter  road  during  the  time  it  has  been  in  operation,  more  appre- 
ciable in  the  minds  of  those  interested  in  the  information  here 
given. 

In  the  month  of  July  last,  arrangements  were  entered  into 
with  the  freight  agents  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Compa- 
ny, at  Harrisburg,  for  the  transmission  of  freight  east  and  west 
over  the  line  of   that  road.     The  opening  of  this  trade  was 
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highly  favorable,  but  that  portion  of  it  going  to  or  coming  from 
beyond  the  line  of  rail  road  was  entirely  suspended,  owing 
to  the  disaster  elsewhere  alluded  to. 

The  business  of  both  Companies  has  suffered  materially  for 
the  want  of  proper  accommodations  at  Bridgeport  and  Harris- 
burg  for  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  tonnage.  When  proper  fa- 
cilities are  provided,  the  local  business  from  the  above  points 
will  largely  increase.  On  the  completion  of  the  'western  divi- 
sion of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road,  which  is  looked  to  as  cer- 
tain to  be  accomplished  by  the  first  of  July  next,  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  present  trade,  particularly  that  demanding  an  expe- 
ditious transit,  which  now  seeks  the  line  of  Canal  and  the 
Wrightsville  road  will  be  diverted  to  the  line  of  railway  be- 
tween Pittsburg  and  Harrisburg,  and  thence  to  Baltimore  by 
the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road.  The  western  Canal  ton- 
nage last  year  which  passed  over  the  line  of  our  road  reached 
40,000  tons,  and  is  estimated  for  the  coming  year  at  50,000 
tons.  Should  this  business  be  done  in  the  cars  of  our  own, 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company,  accommodation 
must  be  provided  for  its  receipt  and  delivery  at  Harrisburg  ; 
that  it  will  be  done  in  this  way  there  can  be  but  little  doubt,  as 
the  policy  of  the  latter  Company  has  been^  and  is  now,  to  in- 
terdict cars  of  individuals  on  their  road.  In  this  branch  of  our 
business,  arrangements  looking  to  the  perfecting  of  details  for 
carrying  it  into  successful  effect,  will  at  an  early  day,  demand 
the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  both  Companies. 

In  concluding  this  communication,  it  becomes  us  to  give  to 
you  our  views  in  regard  to  the  future  prospects  of  the  line  of 
railway  between  this  city  and  Harrisburg.  To  our  minds  they 
are  perfectly  satisfactory  ;  in  that  direction  the  future  can  de- 
velope  nothing  worth  struggling  for,  that  is  not  already  within 
the  grasp  of  Baltimore  enterprise. 

Strong  in  the  natural  advantages  of  her  geographical  posi- 
tion, sustained  by  the  operation  of  liberal  and  enlightened  legis- 
lation on  the  part  of  sister  states,  our  city  has  it  now  within  the 
limits  of  her  own  will,  to  solve  the  problem  of  her  future  pros- 
perity. How  far  the  works  in  which  we  are  more  immediately 
interested  may  be  relied  upon  as  instruments  to  great  results,  we 
propose  to  show. 

We  have  already  alluded  to  the  advantages  to  result  to  our 
line  of  road  on  the  completion  of  the  western  division  of  the 
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Pennsylvania  Rail  Road;  we  shall  then  be  within  eighteen  hours 
travel  of  Pittsburg,  twenty-five  hours  of  Cleveland,  and  within 
thirty-five  hours  of  Cincinnati. 

Such  facilities  must  secure  to  us  a  greatly  augmented  passen- 
ger business,  and  a  mail  service  commanding  first  class  com- 
pensation— this  latter  would  be  an  additional  net  revenue  to  our 
Company  of  $12,000  and  to  the  York  and  Cumberland  Rail 
Road  Company  of  $7,000  per  annum. 

The  advantages  of  a  connection  with  the  Pennsylvania  Rail 
Road,  heretofore  looked  upon  as  an  important  adjunct  to 
our  success,  and  from  ^^^llich  we  shall  doubtless  realize  our 
highest  expectations,  are  secondary  in  consideration,  when 
compared  with  the  wide  held  that  is  opened  to  us  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  from  Bridgeport  oppo- 
site Harrisburg  to  Williamsport,  and  for  which  a  charter  was 
granted  at  the  last  session  of  the  general  assembly  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Within  six  miles  of  its  southern  terminus,  the  proposed 
road  will  form  a  connection  with  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  river,  which  will  very  materially  en- 
hance our  advantages  for  trade  coming  over  that  road.  In  its 
progress  through  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Susquehanna,  it  cros- 
ses and  connects  with  the  Rail  Road  leading  to  the  Dauphin 
and  Susquehanna  Coal  Mines,  and  thence  to  the  city  of  Potts- 
ville.  Next  on  the  route  and  in  close  proximity,  are  the  rail 
roads  leading  to  the  Lykens  Valley,  Treverton,  Mahanoy  and 
Wisconisco  and  the  Shamokin  Coal  Mines,  to^  each  of  which 
there  is  a  distinct  road,  and  all  crossed  by,  and  connected  with 
the  proposed  Susquehanna  Rail  Road.  As  these  are  by  us 
considered  important  points  on  the  line  of  the  improvement, 
we  shall  here  give  some  of  the  details  that  have  impressed  us 
with  their  importance,  prefacing  with  the  fact,  that  at  this  time 
we  have  a  connection  with  the  first  named  mines,  (the  Dau- 
phin and  Susquehanna,)  by  way  of  Harrisburg  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania Rail  Road,  by  no  means  as  favorable  as  that  by  the 
proposed  route,  and  the  only  ones  with  which  that  road  con- 
nects. We  are  now  in  receipt  of  a  proposition  from  the  Dau- 
phin and  Susquehanna  Coal  Company,  to  transport  over  our 
line  of  road  during  the  next  year,  200,000  tons  of  coal,  which 
under  a  charge  of  transportation  per  ton,  per  mile  at  a  rate  no 
higher  than  is  now  charged  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  or  the 
Reading  Rail  Road  Companies  would  enable  the  coal  Compa- 
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ny  to  place  coals  on  board  ship  at  Baltimore,  as  low  as  it  is 
now  done  by  the  Reading  Company  at  Philadelphia.  This 
trade  alone  would  give  to  our  own  and  the  York  and  Cumber- 
land Rail  Road  Companies,  an  additional  revenue  of  $210,000, 
and  estimating  the  profits  at  a  rate  as  shown  by  the  experience 
of  the  two  Companies  before  named,  in  the  transportation  of 
coals  over  their  respective  roads,  the  result  would  be  a  product 
equal  to  six  per  cent,  on  the  cajntal  stock  of  both  Companies. 
This  is  a  practical  exemplification  of  the  benefits  that  are  to  re- 
sult to  our  roads  and  to  our  city,  by  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  rail  road,  and  if  such  results  as  the  one  stated  are 
within  our  reach,  with  all  the  disadvantages  of  an  imperfect 
connection,  under  which  w^e  now  labor,  what  may  we  expect 
when  by  the  completion  of  this  road,  we  are  placed  in  immedi- 
ate connection  with  the  great  Southern  Anthracite  Coal  fields, 
by  far  the  most  extensive  in  the  country,  and  possessing  the 
great  advantage  of  cheap  production. 

The  importance  of  securing  this  trade  to  the  line  of  our  roads 
and  the  city  of  Baltimore  cannot  be  exaggerated.  Eight  years 
ago  the  Coal  Trade  of  the  Reading  Rail  Road  (three  years  after 
its  completion)  was  only  230,000  tons ;  this  last  year  it  was 
1,600,000  tons,  employing  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia  a  coast- 
wise tonnage  equal  to  the  entire  foreign  tonnage  of  the  city  of 
New  York.  The  gross  revenues  of  that  Company  for  the  past 
year  reached  the  sum  of  $2,314,330,  being  for  transportation  of 
coals  $2,018,870,  and  for  passengers,  mails  and  merchandize 
only  $295,874.  The  latter  amount  of  revenue,  when  compared 
with  the  receipts  of  our  own  Companies  derived  from  the  same 
source,  falls  short  of  ours  $54,000. 

The  quantity  of  Anthracite  Coal  mined  and  sent  to  market 
from  the  Pennsylvania  mines  duri«ng  the  past  year  was  4,406,829 
tons,  showing  an  increased  production  over  the  year  1850  of 
1,046,831  tons.  This  coal  was  taken  from  the  different  fields 
as  follows :  From  the  Northern  Coal  field  2,120,391  tons  ; 
from  the  Middle  field  2,184,240  tons,  and  from  the  Southern 
field  102,198  tons.  This  statement  illustrates  the  magnitude 
of  the  Coal  trade  from  that  State  and  the  relative  quantity 
taken  from  the  different  regions.  The  great  disparity  in  the 
number  of  tons  taken  from  the  Southern  field,  as  compared 
with  the  quantity  from  the  other  two,  is  owing  entirely  to  its 
position  and  the  absence  of  a  cheap,  certain  and  expeditious 
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mode  ol"  transportation  to  a  port  tVoin  whence  the  article  can  be 
shipped  to  tlie  various  points  for  consumption  at  reasonable 
freights,  and  possessing  such  advantages  as  woukl  in  market 
place  it  on  a  footing  with  th'j  coals  of  the  other  fields.  To  do 
this  is  one  of  the  objects  proposed  in  the  construction  of  the  ex- 
tension, and  it  is  the  only  practicable  mode  by  which  the  mm- 
eral  wealth  of  that  extensive  region  can  be  developed.  The 
sum  required  to  consummate  the  work  sinks  into  utter  insignih- 
cance  when  compared  with  the  vast  results  which  must  enure  to 
the  commercial  and  manufacturing  interests  of  our  city. 

Having  thus  given  you  some  of  the  practical  information  in 
our  possession  relative  to  the  great  advantages  which  must  re- 
sult from  a  connection  with  the  coal  regions,  we  pass  on  to  no- 
tice other  points  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  route  which  offer 
strong  inducements  for  its  construction.  In  its  course  up  the 
Valley  of  the  Susquehanna  this  road  will  pass  through  many 
towns  and  villages,  the  trade  of  which  it  is  believed  will  largely 
contribute  to  its  maintenance ;  at  Williamsport,  in  Lycoming 
county,  it  will  connect  with  the  Williamsport  and  Elmira  Rail 
Road,  thus  placing  us  in  direct  connection  with  the  New  York 
and  Erie  Rail  Road,  one  of  the  great  arteries  of  trade  and  com- 
merce between  New  York  and  the  Lakes.  At  this  point  we  are 
also  put  in  connection  with  all  the  branches  of  the  great  system 
of  internal  improvements  constructed  by  the  State  of  New^  York, 
and  here  it  is  by  the  completion  of  the  proposed  road  Baltimore 
is  enabled  to  realize  the  great  advantages  of  her  geographical 
position :  for  at  Elmira  the  city  of  Baltimore  will  be  forty  miles 
nearer  to  the  trade  of  the  Lakes  than  is  the  city  of  New  York. 
She  will  offer  to  them  a  line  of  communication  possessing  other 
advantages  not  enjoyed  by  those  leading  to  her  more  eastern 
rivals ;  and  with  these  inducements  and  the  enterprise  of  her 
merchants  to  back  them,  who  can  doubt  the  result  ?  The 
amount  of  the  Lake  trade  annually  carried  to  the  city  of  New 
York  by  way  of  her  improvements  is  immense.  So  great  had 
it  become  some  years  ago  that  the  application  of  the  people  of 
Boston  for  a  connection  by  railway  with  her  improvements  was 
agreed  to  by  New  York,  since  which  time  they  have  by  con- 
certed action  engrossed  the  whole  of  this  valuable  trade]  and 
their  people  grown  wealthy  in  the  prosecution  of  it. 

We  propose  that  Baltimore  shall  put  in  her  claim  for  this 
trade ;  it  is  within  her  power  to  command  her  full  share  of  it 
37 
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by  the  construction  of  less  than  ninety  miles  of  rail  road.  Re- 
lying with  the  utmost  confidence  upon  the  public  spirit  and  en- 
terprise of  her  commercial  community,  we  leave  this  subject  to 
her  decision. 

The  construction  of  the  Hanover  Branch  Rail  Road  was 
commenced  last  Spring,  and  is  now  in  such  a  state  of  for- 
wardness as  to  ensure  its  completion  in  April  next.  The 
amount  requisite  to  build  this  road  w^as  raised  by  the  citizens  of 
the  flourishing  and  prosperous  town  of  Hanover  and  its  vicinity; 
the  act  is  highly  creditable  to  their  liberality  and  public  spirit. 
A  charter  has  been  granted  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  an 
extension  of  this  work  to  Gettysburg,  the  county  tow^n  of  Ad- 
ams county,  and  steps  are  now  being  taken  by  the  active  friends 
of  the  enterprise  to  raise  the  means  for  its  construction  with  a 
certainty  of  realizing  their  object.  This  line  of  road,  passing 
as  it  does  through  a  country  rich  in  agricultural  and  mineral  re- 
sources, and  densely  populated,  will  not  only  remunerate  those 
who  have  invested  their  means  in  its  construction,  but  wdll  be 
an  important  avenue  of  trade  to  the  district  of  country  through 
which  it  passes. 

The  great  zeal  manifested  by  a  highly  respectable  and  influ- 
ential portion  of  the  citizens  of  the  counties  of  Baltimore  and 
Carroll  for  the  construction  of  a  rail  road  from  some  point  on  the 
line  of  our  road,  through  these  counties,  via  Westminster  to  Em- 
mittsburg,  induced  this  Company,  in  accordance  with  the  wish 
and  request  of  a  meeting  held  at  Westminster  to  have  the  several 
routes  surveyed.  The  lines  are  all  favorable  to  a  cheap  construc- 
tion of  the  road.  As  soon  as  a  charter  is  obtained  measures  will 
be  taken  to  organise  the  Company  and  put  the  work  under  con- 
tract. The  completion  of  this  and  the  Hanover  Branch  Rail 
Roads  w^ill  afford  additional  auxiliaries  to  the  business  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  the  uni- 
form courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  officers  of  roads  with  which 
we  connect,  especially  with  regard  to  the  Cumberland  Valley 
Rail  Road  Company,  from  whom,  at  the  hands  of  their  gentle- 
manly and  efficient  Superintendent,  A.  F.  Smith,  Esq'r.,  we 
have  received  many  favors.

The  undersigned,  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city  and 
county,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1851.

Under  the  present  system  of  special  levies  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Institution  many  serious  inconveniences  arise,  to  which  the 
undersigned  respectfully  invite  your  attention.  . 

During  the  year  1851  there  have  been  received  from  tarious  sour- 
ces, specifically  designated,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expenses, 
$8,284.15  less  than  the  amount  appropriated. 

Not  more  than  is  actually  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  Insti- 
tution is  appropriated  to  it,  and  the  failure  to  receive  that  amount 
during  the  current  year  for  which  it  is  appropriated,  seriously  affects 
its  efficiency.  Expenses  are  continually  occurring,  and  to  accom- 
plish effectively  the  benevolent  objects  for  which  the  Institution  is 
designed,  those  to  whom  its  management  is  confided  must  receive 
at  the  designated  period  the  money  intended  to  meet  those  expenses. 
The  fact  that  a  particular  amount  is  levied  for  a  particular  time,  is  of  it- 
self sufficient  to  establish  the  necessity  of  its  payment  at  the  particu- 
lar period  specified,  and  renders  an  examination  into  these  various 
expenses  and  requirements  unnecessary  in  this  report. 

A  law  is  in  existence,  and  does  not  answer  the  purpose  of  its  en- 
actment. Why  this  is,  the  undersigned  are  unable  positively  to  say. 
It  may  be  a  defect  in  the  law  itself,  or  it  may  be  a  defect  in  the  exe- 
cution of  its  provisions  ;  but  from  which  cause  soever  the  condition 
complained  of  may  result,  a  modification  ofthe  law  will  give  an  en- 
tire remedy.

From  the  above  statement  it  is  manifest  that  the  evil  is  not  tempo- 
rary and  produced  by  any  circumstances  which  may  have  been  pecu- 
liar to  the  year  1851,  but  permanent  and  annually  becoming  more 
serious. 

The  amount  due  for  the  year  1850  and  unpaid  during  that  year 
being  little  more  than  one-half  the  amount  due  and  unpaid  for  the 
year  1851,  the  undersigned  are  entirely  at  a  loss  to  account  for  the 
large  increase  of  the  deficit  for  the  past  year  over  that  of  the  prece- 
ding. No  peculiar  circumstances  in  their  knowledge  can  explain  it. 
The  facts,  however,  are  submitted  to  your  attention,  and  you  are 
earnestly  invited  to  their  consideration. 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  submit  that  a  law  superceding 
the  present  system  of  levies,  by  special  appropriation,  payable 
monthly  or  quarterly,  would  remedy  the  grievance  complained  of  and 
consequently  free  the  Institution  from  the  embarrassments  to  which 
it  is  now  subjected.  In  this  connection  the  undersigned  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Register  for  the  payment 
of  the  "commutation  tax."  This  taxis  paid  over  yearly  without 
regard  to  the  time  of  collection,  the  amount  on  hand,  or  the  necessi- 
ties demanding  it ;  it  accumulates  in  the  coffers  of  the  city,  and  is 
useless  for  any  practical  purpose  until  the  annual  recurrence  of  the 
period  of  payment.  In  the  meantime  the  Managers  of  the  Institu- 
tion are  required  by  its  imperative  necessities  to  borrow  large  sums 
of  money,  at  much  inconvenience  and  some  cost.  The  undersigned 
are  unable  to  see  any  beneficial  purpose  likely  to  be  effected  by  such 
a  system,  and  would  ask  your  consideration  of  the  propriety  of  hav- 
ing this  tax  paid  over  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
special  appropriation  before  referred  to. 
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The  dissolution  of  the  joint  ownership  of  the  city  and  county  in 
j,he  property  of  the  Institution,  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the 
board  of  trustees.  The  necessities  which  then  existed  and  rendered 
such  a  dissolution  in  every  way  expedient  and  politic,  exist  now, 
and  are  annually  becoming  more  imperative.  Pauperism  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  with  the  increasing  population  of  the  city,  and  to  be 
properly  cared  for  the  accommodations  for  the  poor  and  afflicted 
must  bear  some  proportion  to  their  probable  number.  The  capacity 
of  a  building  suited  to  the  probable  number  of  paupers,  in  a  com- 
munity of  one  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand,  would  be  too  limited 
for  such  a  number  as  would  likely  need  its  protection  in  a  commu- 
nity of  two  hundred  and  ten  thousand.  The  buildings  are  not  equal 
to  the  present  necessities,  and  having  been  erected  with  a  view  to 
the  existing  condition  some  years  back,  it  would  be  singular  if  they 
were,  when  we  consider  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  and  county. 
The  Institution  can  accommodate  five  hundred  persons,  and  when 
crowded  to  any  considerable  extent  beyond  that  number  its  inmates 
cannot  be  kept  in  such  a  condition  as  a  charitable  and  proper  regard 
for  them  requires.  Feeling  this,  and  seeing  the  painful  condition  to 
w^hich  the  inmates  of  the  Institution  are  now  and  for  some  time  past 
have  been  subjected  by  the  insufficiency  of  accommodation,  the  un- 
dersigned determined  to  enlarge  the  buildings  to,  such  an  extent  as 
the  necessities  of  the  present  condition  absolutely  demands.  There 
are  now  seven  hundred  and  ten  paupers  crowded  in  a  building  design- 
ed for  the  accommodation  of  i^ve  hundred. 

The  annual  report  for  the  year  1850  represents  that  there  were 
then  upwards  of  six  hundred,  and  the  trustees  expressed  the  antici- 
pation that  before  the  winter  would  close  fifty  more  would  probably 
be  added  to  the  list.  The  undersigned  do  not  expect  to  increase 
the  list  of  seven  hundred  and  ten  during  the  present  winter,  because 
they  cannot  do  so  without  changing  instead  of  remedying  the  mis- 
fortune of  those  who  apply,  and  increasing  the  miseries  of  those 
who  are  admitted.  They  are  forced  to  discriminate  between  appli- 
cants, and  before  one  can  be  admitted  some  one  must  be  removed  to 
give  him  place.  In  this  process  the  question  with  them  is  not — can 
the  person  to  be  removed  take  care  of  himself?  or^is  he  well? 
but — are  others  less  likely  to  take  care  of  themselves,  less  improved, 
more  miserable,  more  pitiable  9  A  painful  and  most  uncharitable 
discrimination  upon  the  part  of  a  city  and  county  composed  of  two 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  and  worth  97,000,000  of  dol- 
lars. 

The  undersigned  have  been  compelled  to  turn  away  from  the 
doors  of  an  Institution,  established  as  the  refuge  of  affliction,  some 
upon  whom  misfortune  has  most  heavily  fallen,  consequently  they 
have  gone  forth  in  misery  and  disease,  unaided  and  unhoused,  simply 
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because  the  public  charity  appropriated  to  the  afflicted  has  been  ex- 
hausted before  they  applied. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  undersigned  formed  the  determina- 
tion before  expressed  of  enlarging  the  buildings.  Another  consid- 
eration leading  them  to  this  determination  was  the  condition  of  the 
apartments  appropriated  to  the  insane.  These  apartments  have  been 
the  continued  subject  of  just  comment  by  every  one  who  has  visited 
the  Institution,  and  seem  much  better  adapted  to  generating  and  ag- 
gravating the  malady  of  the  class  to  which  they  are  appropriated, 
than  affording  them  relief  and  remedy. 

Much  time  has  been  given  to  this  part  of  the  Institution,  and 
though  the  undersigned  are  happy  to  state  that  special  attention  has 
somewhat  improved  its  condition,  they  yet  feel  bound  to  say  that  it 
cannot  be  made  suitable  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  confinement 
of  those  who  are  committed  as  vagrants. 

^  The  undersigned  regret  to  say  that  notwithstanding  the  strong 
reasons  thus  existing  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  building,  the 
trustees  representing  the  county  refuse  to  co-operate  with  them  in 
the  consummation  of  their  design. 

Under  existing  laws  the  county  is  required  to  bear  one-half  of  any 
expenses  which  may  be  incurred,  whilst  the  city  will  receive  five- 
sixths  of  the  benefits.  We  cannot,  therefore,  blame  the  representa- 
tives of  the  county  for  their  refusal  to  assume  a  share  of  expense  so 
disproportionate  to  the  comparative  interest  of  the  county  in  its  ob- 
ject. Reason,  justice  and  charity  demand  that  the  improvement 
should  be  made,  and  a  proper  consideration  for  the  credit  of  the  city 
requires  that  she  should  not  thrust  from  her  alms-house  those  whose 
misfortunes  entitle  them  to  an  admission,  and  to  whom  a  refusal 
would  be  an  order  to  sustain  themselves^  or  to  perish  as  mendicants 
in  her  streets. 

These  demands  are  for  remedying  practical  grievances  in  the  pres- 
ent, not  in  the  future.  The  agents  of  the  city  have  waited  in  vain 
hope  until  at  last  the  evil  is  upon  us,  and  they  can  no  longer  with 
propriety  postpone  the  remedy.  But  since  the  necessity  has  devolv- 
ed upon  the  city  of  making  expenses  for  the  benefit  of  the  Institu- 
tion, without  the  concurrence  of  the  authorities  of  the  county,  the 
question  of  a  dissolution  of  their  co-partnership  in  the  property  be- 
comes one  of  increased  interest. 

It  would  certainly  be  desirable  if  this  dissolution  could  be  effected. 
Their  union  of  property  in  this  Institution  arose  from  the  same  con- 
dition which  united  them  in  the  ownership  and  possession  of  the  jail 
and  court-house,  and  originally  in  political  capacities.  This  union 
has  been  gradually  growing  weaker  as  the  city  has  increased  in  pop- 
ulation and  wealth  and  moved  on  in  her  progress  to  political  import- 
ance, until  now,  under  the  new  constitution  of  the  State,  she  is 
finally  and  entirely  separated  from  the  county  with  equal  and  greater 

39 
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political  capacities,  forming  a  distinct  political  division  of  our  State. 
Her  union  with  the  county  is  at  an  end,  and  she  stands  as  separate 
from  it  in  all  her  political  capacities,  judicial  and  others,  as  she  does 
from  the  most  'remote  county  in  the  State.  The  cause  of  the  joint 
holding  of  property  having  ceased,  the  undersigned  hope  that  it  may 
be  determined  best  for  both  parties  that  the  character  of  the  tenure 
should  cease  also. 

Baltimore  county  must  have  a  separate  jail  and  a  separate  court- 
house ;  and  why  should  not  Baltimore  county  have  a  separate  Alms 
House  ? 

It  w^ill  be  seen  from  what  has  been  said  that  they  can  no  longer 
hold  this  property  in  common  and  use  it  with  any  equitable  distribu- 
tion of  expenses  necessary  to  be  incurred  in  its  improvement  and  re- 
pair. Baltimore  city  and  county  have  grown  out  of  proportion  in 
necessities,  population  and  w^ealth.  But  the  law  apportioning  their 
joint  liabilities,  and  the  provisions  of  which  are  based  upon  their 
equality,  is  still  in  operation,  fastening  them  down  to  a  supposed 
condition  at  the  present  time  which  has  not  been  in  actual  existence 
since  the  enactment  of  the  law.  The  undersigned  do  not  consider 
it  necessary  or  appropriate  to  enter  into  the  many  considerations 
which  render  a  severance  of  interest  in  the  Institution  desirable ; 
they  are  numerous  and  must  ultimately  effect  it. 

The  spirit  of  the  charter  of  the  Institution  requires  that  there 
should  be  a  work-house,  where  those  committed  as  vagrants  shall 
be  confined.  Apart  .from  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  charter, 
reason  will  suggest,  upon  a  consideration  of  the  relative  condition  of 
vagrant  and  urifoi'tunate,  the  establishment  of  such  a  department  as 
being  both  benevolent  and  proper.  It  is  not  charity  to  the  vagrant 
which  offers  him  this  asylum,  but  the  charity  of  the  community  to  it- 
self, which  at  once  relieves  itself  of  a  pest  and  punishes  an  offence 
against  its  wholesome  regulations.  He  should  be  made  thus  to  feel 
it.  At  preset  vagrancy  and  misfortune  are  associated,  and  a  com- 
mon roof  is  above  the  subject  of  christian  charity  and  civil  justice. 
The  establishment  of  a  proper  work-house  would  answer  all  the  pur- 
poses of  the  vagrant's  confinement,  and  make  the  punishment  of  his 
offence  contribute  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Institution.  Any 
attempt,  under  the  present  arrangement,  to  make  him  labor,  puts  his 
liberty  at  his  own  disposal,  and  with  but  little  difficulty  he  leaves  the 
Institution,  to  renew  the  offence,  with  contempt  for  the  commitment 
which  arrested  him  in  its  last  commission.  So  long  as  this  class  of 
persons  is  committed  by  judicial  officers  to  the  keeping  of  any  Insti- 
tution, without  proper  arrangements  for  their  safe  keeping  and  pun- 
ishment, the  commitment  is  a  farce  and  the  whole  proceeding  worse 
than  useless.  The  expenses  needed  to  erect  the  buildings  necessary 
for  a  work-house,  will  not  be  borne  by  the  county  under  the  existing 
law.

The  undersigned  Avould  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  a  serious 
injustice  to  which  the  city  is  subjected  by  the  influx  of  paupers  from 
other  States  and  counties,  (vide  table  B.)  They  come  in  upon  the 
Institution  in  considerable  numbers — sometimes  with  the  expenses 
of  their  transportation  to  our  doors  paid  by  the  counties  from  which 
they  are  sent.  This  arises  from  a  defect  in  the  municipal  regulations 
of  the  counties,  and  the  want  of  legislative  requirements  upon  them 
to  have  suitable  asylums  within  their  own  limits.  We  therefore 
earnestly  recommend  that  some  suitable  law  may  be  asked  for  from 
the  legislature  to  remedy  this  unjust  and  growing  evil  to  the  city  and 
county. 

The  unusual  number  of  paupers  (vide  Table  A) — being  some  six 
hundred  more  than  in  preceding  years — has  somewhat  enlarged  the 
expenses  of  the  Institution  ;  other  causes  have  also  contributed  to 
sw^ell  these  expenses,  to  no  considerable  extent,  however,  beyond 
preceding  years.  The  price  of  Bacon — a  principal  article  of  food 
in  the  Institution — has  been  during  the  past  year  nearly  double  that 
of  the  preceding ;  and  the  long  continued  drought  having  rendered 
the  mill  entirely  useless  for  several  months,  necessitated  the  pur- 
chase of  considerable  quantities  of  flour,  but  there  remain  on  hand 
about  one  thousand  bushels  of  wheat  raised  upon  the  farm. 

The  undersigned  have  also  made  a  number  of  repairs  w^hich  were 
absolutely  required,  and  have  erected  a  barrack  on  the  premises  for 
the  storage  of  the  products  of  the  farm,  at  an  expense  of  several  hun- 
dred dollars. 

You  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  accompanying  tables  for  the 
statistics  connected  with  the  Institution.

To  the  Members  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branch  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  herewith  present  their  annual 
statement,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  interest  on  the  city  stock- 
debt  has  been  regularly  received  from  the  Register. 

The  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  on  the  31st  day 
of  December  1851,  was  $80,363  03 ;— of  this  sum,  $63,009  is 
applicable  to  the  purchase  of  stock,  and  $17,354  03  was  due  at  that 
time  for  unclaimed  interest. 

In  virtue  of  authority  entrusted  to  them  by  existing  ordinances 
and  resolutions,  since  their  last  report,  the  Board  have  leased  in 
perpetuity,  the  following  city  property  :

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Thus  leaving  the  above  sum  as  an  increased  annual  revenue  ac- 
cruing to  the  account  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  and  adding 
about  $180,000  to  the  taxable  property  for  city  purposes.  It  is 
right  to  mention,  however,  that  this  estimate,  so  much  below  the 
real  value,  is  based  upon  the  valuation  of  the  last  general  assess- 
ment. 

The  Commissioners  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  City  Council  to  the  condition  of  the  five  per  cent,  stock  debt 
account  with  the  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  county.  The  amount 
of  this  stock  created  for  repairs  of  the  Court  House,  is  $92,254  21, 
and  is  redeemable  in  the  years  1858  and  1860 ;  one-half  of  the  in- 
terest accruing  quarterly  on  the  same  is  payable,  each  by  the  city 
and  the  county.  The  last  payment  made  by  the  county  was  in 
October  1850,  and  this  on  account  of  her  levy  for  1846,  leaving  a 
balance  on  said  levy  of  $2281  25,  which  added  to  the  successive 
levies  for  1847,  1848,  1849,  and  1850  of  $3281  25  annually,  make 
an  aggregate  of  $15,406  25; — to  which,  again,  add  interest,  say 
$2451  44,  for  advances  on  the  part  of  the  city,  and  the  total  of  in- 
debtedness on  the  part  of  the  county  will  be  seen  to  be  $17,857  69. 

From  this  failure  on  the  part  of  the  county  to  meet  the  regular 
payment  of  her  interest,  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  have  been 
prevented  from  making  any  addition  to  the  sinking  fund  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  stock — an  object  extremely  desirable  to  be  attained, 
seeing  that  the  period  of  such  redemption  is  so  near  at  hand,  when 
the  debt  must  be  met  at  par ;  w^hereas,  under  other  circumstances, 
and  such  as  ought  to  have  existed,  the  stock  could  have  been  grad- 
ually taken  out  of  the  market  as  opportunities  offered,  at  prices 
varying  from  87  to  $90  per  100.

TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OP    THE 


PRESIDENT   AND    DIRECTORS,    TO    THE    STOCKHOLDERS 


OF    THE 

BALTIMORE  ^  OHIO  RAIL-ROAD  COMPANY. 


I. —  Of  the  Main  Stem. 

The  Treasurer's  exhibit,  marked  B,  will  show  in  details  the  re- 
sults of  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September.  The 
Company  have  earned  from  the  transportation  of  passengers,  mails, 
and  merchandise,  $1,349,222  75,  being  an  increase  of  $5,417  48, 
over  the  operations  of  last  year.  The  total  disbursements  under  the 
head  of  expenses  have  been  $695,919  20,  showing  the  net  earnings 
to  have  been  $653,303  55. 

This  result  has  enabled  the  Board  to  declare  a  dividend  in  stock 
of  7  per  cent.,  notwithstanding  the  large  increase  of  $531,209  added 
to  ihe  capital  stock  of  the  Company  by  the  dividend  of  last  year. 
Upon  the  original  capital  ot  $7,000,000  represented  by  the  finished 
road  to  Cumberland,  which  alone  has  contributed  to  this  result, 
without  any  aid  from  the  capital  more  recently  expended,  the  divi- 
dend earned  would  have  been  equal  to  9  1-3  per  cent. 

Situated  as  this  road  is,  with  its  revenue  derived  from  little  more 
than  $7,000,000  of  active  capital,  expended  upon  a  line  stopping 
two  hundred  miles  short  of  its  destined  terminus,  the  stockholders 
have  no  reason  to  feel  disappointed  at  this  exhibit. 

This  Board  have  never  indulged  the  belief  that  this  large  revenue 
would  be  maintained,  during  the  extension  of  the  road,  and  had  the 
present  receipts  exhibited  a  deficiency  greatly  below  the  earnings  of 
former  years,  such  a  result  might  well  have  been  anticipated,  from 
the  opening  of  the  New  York  and  Erie  Road,  and  the  large  reduc- 
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tion,  which  owing  to  the  low  rates  adopted  on  other  works  works, 
has  been  already  found  indispensable,  in  the  Tariff  upon  both  pas- 
sengers and  tonnage,  which,  while  it  has  been  attended  so  far  with 
no  decided  increase  in  the  business  of  the  road,  has  largely  reduced 
the  receipts  of  the  year.  The  completion  of  the  road  to  the  Ty- 
gart's  Valley  Bridge  and  Fairmont  which  is  expected  to  take  place 
in  March  and  May  next,  may,  and  no  doubt  will,  be  attended  with 
some  advantage,  in  restoring  the  through  travel,  which  has  been  so 
seriously  interfered  with  by  the  Erie  Road,  beside  adding  largely  to 
its  tonnage  operations  ;  but  the  Board  would  deem  it  best  not  to 
run  the  risk  of  deceiving  themselves,  or  misleading  the  stockhold- 
ers, whatever  may  be  the  result,  by  any  calculations  upon  increas- 
ed revenue  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Under  the  head  of  ^'  Expenses"  are  included  many  items  which 
the  Board  found  it  indispensible  to  incur,  in  view  of  the  early  com- 
pletion of  the  road,  but  w^hich  might  with  propriety  have  gone  to  a 
separate  account.  In  this  catagory  might  be  named  the  cost  of 
constructing  seven  miles  of  second  track,  in  place  of  the  old  plate 
rail,  amounting  to  not  less  than  $25,000,  and  swelling  the  charge 
for  "  Repairs  of  Rail-way"  to  that  extent. 

The  expenses  of  transportation  have  also  been  increased  by  the 
greater  number  of  miles  run  by  engines,  and  a  large  advance 
in  the  price  of  fuel  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

II. —  Of  the   Washington  Branch. 

The  operations  of  the  Washington  Branch  will  be  shown  in  exhi- 
bit marked  E.  The  earnings  of  the  road  during  the  year  ending 
on  the  30th  of  September,  from  all  sources  have  been  $309,535, 
75,  and  the  expenses  during  the  same  period  were  $146,681  16, 
showing  the  net  earnings  to  have  been  $162,854  59. 

The  Board  have  declared  a  dividend  of  4  per  cent.,  for  the  half 
year  ending  30th  September  last,  payable  on  and  after  the  16th 
instant. 

The  receipts  of  the  year  will  be  found  somewhat  diminished,  as 
compared  with  those  of  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  the  early  ad- 
journment of  Congress  on  the  4th  of  March  last. 

The  increase  in  "Expenses"  has  been  caused  mainly,  by  the  ne- 
cessity for  ballasting  the  greater  part  of  the  entire  line  from  the 
Relay  House  to  Washington,  an  improvement  greatly  needed  ;  but 
which  has  not  heretofore  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Road  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Bridges  are  fully  completed,  and  have  been  constructed  in 
the  most  substantial  and  durable  manner. 

The  new  Station  House  in  Washington  is  moving  on  rapidly 
to  completion,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupation,  it  is  hoped,  before 
the  meeting  of  Congress. 
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III.— (y  the   Coal   Trade. 

The  Report  of  the  General  Superintendent  herewith  annexed 
will  show  an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  coal  transported  during  the 
year,  over  that  of  the  corresponding  period  ending  September  30th, 
1850 — the  aggregate  being  163,500  tons,  and  the  excess  in  favor  of 
the  year  just  ended  16,855  tons,  both  exclusive  of  the  coal  used  by 
the  Engines  of  the  Company. 

The  consnmption  of  coal  from  the  Cumberland  District,  although 
still  limited  in  quantity,  is  steadily  increasing.  The  great  superiori- 
ty of  this  fuel  for  the  use  of  locomotives  and  for  navigation  and 
manufacturing  purposes  generally,  must  always  place  it  in  advance 
of  any  other  ;  and  the  demand  hereafter,  with  the  aid  of  the  facil- 
ties  afforded  by  this  road,  may  be  expected  to  keep  pace  with  the 
growth  of  the  manufacturing  interest — the  adaption  of  machinery  to 
its  use,  in  the  supply  of  new  power  on  roads,  where  w^ood  is  be- 
coming too  expensive  for  profitable  transportation,  and  the  large 
augmentation  in  the  wants  of  the  commercial  marine,  dependant 
upon  steam  as  its  propelling  element. 

The  completion  of  the  road  to  the  "  Piedmont  Station,"  near 
Westernport,  which  took  place  in  July  last,  has  as  yet  brought  no 
accession  of  coal  from  that  region  ;  but  the  Board  are  informed, 
that  preparations  are  now  making  by  the  George's  Creek  and  other 
companies,  to  open  their  mines,  so  as  to  commence  operations  at  an 
early  day. 

The  location  made  by  the  Company  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
coal  trade  at  Locust  Point,  has  been  found  already  totally  inadequate 
for  that  purpose  ;*  and  the  Board  have  had  no  recourse  but  to  adopt 
a  plan  looking  eventually  to  the  transfer  of  this  entire  business  to 
private  wharves  as  they  may  be  constructed  and  brought  into  use, 
from  time  to  time.  To  facditate  this  object,  the  Board  have  directed 
a  drawback  of  six  cents  per  ton  to  be  deducted  from  the  through 
transportation  from  Cumberland  to  Baltimore,  on  all  coal  which  may 
be  received  or  dumped  at  any  other  than  their  own  wharf,  and  by  a 
liberal  encouragement  they  hope  to  enlarge  the  accommodation  to  an 
extent  capable  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  heaviest  trade 
which  may  be  anticipated  at  any  future  period.  Since  this  policy 
was  announced,  plans  have  been  projected  for  an  enlargement  of 
their  present  facilities  to  an  extent  of  from  300,000  to  400,000  tons 
annually,  by  the  construction  of  a  wharf  on  private*  account,  com- 
bining every  facility  and  convenience  for  storing  and  dumping  coal, 
and  they  have  assurances  that  similar  improvements  will  go  on  as  re- 
quired by  the  wants  of  the  trade. 

Up  to  this  time  the  demand  for  coal  has  not  taxed  to  the  full  ex- 
tent, the  power  at  the  disposal  of  this  Company,  and  the  Board  are 

•Arrivals  at  "Locust  Point,"  during  the  year  ending  September  30th  :— 38  ships, 
92  barques,  69  brigs,  1,036  schooners,  85  steamers  aod  barges,  125  sloops;  total  1,445 
vessels,  of  classes. 
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fully  convinced,  that  the  Cumberland  Coal  must  be  brought  into  fair 
competition  with  anthracite,  and  the  different  varieties  of  bituminous 
coals,  now  held  at  lower  rates  in  the  Eastern  markets,  before  any 
decided  increase  can  be  expected  to  take  place  in  the  measure  of 
consumption.  * 

In  connextion  with  the  cost  of  transportation,  the  attention  of  the 
Board  has  been  directed  to  the  importance  of  regulating  freights  be- 
tween the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  Eastern  markets ;  with  a  view 
to  uniformity  and  permanency ;  and  they  sometime  ago  ordered  an 
abatement  upon  the  through  transportation  from  Cumberland  to  Bal- 
timore, to  two  dollars  per  ton  in  favor  of  all  coal  received  at  private 
wharves,  so  soon  as  satisfactory  arrangements  should  be  made  to 
carry  out  this  object.  This  reduction  it  was  subsequently  deemed 
advisable  to  make  absolute,  as  most  likely  te  bring  about  the  pro- 
posed facility,  and  the  reduced  tariff  was  announced  to  go  into  effect 
on  and  after  the  15th  of  September  last. 

In  this  modification  of  the  tariff  on  coal,  the  Board  have  been 
governed,  not  only  by  their  own,  but  the  experience  of  other  roads. 

In  determining  the  relative  advantages  of  Baltimore  and  Alexan- 
dria as  points  of  shipment,  for  the  coal  from  the  Allegany  region,  it 
is  proper  to  be  governed  as  a  general  rule,  by  the  value  of  the  article 
in  the  New  York  market,  and  this  will  be  regulated  by  the  obstacles 
and  cost  of  transportation  between  these  points  respectively. 

The  value  of  the  Cumberland  Coal,  fairly  estimated,  depends  in 
the  first  place,  upon  the  regularity  and  ceriainity  of  its  supply  ;  the 
facility  of  its  transhipment  from  the  boat  or  car  to  the  vessel,  and  tlie 
injury  attendant  upon  this  operation  ;  and  finally  upon  the  cost  of 
transportation  between  the  points  of  shipment  and  consumption. 

The  City  of  Baltimore,  it  is  well  known,  commands  an  advantage 
in  her  foreign  and  coasting  trade,  which  give  her  the  control  of 
freights  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  at  comparatively  moderate  rates. 

The  difference  in  the  average  of  freights  between  Baltimore  and 
the  District  cities  may  be  safely  assumed  to  range  at  least  25  cents 
per  ton  in  favor  of  the  Baltimore  terminus  and  it  is  doubted  whether 
with  the  prospect  of  freight  one  way  only — a  drawback  always  to  be 
encountered  by  vessels  seeking  the  Alexandria  or  District  harbors- — 
the  command  of  a  tonnage  to  any  large  extent,  could  be  relied  upon, 
even  at  an  increase  over  the  Baltimore  rates,  owing  to  the  uncertain 
navigation  of  the  Potomac  River,  and  the  delay  and  contingencies 
to  which  vessels  are  invariably  subjected. 

We  must  also  take  into  account  the  condition  of  the  coal  delivered 
on  ship-board  from  the  canal  and  rail  road — the  damage  from  ex- 
posure and  disintegration,  being  in  the  opinion  of  some,  25  cents 
per  ton  in  favor  of  the  latter. 

The  Board  are  glad  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  state,  in  con- 
nexion with  this  subject,  that  a  vigorous  effort  is  now  making — 
stimulated  by  the  encouragement  held  out  by  the  reduced  rates  upon 
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this  road,  to  organize  a  company  with  a  capital  sufficient  to  transport 
through  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canals,  to  New 
York,  by  means  of  propellers  and  barges,  all  the  coal  that  may  be 
brought  to  this  market.  Should  this  enterprize  receive  the  support 
to  which  it  is  entitled,  the  maximum  charge  between  Locust  Point 
and  New  York  would  not  exceed  $1  25  per  ton,  and  with  the  aid  of 
return  freights  which  might  be  confidently  relied  on  in  connexion 
with  the  through  transportation  on  this  road,  when  brought  in  con- 
tact with  the  Ohio  River,  the  average  freight  per  ton  w^ould  not  ex- 
ceed one  dollar. 

With  such  an  arrangement,  certain  to  be  carried  out,  at  no  distant 
day,  the  Board  feel  assured,  that  the  inducement  to  the  consumer 
would  lead  to  a  large  increase  in  the  demand  for  this  article,  at  the 
same  time  that  it  would  place  beyond  controversy,  if  any  doubt  ex- 
isted now,  the  point  at  which  the  coal  trade,  so  important  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  must  finally  concentrate. 

IV. —  Of  the  Extension  to  the  Ohio  River. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  herewith  annexed,  will  show 
the  operations  of  that  Department,  during  the  year.  The  work  has 
progressed  with  commendable  rapidity,  and  so  far  nothing  has  oc- 
curred, to  interfere  with  the  promise  heretofore  made,  that  w^th  an 
adequate  supply  of  funds  and  labor,  the  whole  line  may  be  finished 
by  the  1st  of  January,  1853. 

Early  in  July  last,  the  first  division  of  the  road  was  opened  to  the 
Piedmont   Station. 

Since  then  the  second  division,  extending  beyond  ''  Oakland"  in 
the  Glades,  a  distance  of  25  miles,  has  also  been  passed.  The 
Cheat  River  will  be  reached  about  the  1st  of  December,  and  the 
Tygart's  Valley  Bridge  and  Fairmount,  on  the  Monongahela  River, 
between  that  period  and  the  1st  of  May. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  be  able  to  announce,  that  the 
maximum  grade  of  116  feet,  is  now  being  worked  daily,  with 
heavy  trains,  at  rates  varying  from  twelve  to  twenty  miles  an  hour — 
both  ascending  and  descending,  with  utmost  ease  and  regularity. 

V. — Of  the  Finances. 

The  Treasurer's  exhibit,  marked  A,  will  show  the  state  of  the 
Company's  finances  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  usual  appro- 
priation of  $20,000,  together  with  the  re-investment  of  accruing 
interest,  has  been  made  to  the  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of 
the  million  loan  to  the  Washington  Branch,  and  a  further  sum  of 
$12,700  invested  in  the  bonds  of  1854,  in  anticipation  of  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  the  3d  of  January  last,  the  Board  succeeded  in  effecting  a 
sale  of  the  residue  of  the  5  per  cent.  Sterling  Bonds  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  remaining  unsold  up  to  that  time  in  the  hands  of  the 
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Company,  to  a  house  of  standing  and  responsibility  in  New  York, 
at  a  limit  of  91  per  qent.  This  sale  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to 
$1,973,688  89. 

In  the  sale  of  the  sterling  bonds,  the  Board  deemed  it  an  act  of 
courtesy  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  reserve  for  the  use  of  the 
sinking  fund,  upon  the  same  terms  as  those  agreed  upon  in  the  con- 
tract, such  an  amount  as  were  believed  to  be  within  the  compass  of 
the  Treasury  during  the  year.  This  measure  on  the  part  of  the 
Company,  was  received  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  spirit  which  had 
prompted  it,  and  that  officer  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded,  to  cancel  ^£50,000  of  the  5  per  cent.  Sterling  Bonds,  by 
an  arrangement  to  pay  over  the  proceeds  at  periods  to  suit  his 
convenience. 

On  the  11th  of  November  last,  the  Board  invited  proposals  for  a 
sale  of  $500,000  of  the  6  per  cent.  Coupon  Bonds  issued  by  this 
Company,  being  part  of  the  balance  of  $1,128,731,  estimated  by 
the  President  in  his  address  of  October,  1849,  as  necessary  to  ena- 
ble him  to  place  the  entire  road  under  contract.  The  whole  amount 
not  being  absorbed  on  the  opening  of  the  bids,  the  Committee  on 
Finance  deemed  it  expedient  to  order  sales,  as  opportunities  might 
occur,  at  the  office  of  the  Company,  at  a  limit  of  95  per  cent.  On 
the  1st  September  there  remaining  still  a  large  balance  to  be  dis- 
posed of — and  the  sales  continuing  tardy  and  not  likely  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  Company,  the  Committee  thought  it  prudent  to  invite 
a  further  offer  for  the  balance  of  these  Bonds,  but  with  no  better 
success,  owing  to  the  continued  pressure  in  the  money  market. 

The  Committee  have  made  and  will  continue  to  make  every  effort 
in  their  power  to  render  these  Bonds  ^available ;  but  in  case  they 
fail  to  do  so  at  limits  which  may  be  considered  satisfactory,  it  is  not 
doubted  that  every  aid  w^ill  be  promptly  afforded  by  our  citizens,  in 
furtherance  of  this  object,  whenever  the  wants  of  the  Company  may 
be  such  as  to  render  it  imperative.  These  Bonds  it  is  will  known 
to  the  stockholders  were  issued,  in  accordance  with  the  announce- 
ment of  the  President  of  the  Company  in  his  address  of  October, 
1849,  when  the  road  was  ready  to  be  let  to  contractors,  as  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  be  realized,  in  addition  to  the  revenue  expected 
from  the  work  itself,  in  order  to  complete  the  financial  arrangements 
of  the  Company,  upon  the  estimates  of  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the 
extended  line  from  Cumberland  to  Wheeling. 

In  presenting  here  a  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Company  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th 
September,  with  the  obligations  maturing  and  likely  to  mature,  du- 
ring the  progress  of  the  work,  and  until  the  31st  December,  1852, 
the  Board  see  no  reason  to  deviate  in  the  main  from  the  original  es- 
timate of  the  Chief  Engineer,  as  to  the  cost  of  the  work  and  the 
amount  of  capital  likely  to  be  required,  and  a  reference  to  exhibit 
(marked  D)  will  show  that  that  officer,  upon  his  recent  and  accurate 
survey  of  the  work   already  done  and  to  be  done^,   re-asserts  his 
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confidence  in  the  ability  of  his  department,  to  make  good  their 
promises  without  variatio.M  in  the  leading  items  stated  in  the  Report 
of  October,  1849,  when  the  road  was  announced  as  ready  for  con- 
tract.

The  1st  of  May,  1851,  is  fixed  for  the  opening  of  the  road  to 
the  Monongahela  River,  when  the  Bonds  of  the  City  of  Wheeling, 
guaranteed  by  the  State  of  Virginia,  will  be  payable.

In  this  exhibit  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  Board  have  made  no 
provision  for  stocking,  during  the  first  year  of  the  opening  of  the 
road.  An  adequate  supply  of  Cars  and  Locomotives,  it  is  not 
doubted,  may  be  contracted  for  on  time,  payable  in  the  Bonds  of 
the  Company,  in  any  fair  state  of  the  money  market,  and  an  ar- 
rangement has  already  been  made  with  the  Messrs.  Winans  for 
twenty-four  Engines  of  the  first  class  ;  as  part  of  the  equipment  es- 
timated by  the  Chief  Engineer,  in  his  Report  of  October,  1849. 

VI.— 0/*  the   Jforfh"  Western  Branch. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  a  char- 
ter was  passed,  granting  the  right  of  way  to  an  independent  com- 
pany, to  connect  the  town  of  Parkersburg,  on  the  Ohio  River,  wuth 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Three 
Forks  Creek  in  the  county  of  Taylor.  The  charter  provides  that 
the  North  Western  Road  shall  not  be  opened  for  trade  or  travel, 
until  twelve  months  after  the  completion  of  the  road  to  the  City  of 
Wheeling. 

Since  the  passage  of  that  law  a  Company  has  been  organized, 
and  three  Corps  of  Engineers  are  now  diligently  engaged  in  making 
surveys,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  active  operations.  It  is  the 
desire  of  the  North- Western  Company,  with  the  aid  and  co-oper- 
ation of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  place  this  important  line  of  road 
under  contract,  at  the  earliest  practicable  day,  so  as  to  ensure  its 
completion,  within  a  period,  to  give  the  greatest  possible  benefit  to 
those,  who  may  embark  their  capital  in  its  construction. 

The  passage  of  this  great  charter  could  not  have  been  more  op- 
portune than  at  its  particular  juncture,  when  so  many  and  spirited 
efforts  are  being  made  to  multiply  and  improve  the  means  of  commu- 
nication between  the  Atlantic  sea-board,  and  the  vast  region  lying 
west  of  the  Ohio  River.  The  right  to  connect  the  City  of  Balti- 
more by  the  most  direct  line,  with  the  commercial  centre  of  the  great 
West,  was  long  the  desire  of  those  to  whom  had  been  entrusted  the 
direction  of  the  policy  of  this  Company ;  and  it  was  not  until  these 
efforts  had  failed,  after  repeated  applications  to  the  Legislature  of 
Virginia,  that  the  Board  felt  justified  in  adopting  their  present  loca- 
tion, with  a  terminus  as  far  North  as  the  City  of  Wheeling.  It 
may  be  doubted,  however,  whether  with  the  command  of  ample 
means  at  their  disposal,  it  would  not  have  been  the  dictate  of  sound 
wisdom,  at  all  times,  to  have  kept  a  steady  eye  upon  the  rivalry  of 
more  Northern  competitors,  and  to  have  assailed  by  an  effort  far 
more  formidable  than  this  Board  have  been  called  upon  to  make  in 
the  adoption  of  the  Wheeling  terminus,  the  paramount  Northern  at- 
traction, which  for  years  past,  has  been  operating  so  disadvantage- 
ously  to  the  commercial  prospects  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.     The 
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Board  enlertaiii  the  firm  conviction,  that  the  adoption  of  their 
Northern  terminus  ^vill  be  the  means  of  adding  largely  to  the  impor- 
tance and  activity  of  their  great  work  ;  and  that  a  policy,  resulting 
as  is  well  known  from  necessity,  will  eventually  find  its  strongest 
support,  in  the  wisdom  of  its  plans,  and  the  benefits  which  it  cannot 
lad  to  dispense. 

The  City  of  Wheeling,  commanding  the  control  of  such  a  line  of 
commuication  as  that  afforded  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road, 
with  the  nearest  market  on  the  sea-board,  cannot  fail  to  become  a 
point  of  commercial  interest,  whether  considered  in  reference  to  the 
trade  and  travel  of  the  productive  and  growing  region  by  which  she 
is  surrounded,  or  the  probable  augmentation  of  her  population  and 
manufaciuring  capital,  which  may  be  expected  to  result  from  advan- 
tag;es  which  she  is  known  to  possess,  in  a  position  ninety-four  miles 
below  the  City  of  Pittsburg  on  the  same  highway  to  which  that  city 
owes  her  growth  and  prosperity,  and  the  abundance  and  quality  of 
the  mineral  productions  in  which  her  suburbs  abound,  and  with 
which  she  is  supplied  at  an  almost  nominal  cost. 

From  Baltimore  to  the  point  where  the  North-Western  Road 
begins  to  separate  from  the  main  line,  to  the  City  of  Wheeling,  the 
distance  is  281  miles,  making  about  three-fourths  of  the  main  stem 
common  to  the  two  great  arms  which  would  be  thus  extended  from 
'*Three  Forks,"  to  join  the  connecting  roads  from  the  Northern  and 
Southern  sections  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  It  happens  advantageously 
for  the  interest  of  the  stockholders  in  this  road  and  the  policy 
adopted  by  the  Company,  that  from  the  point  of  divergence  before 
mentioned,  to  both  Wheeling  and  Parkersburg,  the  intervening 
country  may  be  expected  to  contribute  largely  in  its  local  develope- 
ments  to  the  support  and  revenue  of  the  road,  without  any  reference 
to  through  business.  At  this  point  the  lofty  ridges  of  the  AUega- 
nies  have  been  crossed,  and  the  wild  and  primitive  region,  situated 
between  the  mouth  of  the  Savage  and  the  Tygart's  Valley  Rivers, 
have  been  succeeded  by  a  country  offering  greater  inducements  to 
agricultural  industry,  and  in  every  way  calculated  to  make  an  ade- 
quate return  for  the  labor  employed  in  bringing  it  into  successful 
cultivation. 

But  it  would  be  useless  for  this  Board  to  shut  their  eyes  upon  a 
fact,  which  a  single  glance  at  the  map  must  place  beyond  doubt  or 
controversy,  that  sooner  or  later  the  North-W^estern  Road,  connect- 
ing at  Parkersburg  with  the  great  southern  line  of  Ohio,  and  through 
that  channel  with  Cincinatti  and  St.  Louis,  must  cornmand,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  main  stem  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road, 
the  through  travel^  destined  lor  any  point  upon  the  seaboard.  The 
advantage  of  time  and  distance  cannot  be  overcome ;  the  City  of 
Baltimore  must  not  only  offer  facilities  greater  than  those  of  any 
more  northern  point,  in  her  temperate  climate — her  easy  access  to 
the  ocean,  and  the  advantage  in  proximity  to  the  commercial  centre 
of  the  West,  of  88  miles  in  distance  over  Philadelphia  by  her  short- 
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est  route,  305  over  New  York  by  the  New  York  and  Erie  Road,  and 
390  over  Boston  by  the  Albany  and  Buffalo  Road  ;*  but  must 
always  be  a  point  in  the  most  advantageous  line  of  approach,  to 
any  of  these  cities ;  and  no  rivalry,  it  may  be  confidently  assumed, 
which  may  spring  up  hereafter,  can  ever  impair  the  relative  superi- 
ority of  the  great  straight  line  road,  in  convenience  and  cheapness 
of  transportation,  over  every  other  competing  enterprize. 

It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that,  in  the  midst  of  the  prepara- 
tions now  goingforward  to  compete  for  the  Western  trade  and  travel, 
the  City  of  Baltimore  has  been  placed  in  a  position  under  the  recent 
legislation  of  Virginiu,  by  the  adoption  of  the  North-Western  Char- 
ter and  the  construction  of  the  important  line  of  road  which  it  con- 
templates, to  defy  all  competition,  and  to  offer  facilities  greater  than 
chose  of  any  other  road,  connecting  the  great  West  and  the  Valley 
of  the  Mississippi,  with  the  Atlantic  sea-board. 

The  City  of  Baltimore  has  already  evinced  her  appreciation  of 
this  most  important  charter,  by  an  application  to  the  Legislature 
for  authority  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company ;  and 
this  Board  would  urge  that  this  subsciption  on  the  part  of  the  City, 
be  met  by  a  loan  to  the  North-Western  Company  of  the  Bonds  of 
this  Company,  to  whatever  extent  may  be  required  in  furtherance  of 
this  object,  so  soon  as  their  own  work  shall  have  been  completed  to 
the  Ohio  River.  With  the  combined  aid  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and  this  corporation,  it  is  not  doubted  that  the  results  of  this  great 
improvement  may  be  realized  at  an  early  day. 

In  disposing  of  this  part  of  their  subject,  the  Board  would  refer 
briefly  to  the  efforts  which  are  now  making,  to  defeat  the  active 
prosecution  of  the  North-Western  Road,  by  temptations,  to  divert 
one  of  the  Southern  lines  of  Ohio  from  its  original  destination. 
The  idea  of  a  terminus  of  the  Cincinnatti  and  Belpre  Road  at 
Marietta,  with  a  view  to  a  connexion  with  Philadelphia,  by  means 
of  the  Hempfield  Road,  should  it  be  constructed,  while  the  North- 
Western  Road  has  formed  its  junction  with  the  Ohio  River  at  Park- 
ersburg,  is  one  in  which  its  own  stockholders,  and  the  City  of 
Chillicothe  are  too  deeply  interested,  to  justify  a  belief  that  so  grave 
a  subject,  involving  it  may  be  the  destiny  of  whole  communities, 
will  be  finally  disposed  of  without  the  maturest  deliberation,  and  a 
reference  to  the  most  competent  professional  aids.  There  are  now 
two  Charters,  connecting  Cincinnati  with  the  Ohio  River,  under  one 
or  the  other  of  which,  without  harmony  and  concert,  the  most  direct 
line  may  be  expected  to  be  drawn.  Should  the  Cincinnati  and 
Belpre  Company,  v/ith  the  countenance  and  co-operation  of  Chil- 
licothe, decide  to  strike  the  Ohio  River,  at  a  point  10  miles  above 
the  terminus  of  the  North-Western  Road  at  Parkersburg,  with  a 
view  to  the  local  interests  of  Marietta,  it  will  be  for  the  City  of 

•These  distances  are  the  result  of  a  careful  comparison  of  these  various  lines,  re- 
cently made  by  B.  H.  Latrobe,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer  of  this  Conipany. 
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Cincinnati  and  those  who  may  understand  the  nature  and  avail- 
ability of  the  shortest  line  between  that  city  and  the  sea-board,  to 
determine  how  long  such  a  state  of  things  shall  be  suflered  to  ex- 
ist ;  and  this  Board  are  already  apprized,  that  plans  are  now  in  pro- 
gress, prompted  by  the  existing  state  of  confusion,  under  direc- 
tion of  the  Cincinnati  and  Hillsboro'  Company,  with  a  view  to  for- 
eign aid  and  co-operation,  to  direct  the  survey  of  a  route  from  Hills- 
boro'  to  a  connexion  with  the  North- Western  Road,  by  a  direct  line 
w^ithout  reference  to  local  interests,  so  as  to  ascertain  by  instrumen- 
tal surveys,  the  saving  of  distance  over  the  Cincinatti  and  Belpre 
line,  as  at  present  defined  with  its  terminus  at  Marietta.  This  pro- 
posed line  will  diverge  to  the  south  of  Chillicothe,  holding  out  the 
strongest  inducement  to  the  more  southern  trade  of  Kentucky ; 
and  it  is  confidently  asserted  by  competent  engineering  authority, 
may  be  attended  with  a  saving,  between  Cincinnati  and  Belpre  of 
several  miles  of  distance,  in  the  aggregate  length  of  the  whole  line 
between  Hillsboro'  and  the  Ohio  River. 

The  Cincinnati  and  Hillsboro'  Company,  the  Board  are  informed 
are  authorised  by  their  charter,  to  preserve  a  uniform  guage,  in  the 
construction  of  their  track,  with  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  North- 
western Roads,  which  in  connexion  with  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
Road,  adopting  the  same  guage  from  Cincinnati  to  St.  Louis,  would 
give  an  unbroken  chain  of  uniform  track  from  Baltimore  to  St.  Louis, 
enabling  the  traveller  to  pass  between  these  remote  points,  a  distance 
of  nine  hundred  miles,  without  a  single  transhipment. 

The  Board  have  felt  the  deepest  regret  that  any  misunderstanding 
should  have  seperaled  the  two  companies  now  engaged  in  a  com- 
mon effort  to  form  an  early  connexion  with  a  market  on  the  sea- 
board. The  attempt  to  construct  parallel  roads  cannot  otherwise 
than  result  in  heavy  losses  to  one  or  the  other  of  these  corporations  ; 
and  capitalists  may  be  expected  to  entertain  with  caution  any  ap- 
peal which  may  be  made  for  assistance  in  a  case  so  full  of  peril,  and 
presenting  so  little  encouragement  while  these  difficulties  remain 
unadjusted.  It  however  needs  no  penetration  to  foresee,  that  that 
line  must  finally  triumph,  which  proposes  the  shortest  and  most  di- 
rect communication  between  Cincinnati  and  the  terminus  of  the 
North- Western  Road  ;  and  that  the  means  cannot  be  long  wanting 
to  give  direction  to  a  policy,  in  which  so  many  and  important  inter- 
ests both  East  and  West  are  involved. 

So  far  as  the  liiends  of  the  North- Western  Road  are  concerned, 
they  have  only  to  press  forward  without  delay  in  the  construction  of 
their  great  work,  and  leave  to  those  who  have  been  entrusted  with 
these  important  interests  west  of  the  Ohio  River,  the  establishment 
of  their  own  domestic  policy.  The  North- Western  Road  has  no- 
thing to  apprehend  from  any  result  which  may  be  likely  to  occur. 
The  monopoly  of  the  river  trade  and  travel,  will  more  than  tax  the 
largest  capacity  of  a  single  road  :  and  it  will  be  for  the  people  of  the 
West  to  determine,  how  far  it  would  be  wise  or  politic,  to  forego.

even  for  a  twelvemonth,  the  benefits  likely  to  result  from  a  line  of 
communication  offering  greater  advantages,  both  as  to  distance  and 
cheapness  of  transportation,  than  any  projected  line  of  rail  road  in 
this  country. 

VII. — Comparison  with  other  roads. 

In  the  midst  of  the  numerous  and  costly  works  of  improvement 
now  being  projected,  with  a  view  to  the  trade  of  the  West,  the  Board 
see  no  reason  to  doubt  the  ultimate  advantage  which  this  road  must 
possess,  when  brought  in  contact  with  the  Ohio  River.  The  pro- 
gress of  the  Central  line  through  Ohio,  from  Zanesville  to  Wheeling, 
has  been  somewhat  delayed,  owing  to  a  want  of  promptness  on  the 
part  of  one  of  the  counties  through  which  it  passes,  in  completing 
the  amount  of  subscription  deemed  to  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
Company  to  enter  upon  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  work.  Re- 
cent indications  induce  a  belief  that  the  subscription  list  is  now  so 
far  complete,  and  the  assurances  from  the  friends  of  the  enterprize 
such,  as  to  enable  the  work  to  go  on  without  further  detention.  This 
road  when  completed  will  place  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  direct  com- 
munication with  Cincinnati,  by  a  continuous  line  of  railway — re- 
quiring in  the  transit  between  the  two  points,  about  26  hours — as- 
suming a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  25  miles  per  hour. 

The  time  at  present  consumed  between  Cincinnati  and  New  York, 
by  the  Columbus  and  Cleveland  and  New  York  and  Erie  Roads, 
can  hardly  be  assumed  at  an  average  of  less  than  forty  or  fifty  hours, 
and  this  must  always  be  accomplished  by  a  rate  of  speed  ranging 
from  twenty  to  forty  miles  an  hour.  The  fare 'between  the  two 
points  by  this  great  Northern  line,  allowing  for  the  Erie  Road  a 
charge  not  exceeding  two  cents  per  passenger  per  mile,  has  been 
established  at  $16  50  for  the  through  ticket  from  Cincinnati  to  New 
York.  This  aggregate  charge  it  is  believed  can  hardly  be  reduced 
to  a  lower  limit. 

Assuming  the  above  data  to  be  established,  the  facilities  afforded 
by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  when  brought  in  contact 
with  the  Ohio  River,  will  be  sufficiently  manifest.  With  a  rate  of 
speed,  in  the  transit  of  the  passenger  trains,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  miles  an  hour,  including  stoppages,  the  whole  distance  will  be 
accomplished  between  Baltimore  and  Wheeling  in  sixteen  hours, 
and  from  the  latter  point  to  Cincinnati  by  the  Central  Ohio  Road  in 
ten  hours,  making  an  aggregate  of  twenty-six  hours  by  a  continuous 
line  of  rail  road — when  completed.  But  if  the  connexion  with 
Cincinnati  is  made  by  the  Ohio  River,  which  must  be  the  case,  until 
the  completion  of  the  Central  Ohio  Road,  and  an  allowance  of 
thirty-four  hours  is  made  between  Wheeling  and  that  point,  we 
have  an  aggregate  of  fifty  hours,  or  about  the  same  as  the  time  likely 
to  be  accomplished  upon  the  New  York  and  Erie  Road. 

The  cost  of  a  through  ticket  from  Baltimore  to  Cincinnati,  allow- 
ing $8  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  or  at  the  rate  of  more 
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than  two  cents  per  mile,  and  $5  by  the  Central  Ohio  Road,  at  the 
same  rate  of  charge,  would  be  $13  against  $16  50  on  the  Erie  Road 
to  New  York — that  road  charging  less  than  two  cents  per  mile,  and 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Central,  at  the  rate  of  "a  fraction  more 
than  two  cents  as  stated  above. 

But  if  the  cost  of  the  through  ticket  is  estimated  by  the  river 
from  Wheeling  to  Cincinnati,  the  difference  will  be  still  greater  in 
favor  of  the  Baltimore  route.  If  we  suppose  the  charge  by  Boat 
from  Wheeling  to  Cincinnati,  in  connexion  with  a  through  ticket  by 
the  Baltimore  ami  Ohio  Rail  Road,  not  to  exceed  <J3  50  per  passen- 
ger, we  have  a  total  charge  of  $1 1  50,  or  $5  less  than  the  charge 
upon  the  Columbus  and  Erie  Roads,  to  say  nothing  of  the  expense 
of  living,  equal  perhaps  to  $2  00,  which  would  be  saved  by  the 
river  line. 

The  above  reasoning  is  intended  to  apply  where  the  traveller  is 
looking  to  the  nearest  point  of  contact  with  the  sea-board  ;  but  in 
case  he  should  desire  to  approach  JVew  York,  via  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road,  in  order  to  command  the  range  of  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  three  most  populous  of  the  Eastern  Cities,  and  the 
through  ticket  is  extended  to  New  York,  at  an  increase  not  exceed- 
ing ^4,  the  difference  would  still  be  in  favor  of  the  Baltimore  route. 

The  fact,  however,  will  hardly  be  controverted,  that  during  the 
session  of  C'ongress,  a  large  majority  of  the  travel  passing  from 
West  to  East,  will  be  drawn  to  the  seat  of  government  as  the  point 
of  paramount  attraction.  In  this  view,  the  position  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  will  be  still  more  commanding.  Controlling 
as  this  Corporation  does,  the  Branch  from  Baltimore  to  W^ashington, 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  will  be  the  only  Company,  which  can  hold 
out  the  temptation  of  a  through  ticket  from  Cincinnati  or  any  point 
loest  of  the  Ohio  Paver,  to  the  seat  of  government. 

Whether  by  the  New  York  and  Erie  or  the  Pennsylvania  Central 
Roads,  the  advantage  in  favor  of  the  Baltimore  route  would  be  too 
palpable  to  admit  ot  argument.  By  the  Erie  Road  the  cost  of  the 
through  ticket  from  Cincinnati  to  lialtimore,  could  not  be  less  than 
$21  50,  and  from  thence  to  Washington  the  full  charge  of  $J  80, 
making  a  total  of  $23  30,  while  this  Company  can  offer  greater  fa- 
cilities, by  a  through  ticket  from  Cincinnati  to  Washington,  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  $13,  making  a  difference  of  $10  over  the  Erie 
line  at  their  present  established  rates. 

But  the  important  feature  in  the  operations  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road,  will  be  the  cheapness  of  its  tonnage  rates,  due  to 
the  presence  of  coal  at  almost  every  station  upon  its  line.  The  cost 
of  fuel,  will  be  the  labor  of  transferring  it  from  the  mines  to  the  tender 
and  it  is  believed  that  no  variety  of  coal  yet  discovered  in  the  coun- 
try, can  be  found  so  well  adapted  to  uses  ol' rail-way  locomotion,  or 
indeed  for  the  general  purposes  to  which  steam  is  applied,  than  that 
which  would  be  Jiccessible,  to  the  Company  in  the  great  coal  region 
west  of  Cumberland. 
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The  Board  see  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  river  navigation,  will 
ever  lose  its  importance,  whether  for  passengers  or  freight,  in  any 
view  which  may  be  presented  of  the  nature  and  facilities  of  rail  road 
transportation.  The  populous  and  thriving  cities  which  adorn  the 
banks  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers,  from  Pittsburg  to  New 
Orleans, — the  growth  of  less  than  half  a  century, — owe  their  ad- 
vancement to  the  highways  which  nature  has  provided  for  the  de- 
velopement  of  the  agricultural  and  commercial  resources  of  that 
productive  region.  In  cheapness  of  transportation,  the  navigation 
of  the  Western  rivers,  may  be  said  to  l)e  without  a  parallel,  and  to 
defy  any  competition  which  modern  science  and  ingenuity  will  be 
likely  to  suggest.  From  Pittsburg  to  New  Orleans — a  distance  of 
two  thousand  and  fifty  miles,  the  present  charge  for  a  cabin  passage, 
inclusive  of  board  and  living,  does  not  exceed  fifteen  dollars,  where 
for  the  same  distance  by  rail  road,  at  the  usual  rates,  it  would  range 
from  sixty  to  eighty  dollars,  exclusive  of  board  and  extras  incident 
to  this  mode  of  conveyance.  It  is  fact  also  worthy  of  note,  that  the 
article  of  Flour  can  be  transported  from  Pittsburg  to  New  Orleans, 
at  a  cost  little  exceeding  fifty  cents  per  barrel.  For  the  same  dis- 
tance by  rail  road,  the  charge  at  the  average  rate,  would  be  six  dol- 
lars per  barrel,  and  m  like  proportion  as  we  reduce  the  rate  to  a 
standard  which  may  be  found  to  yield  a  remunerating  return,  after 
deducting  the  expenses  properly  chargeable  to  the  account  of  trans- 
portation, varyins:  as  they  must  do  on  different  roads.  In  no  event 
would  it  be  reasonable  to  assume  that  a  less  rate  than  three  dollars 
for  the  entire  distance  could  be  found  to  work  in  practice. 

Where  the  difference  in  the  tariff  of  rates,  is  so  marked,  in  favor 
of  the  river  line,  for  freight  and  miscellaneous  tonnage,  no  advan- 
tage which  time  as  an  element  may  be  supposed  to  confer,  will  ever 
counterbalance  its  superior  attraction  ;  and  indeed  it  may  be  doubted 
whether  with  the  tempt atipn  held  out  to  travel,  by  the  floating  pala- 
ces which  crowd  the  Western  rivers,  identified  as  they  are  with  the 
early  deveiopement  of  the  vv^hole  region  of  country  lying  West  of 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  valleys,  and  the  greatly  reduced  rates  of 
fare  which  must  always  prevail,  the  preponderance  of  travel  would 
not  be  likely  to  ftrll  into  the  same  channel.  In  a  journey  of  six 
hundred  or  a  thousand  miles,  cheapness  and  comfort^  with  the  large 
majority  of  the  travelling;  public,  are  more  important  than  time^  and 
the  traveller  who  consults  pleasure  and  convenience  will  avoid  at 
almost  any  sacrifice  the  monotony  and  fatigue  of  successive  days 
and  nights  of  rail  road  travel.  When  the  rail  road  undertakes  to 
dispense  the  same  comforts  with  the  river,  by  a  suspension  of  night 
travel,  it  loses  the  advantage  of'timey  and  with  it  the  only  induce- 
ment which  could  tempt  the  traveller — having  a  journey  of  fifty  or 
sixty  hours  before  him — to  prefer  this  mode  of  conveyance.  We 
have  then  the  inducement  of  cheapness  and  comfort  combined,  and 
it  may  be  safe  to   assume,  that  the   natural  highways   to  which  the 
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West  owes  the  rapidity  of  her  growth  and  developement,  will  never 
cease  to  command  their  full  share  of  patronage. 

In  connexion  with  the  already  reduced  rates  on  the  Ohio  river, 
this  road  may  be  expected  to  offer  inducements  not  only  to  our  own 
city,  but  to  Philadelphia,  New  York  and  Boston,  which  cannot  fail 
to  attract  a  large  proportion  of  merchandise  destined  for  remote  sit- 
uations in  the  West,  which  has  heretofore  sought  other  and  more 
expensive  channels  of  communication. 

The  through  charge  upon  general  tonnage  by  the  New- York  and 
Erie  Road,  between  N.  York  and  Cincinnati,  has  been  lately  an- 
nounced at  an  extreme  limit  of  $1  60  per  hundred  pounds.  The 
highest  rate  between  New  York  and  Baltimore,  will  not  exceed  fif- 
teen cents.  If  to  this  we  add  a  charge  of  say  fifty  cents  over  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  (which  experience  has  shown  to  be 
remunerative,)  to  Wheeling,  and  from  thence  to  Cincinnati  by  river 
say  ten  cents,  we  shall  have  a  total  of  seventy-five  cents  between 
New  York  and  Cincinnati,  or  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  below  the 
reduced  rates  upon  the  Erie  Road,  the  charge  on  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  being  more  in  proportion  to  length,  and  the 
profit  greater,  than  on  the  Erie  Road,  at  the  rate  above  indicated. 

In  concluding  this  Report  the  Board  would  deern  no  apology 
necessary  for  the  length  to  which  it  has  been  extended.  They 
deem  it  no  less  their  duty,  than  it  is  their  earnest  desire,  that  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  this  Company,  should  be  known  in  their 
their  minutest  detail.  The  rapid  progress  of  this,  and  the  threaten- 
ing rivalry  of  other  works,  have  contributed  to  render  the  present  a 
period  of  more  than  ordinary  interest,  and  the  year  just  ended,  one 
of  the  most  important  which  has  heretofore  marked  the  history  of 
this  enterprize.  The  President  and  Directors  of  this  Company 
have  done  their  best  to  promote  the  great  interests  committed  to 
their  charge;  and  they  cannot  but  indulge  the  hope,  with  such  an 
exhibit  as  they  here  present,  that  with  the  aid  and  co-operation 
which  will  be  required  on  the  part  of  our  citizens,  to  bring  their 
labors  to  a  successful  termination  ;  the  State  of  Maryland — the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  the  individual  stock  holders,  will  have  no  reason 
to  apprehend  disappointment  in  the  prospects  which  they  have  so 
long  indulged,  as  likely  to  flow  from  the  completion  of  this  road.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  operations  of  the  road  during 
the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  and  although  it  would  have  been  gratify- 
ing to  find  a  largely  increased  revenue  as  on  former  occasions,  I 
have  yet  the  satisfaction  to  feel  that  we  have  so  well  sustained  our- 
selves under  the  new  competition  we  have  encountered,  that  we 
may  confidently  look  forward  to  the  early  period  of  our  arrival  at 
the  Ohio  River,  as  in  no  degree  likely  to  disappoint  our  previous 
expectations. 

The  Road  and  Machinery  have  been  maintained  in  as  good  order 
as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  some  improvements  have  been 
made,  which  will  in  part  account  for  the  increased  expenditure 
which  appears  in  the  Treasurer's  statement — to  these  I  will  allude 
in  their  proper  place. 

The  usual  and  proper  order  of  Road^  Machinery  and  Transporta- 
tiouy  will  be  observed  as  I  proceed. 

I. — The  Road  Department — embracing  Road-bed,  Rail-way  Tracks, 
Bridges,  Water  Stations,  and  Station  Buildings. 

The  Road-Bed  has  been  improved,  both  on  the  Main  Stem  and 
Washington  Branch. 

On  the  former  47,435  cubic  yards  of  stone  ballast  have  been 
prepared  and  distributed,  at  an  aggregate  cost  of  $14,451,  being 
30  46-100  cents  per  yard,  and  on  the  latter  20,751  cubic  yards  of 
gravel  at  an  aggregate  cost  of  $4,330  or  20  87-100  cents  per  yard. 

Both  of  these  items  include  a  fair  allowance  for  the  use  of  the 
engines  and  cars  required,  which  has  been  duly  credited  to  the 
transportation  department — and  is  charged  to  ''  Repairs  of  Rail- 
way" on  the  Treasurer's  books — this  course  of  mutual  charges  of 
one  department  against  another  has  been  adopted  during  the  past 
year  and  will  be  pursued  hereafter  with  particular  care.  The  latter 
includes  also  li  cents  paid  for  every  yard  of  gravel.  The  improve- 
ments here  noticed  will  I  doubt  not  be  felt  advantageously  in  future 
repairs — they  were  deemed  indispensable  for  permanent  economy  on 
both  roads,  but  more  especially  to  diminish  the  future  cost  of  drain- 
age  on  the  Washington  Branch. 
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The  cost  during  the  year  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  Road 
besides  the  above  was  $10,193  on  the  Main  Stem,  and  $6,675  on 
the  Washington  Branch,  tlie  one  177  miles  long,  the  other  31  miles 
— differing  slightly  from  the  same  operation  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Rail-way  Tracks,  on  both  roads,  have  been  maintained  and 
even  improved  in  character  during  the  year — and  the  Main  Stem 
particularly,  will  for  the  greater  part  of  its  length,  compare  favorably 
with  the  best  Rail  Roads  in  our  country. 

*  Ten  and  a  half  miles  of  heavy  rail  will  have  been  laid  down  be- 
fore winter,  in  place  of  wooden  rail  and  plate  iron,  thus  reducing 
that  part  of  our  second  track  to  the  six  miles  between  Relay  House 
and  Ellicott's  Mills.  Six  miles  of  this  heavy  rail  have  already  been 
laid.  In  the  course  of  repairs  ten  miles  of  track  besides  the  above 
have  been  altered  in  their  construction  by  the  substitution  of  heavy 
cross-ties  for  the  string  pieces  hitherto  used.  This  is  regarded  as 
an  improvement,  the  practicability  of  which  was  once  doubted — 
but  which  has  been  found  feasible,  and  furnishes  a  stronger  track 
than  the  other,  quite  as  easy  to  maintain,  and  no  less  smooth  on  its 
surface. 

It  is  intended  to  prosecute  this  change  in  the  future  repair  of  the 
track. 

It  is  due  to  the  Supervisor  who  executed  the  work  of  laying 
down  the  heavy  rail  above  alluded  to,  to  say,  that  his  track  is  re- 
markably smooth  and  firm — and  has  been  laid  at  a  very  small  ex- 
pense. 

The  cost  of  labor  in  maintenance  of  track  during  the  year  has 
been  $82,691  55  on  the  Main  Stem,  and  $5,482  02  on  the  Wash- 
ington Branch,  being  less  than  in  the  previous  year — while  three 
miles  have  been  added  to  the  aggregate  of  sidings,  the  cost  of  labor 
on  w^hich  is  included  in  this  statement.  The  aggregate  length  of 
track  on  the  Main  Stem,  east  of  Cumberland,  may  be  stated  as 
follows :

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The  cost  of  maintaining^  the  Road-bed  and  Rail-way  Track  on 
the  Main  Stem,  has  been  charged  on  the  Treasurer's  Books  at 
$175,867  82. 

To  this  should  be  added  the  value  of  300  tons  of  Iron  Rails 
used  for  repairs,  amounting  to  $12,000,  making  an  aggregate  of 
$187,867  82,  and  from  it  should  be  deducted  $20,000  used  in  the 
the  previous  year,  but  charged  during  the  present,  and  properly 
chargeable  to  Reconstruction — as  well  as  $29,521  58,  the  excessive 
value  of  materials  on  hand  over  those  of  last  year. 

We  thus  arrive  at  the  net  expense  of  "^^  Repairs  of  Rail-way," 
and  find  it  to  be  $138,346  24,  against  a  corresponding  result  last 
year  of  $151,964 — showing  a  decrease  of  $13,618. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Road-bed  and  Track,  on  the  Wash- 
ington Branch  is  stated  by  the  Treasurer  at  $35,545  15.  I  find, 
however,  that  the  sum  of  $5,588  32  has  been  included  in  that  sum 
for  materials  previously  used  ;  also  the  materials  on  hand  exceed 
those  of  last  year  by  $3,010  60, — and  those  sums  deducted  leave 
a  net  expenditure  of  $26,826  91,  including  $4,330  05  before  men- 
tioned as  expended  in  ballasting  and  raising  the  Track  through  the 
W^et  Cuts. 

The  Bridges^  both  on  the  Main  Stem  and  Washington  Branch 
are  in  sound  condition,  and  no  very  heavy  repairs  will  be  soon 
needed. 

That  part  of  the  Bridge  at  Harper's  Ferry,  known  as  the  "  Win- 
chester Span,"  has  been  so  far  completed  as  to  be  brought  into  full 
use,  and  has  cost  $6,743  49.  It  is  a  very  substantial  Iron  struc- 
ture, from  which  most  permanent  service  may  be  expected.  Mate- 
rial repairs  have  been  also  completed  on  some  of  the  Wooden 
Bridges,  which  makes  them  more  reliable  than  before  for  the  heavy 
Engines  which  now  prevail  on  the  road. 

The  Repair  of  Bridges  on  the  Main  Stem  has  cost  during  the 
year  $15,863  20,  against  $11,527  50  in  the  previous  year — the 
difference  being  mainly  attributable  to  the  Iron  Bridge  above  named. 

While  speaking  of  Bridges,  I  will  notice  the  new  and  substantial 
Bridge  over  Carey  street,  in  this  City,  which  has  been  erected  dur- 
ing the  year,  with  two  tracks  and  walls  for  a  third,  at  a  cost  of 
$20,878  08.     This  Bridge  has  not  been  a  charge  on  revenue. 

On  the  Washington  Branch,  the  Bridge  at  Bladensburg  has  been 
completed  in  a  like  substantial  manner  (of  Stone  and  Iron)  to  that 
on  the  Little  Patuxent,  which  was  reported  a  year  ago,  as  finished. 
I  have  seen  no  reason  to  abate  my  confidence  in  these  Bridges  then 
expressed.     The  cost  of  the  Bridge  at  Bladensburg  was  $19,430. 

Other  small  Bridges  have  been  re-built  on  the  Washington  Branch, 
leaving  little  to  be  done  in  this  department  on  that  road. 

The  Station  Buildings  are  generally  in  good  order.  Those  newly 
constructed,  during  the  year,  are  as  follows — 
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J.  A  small  Passengers'  Lodge,  with  offices  in  the  second  story 
has  been  built  at  Poppleton  street,  in  this  City,  to  afford  a  very  ne- 
cessary accommodation  to  the  citizens  of  the  Western  section  of  the 
City,  who  take  or  leave  the  cars  at  that  place. 

2.  The  new  Machine  shop  at  Mount  Clare  Station  mentioned  as 
begun,  in  ray  last  year's  report,  has  been  completed,  and  stocked 
with  machinery  for  both  the  Machinery  and  Road  department.  It 
has  been  in  use  for  the  greater  part  of  the  present  year,  and  has  been 
found  indispensable  to  the  wants  of  the  road  both  East  and  West 
of  Cumberland. 

3.  A  second  Machine  shop,  at  the  same  Station,  to  replace  that 
which  was  destroyed  by  lire  in  July  last,  has  been  begun  and  will 
be  completed  in  a  short  time. 

4.  The  Foundry  at  the  same  Station  has  been  enlarged,  to  meet 
our  increasing  wants,  especially  for  work  West  of  Cumberland — and 
cost  $1,742  69. 

5.  At  Martinsbur<2:,  ^  Dwelling:  House  for  the  Foreman  of  the 
Machine  shop  there,  and  well  located  for  a  constant  supervision  of 
the  Works,  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  ^1,829  13. 

-6.  At  Hancock,  a  small  Passengers'  Lodge,  found  to  be  very  ne- 
cessary for  the  use  of  those  taking  or  leaving  our  cars  at  that 
Station,  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $475. 

At  Cumberland,  a  shed  for  delivery  of  merchandise,  a  small  Ma- 
chine shop  and  a  Wood  house,  have  been  erected,  and  the  machine 
shop  stocked  Avith  machinery.  These  buildings,  which  were  indis- 
pensable, have  together  cost  $6,206  69. 

The  only  buildings  erected  on  the  Washington  Branch  are  those 
which  are  in  progress  at  Washington — for  the  terminus  there. 

These  have  been  delayed  unavoidably,  by  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor for  stone,  to  deliver  it  as  wanted,  attributed  to  accidents  in 
the  Quarry — this  delay  has  been  vexatious,  but  could  not  be  obvia- 
ted, and  the  stone  having  been  received  and  prepared,  the  building 
will  I  doubt  not  be  ready  for  use  in  all  respects,  before  the  conven- 
ing of  Congress. 

All  that  has  been  essential  to  the  public  wants  has  been  completed 
and  in  use  for  many  months.  The  cost,  thus  far,  of  these  structures 
is  given  in  the  Treasurer's  statement.  The  levels  adopted  for  the 
street  grades,  and  the  discovery  of  quicksands  in  the  foundation, 
have  made  them  more  costly  than  was  anticipated. 

Water  Stations. 

The  Water  Stations  are  generally  in  good  order  on  both  roads. 
That  at  Licking  Creek,  is  to  be  superseded  by  a  new  one  at  Sleepy 
Creek,  three  miles  west. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  stated  that  additional  Stations  for  wa- 
ter would  soon  be  required  to  meet  our  wants.  In  accordance  with 
this  a  fine  new  Station  has  been  erected  at  W.  C.  Hoffman's,  west 
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of  Ijamsville,  and  charged  to  "Construction"  of  Water  Stations, 
but  taken  from  the  revenue, — other  Stations  have  been  begun  ;  and 
the  charge  under  this  head  amounts  thus  far  to  $6,175  04. 

In  comparing  all  the  net  expenditures  of  the  Road  department 
with  those  of  the  former  year,  and  allowing  for  the  increase  of  mate- 
rials on  hand,  we  find, a  very  small  increase  on  the  Main  Stem,  and 
one  of  $10,562  69  on  the  Washington  Branch,  being  mainly  for 
new  lumber  found  necessary  for  the  track. 

II. — Machinery  Department. 

This  department  embraces  the  Engines  and  Cars  of  all  descrip- 
tions, their  maintenance  and  improvement.  It  has  been  efficiently 
administered,  and  is  believed  to  be  in  an  improving  condition. 

The  charge  of  this  department  has,  as  you  are  aware,  changed 
hands — from  those  of  Mr.  Perkins,  who  for  several  years  conducted 
it  with  much  ability,  and  who  resigned  to  enter  upon  the  manufac- 
ture of  like  Machinery  in  Alexandria,  to  those  of  Mr.  Hays,  long  a 
foreman  in  the  Company's  service,  who  has  commended  himself  to 
confidence  as  well  since  his  promotion  as  before. 

By  these  will  be  seen  the  following : 

The  Company  owns  81  Locomotives  of  all  sizes,  viz : 

41  of  the  first  or  largest  class  ; 
5  of  the  second  class  ; 
15  of  the  third  class,  and 
20  of  the  fourth  class. 

The  power  of  them  all  is  estimated  to  be  equal  to  175  of  the  fourth 
class.

17  Engines  have  been  added  to  our  stock  during  the  year — all  of 
the  first  class.  3  of  these  were  built  in  our  own  shops  for  the  Main 
Stem,  one  for  the  Washington  Branch.  14  have  been  received  from 
Ross  Winans,  Esq.,  of  this  city.  All  of  these  engines  have  proved 
efficient  and  generally  satisfactory, — as  much  so,  I  do  not  doubt,  as 
any  that  could  be  procured.  All  have  eight  wheels,  coupled  to- 
gether, and  thus  have  their  entire  weight  available  for  traction — they 
all  burn  coal  perfectly,  and  their  economy  of  fuel  is  unsurpassed  in 
this  country.  These  engines  are  all  ultimately  intended  for  use 
West  of  Cumberland.

This  shows  some  increase  over  last  year  on  the  Main  Stem,  and 
a  material  increase  on  the  Washington  Branch. 

Besides  calling  attention  to  my  remark  in  last  year's  report  on  the 
condition  of  these  cars,  I  would  beg  leave  to  remind  you  that  we 
have  had  an  additional  train  on  the  Main  Stem  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  year,  and  one  on  the  Branch  for  the  whole  year,  as  will  ap- 
pear from  the  statement  of  Miles  lun  by  Passenger  Trains. 

I  am  yet  apprehensive  that  the  value  of  the  stock  of  Passenger 
Cars  is  scarcely  what  it  should  be — though  several  of  them  have 
been  much  improved  during  the  year  by  new  trucks  and  wheels,  and 
by  new  painting  and  trimming. 

Stationary  Machinery, 

As  before  remarked,  the  new  machine  shop  at  Mount  Clare  Sta- 
tion has  been  stocked  with  machinery,  and  a  small  shop  also  filled 
at  Cumberland.  Most  of  this  expenditure  has  been  charged  to 
Construction,  as  additional  provision  for  increased  wants  already 
being  developed  by  the  extension  of  the  Road  west  of  Cumberland 
— and  in  fact  a  great  part  of  it  has  been  used  solely  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  materials  for  that  portion  of  the  road. 

III. —  Transportation  Department. 

This  department  has  continued  active  and  generally  successful 
through  the  year.  The  number  of  miles  run  by  the  trains  being 
much  increased  on  both  roads. 
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The  Revenue,  as  stated  by  the  Treasurer,  has  been  as  follows  :

The  Coal  Transportation  has  again  increased  in  spite  of  the  ac- 
tive competition  from  the  Anthracite  regions,  which  renders  the  in- 
troduction of  the  Cumberland  Coal  to  an  enlarged  and  general  use, 
a  work  of  difficulty ;  and  notwithstanding  also  the  competition  of 
transporters  on  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal.  It  seems  highly 
important  to  Baltimore,  as  well  as  to  this  Company,  that  the  trans- 
portation from  this  port  to  New  York  should  be  reduced  in  expense 
for  this  article — more  especially  now  that  the  charge  over  the  Rail 
Road  has  been  made  so  reasonable. 

I  annex  a  brief  comparison  of  the  quantities  delivered  at  several 
points  in  the  years  ending  Sept.  30th,  1850  and  1851.

The  above  are  for  both  years  exclusive  of  the  large  amount  of 
coal  consumed  by  our  own  engines  and  distributed  along  the  line 
and  at  Baltimore. 

General  Tonnage. 

The  quantities  of  Tobacco,  Grain,  Meal,  Stone,  Iron,  Iron  Ore, 
Fire-wood,  Leather,  Bark,  Fire  Brick,  and  some  other  articles  of 
Eastward  Transportation,  have  increased  during  the  year  also ;  but 
Flour,  Provisions,  Live  Stock  and  Whiskey  have  fallen  off. 

Of  Westward  Transportation  the  aggregate  has  slso  fallen  off, 
though  a  few  articles,  particularly  Lumber,  Iron,  Bricks  and  Ma- 
nures, have  somewhat  increased. 
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The  Revenue  in  the  aggregate  has  slightly  increased  beyond  that 
of  the  previous  year,  though  a  material  falling  off  has  occurred  in 
Passenger  Receipts,  both  on  the  Main  Sttm  and  Washington 
Branch. 

The  former  I  can  attribute  only  to  a  competition  by  the  Northern 
Routes,  which  can  only  be  fully  met  when  we  reach  the  Ohio  River, 
and  the  latter  is  obviously  owing  mainly  to  the  recess  of  Congress. 

The  price  of  fuel  has  been  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  and 
more  has  been  used,  because  of  the  greater  extent  of  the  operations. 

The  value  of  fuel  on  hand  exceeds  what  it  was  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  by  more  than  six  thousand  dollars. 

Some  increase  of  the  aggregate  of  wages  paid  to  train  hands  has 
resulted  from  its  having  been  found  necessary  to  shorten  the  day's 
work  in  running  of  the  heavier  burden  trains,  as  the  men  were  fast 
wearing  out  under  the  former  requisition  upon  them,  subjected  to  the 
loss  of  rest  by  night  running  and  delays.  This  necessity  was  so 
manifest  that  the  change  could  not  be  avoided. 

A  considerable  increase  appears  in  the  horse-power  expenditure, 
owing  mainly  to  the  number  of  horses  which  have  been  disabled 
from  various  causes  during  the  year.  This  is  a  species  of  property 
quite  as  subject  to  contingencies  of  this  kind  as  any  other. 

The  Transportation  Expenses  on  the  Washington  Branch,  will  be 
found  somewhat  less  than  those  of  last  year ;  this  may  be  attributed 
in  part  to  the  falling  off  of  Tonnage,  and  somewhat  to  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  heavier  engine,  which  does  the  work  of  two  previously 
employed. 

I  repeat  with  pleasure  at  this  time,  my  acknowledgement  of  the 
faithful  service  rendered  to  the  Company,  by  the  several  officers 
under  my  direction,  and  by  those  generally,  who  are  employed  un- 
der them.  Some  mistakes  have  occurred,  and  there  have  been  cases 
of  carelessness  to  be  reprehended,  but  these  are  exceptions. 

Could  we  banish  entirely  from  our  line  the  prolific  source  of  near- 
ly all  human  mischief — intoxicating  drinks — we  might  well  con- 
gratulate ourselves — and  I  take  pleasure  in  believing  that  the  num- 
ber is  increasing  on  the  road  of  those  who  are  sensible  of  the  ben- 
efit of  total  abstinence  from  their  use.

Sir: 

In  submitting  my  present  Annual  Report,  I  am  enabled  to  say, 
that  during  the  year  just  ended,  the  progress  of  the  work  in  charge 
of  my  department  has  been  as  successful  as  could  reasonably  have 
been  expected.  In  the  following  brief  statements,  I  adhere  to  the 
division  of  the  subject  pursued  in  my  report  of  last  year. 

Description  of  Work  under  Contract. 

Graduation  and  Masonry. — Summing  up  what  is  said  under  this 
head  in  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  I  have  to  state,  that  in  addition  to 
the  four  lettings  of  work  which  at  that  date  had  taken  place — viz : 
in  April,  1849,  of  20  Sections— in  July,  of  24— in  September  of 
the  same  year,  of  58,  and  in  June  of  the  following  year,  of  65  Sec- 
tions, making  167  in  all,  there  was  a  fifth  and  final  letting  in  last 
December  of  33  Sections,  which  covered  the  remainder  of  the  line 
from  Cumberland  to  Wheeling,  forming  a  total  of  200  Sections,  the 
number  of  which  agrees  with  the  distance  in  miles  between  those 
points.* 

The  work  contracted  for  at  these  lettings  has  embraced,  under 
the  head  of  "  Graduation,"  the  usual  variety  of  earth  and  rock  ex- 
cavations, including,  besides  many  deep  cuts  and  fills,  12  tunnels, 
from  180  to  4,100  feet  long,  and  of  a  total  length  of  about  10,500 
feet,  or  very  nearly  2  miles — and  the  dry  masonry  of  the  culverts, 
drains  and  retaining  walls  accompanying  grading  of  that  character; 
and  under  the  head  of  "  Masonry,"  114  bridges,  (23  arched  and  91 
rectangular,)  of  spans  from  10  to  200  feet,  chiefly  of  the  smaller  di- 
mensions. The  preceding  work  was  all  disposed  of  by  public  Jet- 
ting to  the  lowest  suitable  bidders. 

Bridge  Superstructures. — The  timber  for  such  of  these  as  are 
constructed  partly  of  wood,  has  been  obtained  by  contract  with  va- 

*  The  200th  Section  through  the  Streets  of  Wheeling,  should  be  omitted.  It  is  not 
yet  provided  for,  and  reduces  the  number  of  Sections  actually  let,  to  199.  The 
Wheeling  Section  will  be  light. — It  will  extend  the  road  to  the  Depot  required  by 
law,  on  the  North  Bank  of  Wheeling  Creek. 
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rious  persons  near  the  line,  and  the  iron  work  of  those  consisting 
wholly  or  in  part  of  that  material  is  being  prepared  in  the  Com- 
pany's shops  at  Mount  Clnre. 

Railway  Tracks, — Under  this  head,  the  Ballast  and  Cross-ties 
have  been  contracted  for  from  time  to  time  as  was  required  to  pro- 
vide them  in  season  for  the  laying  of  the  rails.  The  ballast  is  sup- 
plied chiefly  by  the  Graduation  Contractors,  who  have  evident  facil- 
ities for  furnishing  it  more  cheaply  than  others.  The  cross-ties  have 
been  delivered  mostly  by  owners  of  timber  land  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. The  7'ails  were  imported  from  England  under  a  contract 
(now  complete)  with  Baring  Brothers  for  22,000  tons  of  the  T  pat- 
tern, 60  lbs.  per  yard.  The  chairs  or  joint-plates  of  wrought  iron, 
are  being  made  in  the  Company's  shops,  out  of  iron  imported  by 
contract  with  Joshua  Hartshorne,  Esq., — and  the  spikes  are  furnish- 
ed under  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Smith  &  Tyson  of  this  city.  The 
The  track  is  laid  by  workmen  employed  by  the  Company  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Roseby  Carr,  so  long  Supervisor  of  the  Di- 
vision of  the  road  near  Baltimore,  and  so  well  known  for  his  expe- 
rience and  energy. 

Depot  Buildings. — The  few  structures  required  under  this  head 
at  the  first  opening  of  the  road  are  being  built,  in  part,  of  materials 
furnished  by  contract — and  in  part  supplied  from  the  Company's 
shops. 

Wafer  Stations. — The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  this  branch  of 
construction.  Most  of  the  work  however  is  done  by  the  day,  to 
insure  the  faithful  execution  essential  in  all  hydraulic  w^orks. 

Cost  of  the  Work  under  Contract. 

Graduation  and  Masoiiry. — As  stated  under  this  head,  in  my 
report  of  last  year,  the  cost  of  the  work  embraced  in  the  167  Sec- 
tions of  the  four  previous  lettings  was  $2,890,753,  as  estimated  at 
the  prices  proposed.  The  fifth  letting  in  December  last,  of  the  32 
additional  Sections,  added  to  this  the  sum  of  §802,560  similarly 
estimated — making  a  totjil  of  $3,693,313 — for  the  199  Sections, 
and  which  by  the  addition  of  $20,040  for  the  200th  Section  in 
Wheeling,  makes  $3,713,353.  The  cost  of  the  work  included  in 
these  lettings,  as  estimated  by  this  department,  was  $4,626,819, 
and  the  comparison  of  these  two  amounts  would  shew  an  apparent 
saving  of  ^913,466.  The  whole  of  this  saving  cannot,  however, 
be  realized,  as  much  of  the  work  has  had  to  be  re-let  at  advanced 
prices. 

The  changes  also  in  the  location  of  the  first  thirty  miles  of  the 
road  and  the  enlargement  of  the  principal  bridges,  necessitated  by 
the  arrangements  with  the  Canal  Company,  for  the  right  of  way 
along  the  Potomac  River,  subsequent  to  the  estimates  referred  to, 
have  added  heavily  to  the  cost  of  the  first  division.  Nevertheless 
I  still  entertain  the  belief  that  the  liberal  allowances  made  upon  the 
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other  divisions  in  the  quantities  of  excavation,  embankment  and 
masonry,  will  keep  the  excess  of  actual  over  contract  cost  within 
narrow  limits,  and  indeed  in  view  of  the  savings  in  the  items  of 
tunnel  masonry  and  rail-way  tracks,  I  have  scarcely  a  doubt  that  the 
margin  allowed  for  contingencies  in  the  revised  estimate  last  submit- 
ted to  you  will  be  found  sufficient.

At  the  original  contract  prices  for  the  Graduation  and  Masonry.  It 
was  and  still  is  expected  that  the  item  of  Tunnel  Masonry,  or  much 
the  larger  part  of  it,  may  be  saved  till  after  the  opening  of  the  road 
— and  some  of  it  altogether. 

Progress  of  the  Construction. 

The  fact  that  the  rails  are  now  laid  and  the  trains  regularly  run- 
ning (over  the  Crab-tree  grades)  to  beyond  the  crossing  of  the 
Youghiogheny  River,  55  miles  from  Cumberland,  and  about  the 
centre  of  the  Glades,  shews  that  the  grading  and  masonry  of  the 
road-bed  must  be  finished  to  that  point.  There  is,  hovv^ever,  some 
work  left  to  be  done  on  this  part  of  the  road — but  it  is  of  inconsid- 
erable amount,  and  chiefly  consists  of  what  remains  to  carry  the 
track  through  the  deep  cut  on  the  21st  Section  at  its  proper  grade, 
(a  summit  surmounted  by  inclines  readily  passed  by  the  trains,  hav- 
ing been  encountered  there,  in  order  to  get  the  track  on)  and  two 
short  gaps  in  embankments  upon  the  45th  and  47th  Sections,  now 
passed  by  substantial  trestling — with  the  same  object.  The  way  is 
now  nearly  clear  to  Cheat  River,  75  miles  from  Cumberland,  al- 
though there  are  two  or  three  points  where  slight  detentions  may 
occur  in  the  advance  of  the  track — which  is  expected  to  reach  that 
river  not  later  than  the  1st  of  the  coming  December.  This  w^ould 
be  a  month  behind  the  time  anticipated  ;  but  such  have  been  the 
difficulties  met  in  maintaining  the  necessary  force  upon  the  work, 
that  it  will  appear  to  one  familiar  with  them,  rather  a  wonder  that 
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the  point  named  could  have  been  attained  even  at  the  later  date ; 
and  when  the  magrnitude  of  the  work  on  these  75  miles,  completed 
in  two  and  a  half  years,  is  regarded,  I  am  satisfied  it  will  be  admit- 
ted that  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished.  By  the  time  the  rails 
have  reached  Cheat  River,  the  heavy  sections  lying  within  the  next 
12  miles,  and  including  the  Kingwood  Tunnel,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be 
so  well  advanced  as  to  permit  the  track  to  pass  on  with  little  inter- 
ruption, and  be  pushed  forward  over  the  light  grading  beyond  along 
Raccoon  and  Three  Forks  Creeks  to  the  lygart's  Valley  River 
bridge  at  Fetterman,  I03i  miles  from  Cumberland,  by  about  the 
1st  of  March  next,  and  thence  to  Fairmount,  124  miles  from  Cum- 
berland, by  the  ensuing  1st  of  May.  There  will  then  remain  eight 
months  of  the  year  1852  to  reach  Wheeling,  76  miles  beyond  Fair- 
mount,  and  200  miles  from  Cumberland,  and  that  this  can  be  ac- 
complished without  difficulty,  there  need  be  no  doubt.  The  road 
of  124  miles  in  length,  w^ill  then  have  been  three  years  in  reaching 
Fairmount,  about  the  time  occupied  10  years  since  in  making  it 
from  Harper's  Ferry  to  Cumberland,  with  this  difference,  however, 
in  the  circumstances,  that  in  the  case  of  the  road  East  of  Cumber- 
land, men  were  superabundant,  and  the  work  had  rather  to  be  kept 
in  check ;  while  in  that  of  the  new  road,  labor,  after  the  first  year, 
has  been  extremely  difficult  to  procure.  With  an  unlimited  supply 
of  hands  the  w^ork,  wdiich  will  have  been  upwards  of  three  and  a 
half  years  in  construction  from  Cumberland  to  Wheeling,  could 
have  readily  been  done  in  less  than  three  years. 

It  seems  scarcely  necessary  to  notice  the  state  of  the  work  at  par- 
ticular places  after  the  account  just  given  of  its  expected  rate  of 
advance  from  point  to  point,  and  especially  in  view  of  the  very  full 
description  of  all  the  prominent  features  of  the  line  in  my  last  An- 
nual Report.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  time  set  for  the  opening  of 
the  road  to  its  terminus  at  Wheeling,  is  not  varied  from  that  assum- 
ed in  my  letter  of  the  7th  of  April  last,  addressed  to  J.  J.  Turner, 
Esq.,  in  reply  to  inquiries  made  by  him  by  direction  of  the  Councils 
of  the  City.  It  has  been  necessary,  however,  to  take  a  little  indul- 
gence in  regard  to  the  intermediate  periods — for  which  I  am  sure  I 
would  have  no  difficulty  in  satisfying  the  Board  and  the  public  that 
there  are  satisfactory  reasons  afforded  by  the  actual  occurrence  of 
one  of  the  contingencies  under  which  I  felt  compelled  to  shield  my- 
self in  making  those  conditional  promises. 

I  have  been,  during  the  year  just  past,  assisted  in  directing  and 
pressing  on  the  work  by  the  several  gentlemen  mentioned  in  my  last 
Annual  Report,  and  whose  unremitting  attention  to  their  arduous 
duties,  deserves  the  highest  praise.  In  maintaining  order  and  sup- 
pressing intemperance  upon  the  line,  they  have  had  to  encounter 
much  responsibility  and  some  personal  peril ;  and  but  for  the  cour- 
age and  good  conduct  displayed  on  these  occasions,  aided  by  the 
armed  and  efficient  police,  which  has  been  found  indispensable,  the 
work  could   not  have  proceeded  with  any  degree  of  steadiness  or 
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rapidity.  The  commencement  of  surveys  upon  the  North- Western 
Rail  Road,  has  provided  immediate  employment  for  most  of  those 
lately  relieved  from  duty  upon  this  line.  William  H.  Small,  Esq., 
of  the  first  division,  after  finishing  his  well  performed  duties  here, 
has  passed  into  that  service,  with  his  assistants,  Messrs.  G.  H. 
Bryson  and  I.  M.  St.  John,  and  some  of  the  junior  members  of  his 
party.  George  Hoffman,  Esq.,  of  the  second  division,  has  furnish- 
ed from  his  corps,  Mr.  George  W.  Smith  and  Mr.  John  Dale,  ac- 
companied by  Mr.  Edmund  O'Donnell,  to  the  same  service,  which 
he  will  himself  join,  when  prepared  to  retire  from  the  position  he 
has  so  ably  filled  on  this  work.
